As she was the only girl there, she 
was sent to the American Mission 
Boarding School, “Aruppukettai,” 
a distance of 25 miles which she 
walked back and forth once a 
month, as there were no roads, only 
foot paths. After three years there 
she went to ('apron High School at 
Madura, from where she graduated 
at the age of sixteen, standing as 
highest in her class. She attended 
the Women's Christian College and 
St. Christopher’s Training College 
at Madras, receiving her B. A. and 
Master of Aits Degrees. She also 
taught for ten years in the High 
School, was Head Mistress of the 
Orlinda Childs Peirce Memorial 
High School for girls and was 
Principal of the Capron Hall 
Teachers Training School. Besides 
school work, she was secretary of 
the local church in Madura, Vice- 
President of the Young Woman’s 
Christian Association doing social 
in adult education and was ap- 


pointed as an advisory member of 
the School Vigilance Association by 
the government of Madras. This 
association takes care of teen-age 
delinquent girls. 

Studying now at Boston Univer- 
sity on a year’s leave of study, un- 
der the auspices of the American 
Board of Foreign Missions, 14 Bea- 
con street, Boston, Ponnammal will 
be able to return to her country 
with a wider horizon, and richer ex- 
perience, which she has gained by 
her contact with many people and 
getting what she wanted from 
bocks, lectures, etc. 

All women of the church and 
their friends are cordially invited 
to this meeting to hear about Our 
Other Parish, India.

“Our Government, our Constitu- 
tion, our Bill of Rights are mar- 
velous creations.

They are re- 
corded in stout opposition to the 
regimented, bureaucratic, collec- 
tivized so-called “security” of a 
compulsory socialist health 
gram. The growth of pre-payment 
budget basis, voluntary health in- 
surance programs is most vigorous. 
Millions of Americans are flocking 
toward the many voluntary health 
programs which are constantly im- 
proving their extent and coverage 
to meet the unexpected costs of 
catastrophic illness. 

“Legislation has been enacted to 
improve local health and preventive 
medical services in Massachusetts 
through the Union Health Depart- 
ment Act of 1949. Vigorous efforts 
are underway to improve school 
and industrial medical services 
throughout the commonwealth.

TRAILER TRUCKS TO 
CARRY MAIL 


In line with the Government's 
aim to cut costs, trailer trucks 
starting this week will bring the 
mail to the local post office, partial- 
ly replacing the train service. 

This new service will arrive here 
from Boston at 5 o’clock in the 
morning, Winchester being the 
first stop on the route which will 
include the post offices of Woburn, 
Pinehurst, North Billerica, Bil- 
lerica, Lowell and Nashua, N. H. 

On the return trip at 6:30 in 
the evening, all outgoing mail will 
he taken directly to the South 
Postal Station eliminating all the 
rehandling which was necessary 
when this was sent by train. 

This will make for much faster 
service as formerly the mail had to 
he trucked from the post office to 
the depot, taken from the depot to 
the North Station by train, then 
by trucks from t he North Station 
to the South. It can readily ho 
seen the saving in time and money 
this will effect especially at times 
when the mail is very heavy such as 
at Christmas time. 

So when you see mail stacked at 
the North Station next Christmas, 
you can say to yourself, “Pm glad 
that mine does direct with no stops 
from the South Postal Annex to 
Winchester.”

There are no longer any pure 
blodded Tasmanian natives in exis- 
tence. The last survivor, died in 
1878. 

Tasmania was first seen by Eu- 
ropeans in 1642, when the gales of 
the “Roaring Forties” drove two 
Dutch ships* under Captain Abel 
Tasman into the lee of a wild, in- 
hospitable coast. Tasman named 
the place Van Diemen’s Land, in 
honor of the governor general of 
the Netherlands East Indies who 
had sponsored the exploring ex- 
pedition. 

The island lay forgotten for 130 
years. Then Captain Cook, famed 
English navigator, visited it. Great 
Britain, learning of subsequent 
French exploration, established a 
penal colony at Port Arthur in 
1803, nnd for the next 50 years 
sent there the cast-offs of the 
British kingdom. 

Treasure Chest 

With the last shipment of prison- 
ers, the colony changed its name to 
Tasmania and made a fresh start. 
As early as 1820 fine Merino sheep 
had been imported. Clearings were 
hewed in the great eucalyptus 
forests. The rich red soil yielded 
bountiful crops

New Water Sources 

Much of the agriculture of Baja 
California is limited to irrigated 
regions in the North District, not 
only in the Imperial Valley, but 
also in the area of San Quintin 
Bay on the Pacific Coast, some 190 
miles by road from the border. 

The San Quintin development 
has been rapid since discovery and 
development of underground water 
sources a few years ago. San 
Quintin also marks the end of 
regular maintenance on the road 
that twists from the Pacific to the 
Gulf of California and hack down 
the entire length of the peninsula 
to its southern tip at Cape San 
Lucas. 

Near San Quintin are the quar- 
ries producing onyx, used primar- 
ily for such small objects as ash 
trays, inkstands and paper-weights.

The island of Cyprus is again on 
Mediterranean sentry duty as 
British reinforcements are increas- 
ed in the Near East. 

The island’s sentinel role has 
been well rehearsed. It has been a 
crossroad of warring armies and an 
outpost of empires for 3,500 years, 
says the National Geographic So- 
ciety. 

This strategic crown colony of 
Great Britain, 140 miles long and 
approximately the size of Puerto 
Rico, lies only 230 miles north of 
Port Said, northern gateway to the 
Suez Canal. Cyprus reaches to 


agreement amounted to a "peace- 
ful liberation” of Tibet’s three mil- 
lion inhabitants. 

Nepal, on Tibet’s southern bor- 
der, late in 1951 achieved an his- 
toric reform. Ending a 104-year 
dual monarchy whereby hereditary 
prime ministers have actually gov- 
erned this remote Himalayan king- 
dom, Nepal’s titular king became 
king in fact by appointing a com- 
moner as his prime minister. 

Flagging efforts to mediate the 
continuing dispute that has kept 
the State of Jammu and Kashmir 
in contention between Hindu India 
and Moslem Pakistan were revived 
late in the year under UN direction. 
The plan of the UN-appointed 
American mediator is to arrange a 
demilitarization, if possible, to be 
followed by an impartially conduct- 
ed statewide plebiscite to show the 
will of the people. 

British Mid-east Fortunes Shift 

In the Middle and Near East, 
Iran, Yemen, Jordan, Syria, and 
Egypt made news in world politics. 
Nationalism in Iran played a 
strong part in forcing suspension 
of British operation of the Arab 
country’s rich oil industry at 
heavy economic loss to both Iran 
and Great Britain. Elections in 
progress the last two weeks of the 
year were expected to help decide 
when and how oil operations will 
be resumed. 

A long-fuzzy frontier was de- 
fined early in the year when Great 
Britain and Yemen fixed the line 
between Yemen and the British 
Aden Protectorate at Arabia’s

Expanding Exports

Europe, in contrast to Asia, wit- 
nessed little political violence in 
1951 despite its welter of problems. 
The North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization in its third year moved 
slowly toward its basic goal of 
building security against Commu- 
nist aggression for the free na- 
tions of tiie North Atlantic and 
Western European area. Progress 
of the 12-nation group appeared 
largely dependent on United States 
support in money, materials, and 
equipment. 

The year brought no peace trea- 
ties for Germany and Austria, al- | 
though a "peace contract” between 
western countries and the Federal 
Republic of Germany (Western 
Germany) was under negotiation. 
Western Germany in May \vas 
raised from associate to active 
membership in the Council of Eu- 
rope, moving it closer to full so- 
vereignty and leaving only the 
French-controlled Saar in the sta- 
tus of associate member. The state 
of war between the United States 
and Germany was ended by Con- 
gressional resolution. 

Great Britain’s voters in a na- 
tional election held October, 25 dis- 
carded the six-year-old Attlee 
Labor government, returning the 
Conservatives and Winston Church- 
ill to power by a narrow, 18-seat 
margin. Belgium’s 20-year-old 
prince royal became King Bau- 
douin T at Brussels on July 17. 
following formal abdication by his 
father, Leopold II, earlier in tho 
day. 

Poland and Russia were reported 
in a land swap affecting 260 square 
miles along their mutual border. 
The Soviet Union gained an east- 
ward-projecting tip of Polish farm- 
land that intercepted Russia’s 
north-south rail line joining Lvov 
and Kovel. Poland in exchange 
acquired a wedge of industrial land 
and a few miles east of Przemysl. 

Finland formally became guar- 
antor of the independence of the 
Aland Islands in the Gulf of Both- 
nia in 1951 by passing a new Home 
Rule Act superseding one passed 
in 1922 which made the League of 
Nations guarantor for the A lands. 

New World on Even Keel. 

In the western Hemisphere, the 
urge for security found expression 
in Central America, where five re- 
publics implemented an old ideal. | 
Costa Rica, El Salvador, Guate- 
mala, Honduras, and Nicaragua set 
up the San Salvador Charter, for 
mutual benefit in economic, cul- 
tural, and other lines. Ratified by 
the five governments, the charter 
became effective on December 14. 

Neighboring Panama’s president 
was impeached by the Republic’s 
National Assembly in May for re- 
verting to the 1941 constitution 
giving him dictatorial powers and 
ignoring the one adopted in 1946. 
The vice president took over the 
! office. 

Uruguay’s Chamber of Deputies 
amended the Republic’s constitution 
to provide for a striking change in 
form of government, approved De- 
cember 16 by a majority of voters. 
On March 1, 1952, the office of 
president will be abolished and a 
nine-man council patterned on 
Swiss lines will take over the ad- 
ministration. The president is ex- 
pected to become federal council 
chairman. 

Argentina returned Juan Peron 
to the presidency by two-thirds of 
the vote in a November national j 
election. Army dissension and j 
drought, the latter sharply reduc- 1 
ing exports, posed pressing prob- i 
lems for the leader. 

Islands Change Hands 

Far-off islands made news. The 
Cocos, or Keeling, Islands in the 
Indian Ocean are soon to pass ad- 
ministratively within the British 
Commonwealth from Malaya to 
Australia, in order to expedite their 
use as a way point on a projected 
air route between Australia and 
South Africa. Most of the 1,700 
Mtilay inhabitants of Cocos-Keel- : 
ing seek to migrate to greener 
fields in North Borneo, where a 
colony of the islanders has been , 
started. 

Uninhabited Nassau Island is a 
tiny northwestern outpost of New 
Zealand’s Cook Islands in the 
southwestern Pacific. Finding them- 
selves overcrowded among COO 
neighbors, some 100 inhabitants of 
Pukapukfe, in the Danger Islands 
50 miles north of Nassau, arranged 
in 1951 to pay New Zealand $5 000 
for the right to settle on Nassau. 
The migrants took with them food 
and food-plants to develop support- 
ing crops on their new i.-.iand home.

United States airmen and troops 
moving into th<* Bordeaux region »*f 
France with expanded arms aid 
find themselves in an area familiar 
to many of their fathers. 

Bordeaux was one of the great 
ports of entry and renters of the 
AEF in War Id War I. It was of 
lesser importance in World War II 
herau.se of effective harbor-block- 
ing by diehard German defenders, 
with comparatively late liberation, 
in August, 1944. 

The city, fourth in size and third 
most important port in France, lies 
in the Aquitaine basin, about 60 
river miles from the Atlantic on 
the Garonne River The Garonne 
joins the Dordogne 12 miles down- 
stream from Bordeaux to form the 
Gironde. 

Noted Local Specialties 
The Bordeaux area is one of the 
great wine regions in the world’s 
largest wine producing nation. The 
Aquitaine basin is also the home of 
two delicacies known to gourmets 
the world over. Perigueux, 60 miles 
northeast of Bordeaux is famous 
for its truffles and “foie gras.” 
Truffles are fungi that grow on 
oak roots underground. They are 
used much as mushrooms are in 
cooking meats. Foie gras is the 
liver of fattened, force-fed geese, 
and is most often processed nnd 
sold as paste — “pate de foie gras." 

Troops from the seaboard states 
will find the oysters of the Gironde 
estuary and the coastal towns of 
Marennes and Arcachon good — 
perhaps equal to any of their home 
varieties. 

American Memorials 
At Pointe de Grave at the mouth 
of the Gironde Americans will find 
a memorial to' the first U. S. troops 
to land in France in 1917. An- 
other monument commemorates 
the departure of Lafayette to 
North America in 1777. 

Less than 120 miles southwest of 
Bordeaux are the famous resort 
towns of the Basque coast, Biarritz 
and St. Jean de Luz. Here visitors 
will find wide, sandy beaches and 
excellent hotels and restaurants. 
English is widely spoken, and the 
coast may make Californians home- 
sick because it resembles in many 
ways the Monterey Peninsula. 

French Piney Woods 
Men from the southeastern 
states will he at home in Les 
Landes, a wide sandy belt of pine 
forest that lies along the coast 
from the Gironde estuary almost 
to Biarritz. The Landes resemble 
the piney woods of the southern 
United States even to the extent 
that all large standing trees are 
tapped for turpentine. There the 
typical stone French farmhouse is 
often replaced by a rough board 
cabin. 

One hundred and fifty years ago 
the Landes were a desolate region 
of shifting sand dunes, swamps and 
shallow lakes. Atlantic winds 
pushed the dunes farther and far- 
ther east, sometimes forcing whole 
villages to move. 

To counteract this, grass and 
pines were planted, much as grass 
and timber windbreaks are placed 
in the U. S. to prevent wind erosion 
of the dust bowl.

With Maine’s annual potato crop 
harvested, Micmac Indians who 
joined the state's army «*f potato 
pickers have returned to their 
regular haunts in Nova Scotia in 
time to guide late autumn hunting 
parties through the province’s lake 
and forest wilderness. 

The Micmacs are the earliest 
inhabitants of Nova Scotia, includ- 
ing ( ape Breton Island, the north- 
ern part of New Brunswick and 
Prince Edward Island, says the 
National Geographic Society. 

Their language is perpetuated 
today in such place names as Why* 
cocomagh or “Head-of-the-Water” 
— a picturesque village on Cape 
Breton Island, Shuhenaeadie or 
‘Place - where - wild - potatoes - 
grow” in central Nova Scotia, and 
Tatamagouche or “Mecting-of-the- 
waters” on the south shore of 
Northumberland Strait. 

While the Micmacs spend much 
of their time guiding sportsmen’s 
canoes through the trout-filled 
chains of lakes, or pointing out 
doer, bear or moose half hidden by 
forest background, many also are 
expert bricklayers or carpenters 
trained in government Indian 
schools. 

Once a year the women and girls 
leave the reservations and, travel- 
ing free on the railways, visit 
homes in towns and cities to sell 
their bright colored baskets. 

Portable Showcase 

Each carries on her shoulder a 
load of baskets tied in an immense 
brown tarpaulin. When a door is 
opened she drops the bundle, slips 
the huge knot and there before the 
customer her complete stock is dis- 
played. She can weave a handy 
shopping size basket in about two 
: hours. 

Although the theory of the Mic- 
macs’ Algonquian ancestry has 
i been quite generally accepted, evi- 
dence pointing to possible Eskimo 
extraction stirs the interest of 
anthropologists and historians. 

The Micmacs were encountered 
by the earliest explorers of the 
northeast coast of America, among 
them Sebastian Cabot in 1497, and 
Sieur de Monts, Champlain, and 
Lescarhot in 1605. 

Chief Membertou was always an 
honor guest at the feasts of the 
Order of the Good Time organized 
by Champlain to cheer his com- 
rades during the long winter of 
1606-07. 

The festivities were held at the 
Port Royal Habitation, the oldest 
permanent settlement north of the 
Gulf of Mexico. Membertou and his 
braves supplied plenty of moose, 
caribou, beaver, otter, bear, porcu- 
pine, rabbit, duck, ruffed grouse, 
trout and cod for the epicurean 
order. 

Known as the first social club in 
America, the Order of the Good 
Time is still active at Annapolis 
Royal, founded as Port Royal. 

Portable Housing 

The nomadic Micmacs favored 
portable wigwams of birch hark 
that could he folded and packed in 
canoes. When *he snow was deep 
they hunted on snowshoes. Their 
dogs were trained to track down 
big game and to catch beaver un- 
der the ice. 

Moose robes were dyed their 
favorite flame color from a plant 
they called bedstraw. Thread was 
made from moose tendon, beaten 
until it separated into fine strands. 

While early French settlers 
found the Micmacs to he good 
neighbors, the tribe was fierce and 
warlike toward the British for 
more than two centuries. Today 
the Micmacs are friendly and law- 
abiding. They number about 3,400, 
approximately the same as their 
estimated population in the early 
1600’s. During the long Nova 
Scotia winters they live on 40 small 
reservations.

Newfoundland has become Ca- 
nada’s tenth Province. Iceland is 
a Republic, no longer tied to Den- 
mark. Ireland has given up 
British Dominion status, which 
Ceylon has taken on. Poland has 
moved some 50 miles to the west, 
the map shows de facto situations 
not internationally approved, such 
as Russa’s seizure of Latvia, Es- 
tonia, and Lithuania. It shows 
Prince Charles and Air Force Is- 
lands in Foxe Basi north of Hud- 
son Bay, recently charted and ap- 
propriately christened by Canada. 

Ancient Greeks, Alexandrians, 
and Romans centered their maps on 
the Mediterranean, where, accord- 
ing to Socrates, they lived “like 
ants or frogs around a marsh.” 
Early Christian mapmakers made 
Jerusalem the center of their 


Atlantic Ocean off the east coast j 
of Florida. 

Escaping the overfilled basin, 
water rushes through the Straits 
of Florida between Key West and 
Cuba. It spills out at 14 cubic 
miles an hour, 1,000 times the aver- 
age flow of the Mississippi River 
at its mouth. At this point the 
current measures about 15 miles 
across, from a quarter to a half 
mile deep. 

Off St. Augustine, Florida, the 
Antilles Current sweeps in along 
the Bahamas. Great volumes of 
water well up from beneath the 
rim of the weed-matted Sargasso 
Sea. The Gulf Stream grows 
wider and deeper. 

Over the "tail” of the Grand 
Banks, the Gulf Stream meets the 
Arctic in the cold, gray-green 
waters of the Labrador Current. 
Lying across this “cold wall,” in 
1022, the Coast Guard cutter 
“Tampa” lowered thermometers

The North 
Polar inset shows, for example, 
how short is the route between 
Russia and the United States by 
the Arctic back door. 

By looking at a clock and the 
World Map inset showing time 
zones, one can tell in a moment 
what time it is anywhere in the 
world. 

Another inset lists the 60 United 
Nations, shows the Atlantic Pact 
countries, and the territories in the 
Soviet grip. On it can be traced the 
“Iron Curtain,” Communism’s 
2,200-mile-long barrier against free 
information, travel, and escape. 

The new World Map, distributed 
with the December National Geo- 
graphic Magazine, serves as illus- 
tration for the issue’s lead story, 
“Around the World in Eighty 
Days.” This Jules Verne title is 
borrowed, with credit, for Newman 
Bumstead’s account of how tne 
world looks to a cartographer 
traveling 31,000 miles on scheduled 
flights of established air lines with 
brief visits to 24 lands.

FIRE DEPARTMENT FIGURES 

From the report of Fire Chief 
James E. Callahan for the year, 
1951, the Star notes that the 366 
runs made by his department dur- 
tlig the year totaled 105 less than 
1950. 

The local department answered 
four false alarms, 78 box alarms 
and 269 still alarms, many of these 
for grass and brush fires and for 
oil burner trouble. 

Fifteen times during 1951 the 
Winchester Department answered 
alarms out-of-town on the mutual 
aid system. In Winchester the de- 
partment covered 1,200 miles and 
pumped 36 L* hours. 

Besides putting out fires, the 
Winchester Fire Department is 
responsible for the inspection of 
oil burner installations, and during 
1951 made 326 such inspections. 
The total gallonage of light fuel 
oil stored in Winchester is 1,180,- 
000 . 

Sixty blasting permits were is- 
sued during the year and some 25 
complaints of various kinds inves- 
tigated.

EARTH YIELDED SECRETS 
TO EXPLORERS IN 1951 

From sunbaked ruins in far-off 
deserts, from a giant crater in 
Canada’s barren subarctic, from 
tlu* deepest spot in the oceans, and 
from the edge of the visible uni- 
verse, explorers wrested n e w 
knowledge in 1951. 

Hundreds of scientific expedi- 
tions journeyed to known and un- 
known corners of the earth during ! 
the past year, tlu* National Geo- 
graphic Society says. The record 
of their discoveries makes 1951 an ■ 
imposing year in scientific achieve- 
ment. 

At Ghar-i-Kamarband in north- 
eastern Iran, in tlu* so-called “Belt i 
Cave” overlooking the Caspian : 
Sea, the bones of three Stone* Age i 
people were unearthed where, per- 
haps 75,000 years ago, the roof 
fell in on them. They may be the 
earliest human beings yet discover 
ed. The same excavations, hut at 
higher levels, rolled back tlu* re- 
corded beginning of agriculture 
by some 1,300 years, to about 6,050 
B. < . 

World’s Oldest Town 

Diggings in Iraq uncovered a 
7, 000-year-old townsite, tlu* oldest 
settled village ever found. Its age 
was established by radio-active 
carbon measurement, a technique 
which is revolutionizing archeol- 
ogy. Subsequent discoveries not 
far from this town, which is known 
as Jarmo, indicating another set- 
tlement which may lie even older. 

Crossing the corner of Arabia’s 
burning Rub A1 Khali, tlu* “Empty 
Quarter,’’ explorers o ftlu* Ameri- 
can Foundation for tlu* Study of 
Man reached what is believed to 
have been tlu* Queen of Sheba’s an- 
cient capital. At March in Yemen, 
one of tlu* world’s least known 
countries, they found a ruined city 
of alabaster temples and palaces 
protruding through the desoil 
sand. 

A geological team sponsored by 
tlu* National Geographic Society 
and the Royal Ontario Museum of 
Toronto brought back proof that 
tlu* giant Chubb Crater <>n the Un- 
gava Peninsula of ■northern Quebec 
was gouged out by a meteor smash- 
ing into the earth. The sear thus 
ranks as the largest of its kind 
known on tlu* face of the globe. 

Sky Survey 

Across tlu* continent, atop Cali- 
fornia’s Palomar Mountain, astro- 
nomers have photographed and re- 
corded one-third of the visible 
heavens out to a distance of 350 
million light years. A thousand 
new clusters of nebulae have been 
discovered so far in a comprehen- 
sive sky survey being carried on 
by the National Geographic So- 
ciety and the California Institute 
of Technology. 

The geography of the Universe 
was being mapped also in an ob- 
servatory near Bloemfontein, 
South Africa, where a Harvard 
University expedition is studying 
the Milky Way, home of the earth’s 
own solar system. 

A Nobel Prize winner headed a 
four-man team wintering high up 
on Switzerland’s 13,600-foot Jung- 
fraujoch to study cosmic rays. 
Evidence that both sun and stars 
are the source of this energy from 
outer space came from analysis of 
instrument data recorded at 100,- 
000-foot altitude with tlu* aid of 
“balloon trains” by the National 
Geographic Society and the Bartol 
Research Foundation of Philadel- 
phia’s Franklin Institute at Fort 
Churchill on the shores of Hud- 
son Bay. 

Flamingos and Seamounts 

Ornithologists and oceanograph- 
ers alike had a bountiful year. The 
existence of a colony of 7,500 
flamingos living on the island of 
Great lnagua in the Bahamas was 
reported, disclosing what may be 
the largest remaining concentra- 
tion of the pink-tinged birds. 

On three of Bermuda’s outlying 
uninhabited islets came a dramatic 
discovery of living cahows, rare 
oceanic birds believed to have been 
extinct for 300 years. 

The Gulf Stream, it was learned, 
is not a single massive current but 
several flowing side by side. Scien- 
tists determined that, geologically, 
tlu* North American continent ex- 
tends far out under the Atlantic. 
Undersea mounains 11,000 feet 
high were discovered in the Arctic 
Ocean between the Orkney Islands 
and Spitsbergen and also in tlu* 
Pacific 700 miles northeast of 
Hawaii. The National Geographic 
Society and University of Miami, 
studying the Gulf Stream and drift- 
ing ocean “meadows” of micros- 
copic plankton, discovered that 
baby Florida lobsters may travel 
hundreds of miles before settling 
down. 

In samples taken from 34,440- 
foot Cape Johnson Deep off the 
Philippines, the world’s deepest 
known ocean hole, a Danish round- 
the-world expedition found life ex- 
isting six miles beneath the surface 
of the sea. 

Climbs — Up and Down 

A team of French speleologists 
broke all world records for vertical 
descents underground, climbing 
1,520 feet down into a newly dis- 
covered cave in the Pyrenees Moun- 
tains near the Spanish border. At 
the bottom they found a huge hall 
which they described as large 
enough to hold two cathedrals the 
size of Notre Dame in Paris. 

Climbing in the other direction, 
a British team pushed high into 
the Himalayas to scout the western 
approches to 29,002-foot Mount 
Everest. Five University of Alas- 
ka students scaled 13,200-foot 
Mount Hess in the Alaska Range 
for the first time. On North Amer- 
ica’.- highest peak, Mount. McKin- 
ley. a party .sponsored by the Bos- 
ton Museum of Science, University 


of Denver and University of Alas- 
ka used organized radio and air 
support in exploring and climbing 
for the first time the 20,257-foot 
mountain’s western face. 

In remote wildernesses of the 
Peruvian Andes, two explorers 
sought to pinpoint the true source 
of the Amazon River. A 5,000- 
square-mile desert of frozen sand 
was discovered on the Arctic 
Ocean coast of Alaska. In the 
North Sea, a German clergyman 
renewed the centuries-old search 
for the legendary sunken empire, 
Atlantis. 

Skeletons of an unidentified race 
of men were unearthed in the Co- 
lombian Andes near Bogota. A 
Navy sponsored expedition went to 
Alaska to hunt for the bones of 
North America’s first inhabitants, 
hoping to learn whether they 
migrated from Russia. 

Egypt’s discovery of the Avenue 
of the Sphinxes, near Luxor on the 
east bank of the Nile, gave archeol- 
ogists renewed hope of finding 
Cleopatra’s tomb. In southeastern 
Turkey, in the region of the an- 
cient city of Harran, diggers push- 
ed their shovels into a mound 165 
feet high, searching for the famed 
Temple of Sin. “Sin” was the 
name of tlu* moon-god of the people 
who succeeded tlu* Assyrians. 

The largest ancient palace yet 
uncovered in Palestine, dating from 
the time of Christ, was discovered 
at Jericho. In the Agora, market 
place of ancient Athens, unearthing 
of a small bronze jar more than 
3,000 years old raised the possibil- 
ity that Athens was a flourishing 
and powerful city, 1.000 years be- 
fore the golden age of Pericles. 

The American Museum of Nat- 
ural History reported the discovery 
of a lost city in the Seistan Basin 
on the I ran- Afghanistan border, a 
30-square-mile settlement seeming- 
ly unoccupied for 5000 years. Pot- 
tery found near by in Baluchistan 
bore markings which, if found to 
he some form of early alphabet, 
would represent the earliest in- 
telligible signs ever found on the 
Indian subcontinent. 

Fossil hunters dug up near Man- 
chester, Ohio, the remains of giant 
“sea scorpions,” some of them six 
feet long, locked in volcanic ash in 
the hod of the ancient salt sea 
which once covered Ohio. A pair 
of fossilized dinosaur eggs were 
discovered in southwest Tangany- 
ika first such ever found in Africa. 
Smithsonian Institution paleontol- 
ogists reaped a rich fossil harvest 
in Glass Mountains of west Texas. 
Mastodon bones were dug up in 
Iowa. Montana and Ohio. 

All across the country, scholars 
hurried to unearth as many arti- 
facts of early American Indian 
civilizations as possible from val- 
leys soon to be covered by reser- 
voirs behind new U. S. dams. 

In western Panama, a National 
Geographic Society - Smithsonian 
Institution expedition found pot- 
tery and stone implements that link 
together the ancient Indian cul- 
tures of the Atlantic and Pacific 
slopes of the Isthmus. 

British and Scandinavian polar 
scientists worked from bases on 
the continent of Antarctica, taking 
seismic measurements of the great 
South Polar icecap and making 
regular weather reports available 
to the world’s pelagic whaling 
fleets. In February, three members 
of one expedition were lost when 
their snow tractor plunged into the 
sea from the edge of the ice barrier. 

France, Argentina and Chile, de- 
termined to back up their claims 
to pie-shaped slices of Antarctica, 
sent out expeditions to establish 
scientific stations south of the polar 
circle. Forty Frenchmen spent the 
year studying the commercial and 
strategic potentialities of the bleak 
Kerguelen Islands, so-called “Isles 
of Desolation” in the south Indian 
Ocean. 

French scientists maintaining a 
year-round weather station on the 
Greenland icecap also reported 
evidence that Greenland, long re- 
garded as the world’s largest is- 
land, actually consists of three 
islands, divided by two deep sounds 
running under the ice from coast 
to coast.

John A. Volpe, of Winchester, widely known in I talo- American 
fraternal and philanthropic organizations and active in many local 
community affairs, had an audience with Pope Pius during his recent 
four-week business trip to Italy. He ri shown (second right) with

RETURNS FROM TRIP TO ITALY 

Recently returned from a foui 
week business trip to Italy, John 
A. Volpe, Winchester resident and 
head of the Volpe Construction 
Company of Malden, revealed in 
an interview this week that he has 
establishd a branch of his firm in 
Rome. The company, which will 
play a vital role in the tremendous 
reconstruction program in which 
Italy is engaged, will be known 
as “Impresa Costruzione Giovanni 
Volpe.” 

Expressing his belief that Italy 
is forging ahead rapidly on the 
road to economic recovery, the 
Winchester industrialist reported, 
"Italy is entering 1952 with a more 
fuvorable economic picture than at 
any time since the outbreak of hos- 
tilities in World War II. Conditions 
in general are much brighter, for 
the purchasing power of the aver- 
age worker’s wage has increased 
steadily since the advent of aid to 
Italian industry through the EC A.” 

"I am convinced,” stated Mr. 
Volpe, "that American engineering 
skills and advanced technology . . . 
our production techniques and our 
organizational know-how . . . can 
play an important part in helping 
Italy to economic self-sufficiency.” 

Asked for his observations con- 
cerning any inroads which Com- 
munism may have made in Italy, 
Mr. Volpe declared, "The Italian 
people have shown by their ac- 
tions since the end of the war that 
they are aligned with the West 
ideologically. Though it is beset 
by difficulties on all sides, the Ital- 
ian government is doing all it can 
to reduce the inequities which exist 
between the masses and the very 
rich. Religion and faith have kept 
and will continue to keep the Ital- 
ians from turning to totalitarian- 
ism.” 

He cited the recent tax revision 
bill which the Italian Parliament 
passed by one of the few unani- 
mous votes on record. The bill, 
which introduces a system of tax 
collection patterned after that of 
the U. .S, is designed to give much 
relief to the poor by having those 
in the higher income brackets 
shoulder the major burden of the 
cost of government. 

"However,” Mr. Volpe contin- 
ued, "there are still too many peo- 
ple who lack the essentials which 
we take for granted. Nourishing 
food, warm clothing and adequate 
housing are still the basic problems 


which face the vast majority of 
Italians. Despite its steady rise, 
the wage scale is still unsatisfac- 
tory. Slum areas, increased by the 
devastation wrought during the 
war, make living conditions in 
many parts of the country intoler- 
able by American standards.” 

"The answer lies in accelerated 
production. That is where our 
American know-how comes in. The 
Italian government is eager to 
bring about social reforms and is 
anxious to utilize American skills 
and modem methods to speed up 
the economic expansion program 
and bring a higher standard of liv- 
ing to its citizens.” 

While in Rome, Mr. Volpe visited 
the Vatican, where he was granted 
an audience with Pope Pius XII. 
"It was a thrilling experience,” he 
said, "to meet the Holy Father. I 
am happy to report that he ap- 
peared to be more fit than when I 
saw him last year during my trip 
on the Pilgrimage to Rome.” 

The Winchester community lead- 
er, w ho has a wide interest in social 
welfare, visited several hospitals, 
orphanages and other health and 
welfare agencies in the company of 
Italian Premier Alcide DeGasperi. 

He had nothing but high praise 
for the work he witnessed in insti- 
tutions operated by the Sons of Di- 
vine Providence, and was particu- 
larly impressed by what he saw at 
Boys Republic Santa Marinella, the 
Italian counterpart of Father Fla- 
nagan’s Boys Town. 

"The Boys Republic,” he stated, 
"does a tremendous humanitarian 
job, not only in salvaging young- 
sters, but in providing them with 
useful training and skills which 
will help them become able and 
productive citizens.” 

Mr. Volpe predicts that the fu- 
ture of Italy holds great promise. 
"The country* is concentrating all 
of its efforts on solving its internal 
economic problems, effecting 
friendly relations with its Euro- 
pean neighbors and establishing 
itself as a stronghold of democ- 
racy.” he said. 

"Italy, I was told by Dr. DeGas- 
peri, is most anxious to join with 
France and West Germany in any 
agreements which will eliminate 
the threat of war in Europe; for 
only when peaceful solutions to its 
international problems have been 
reached, can Italy emerge as an 
economically sound and prosperous 
country, an integral part of a fede- 
ration of peace-loving European 
nations,” Mr. Volpe concluded.

BLOOD TYPING PROGRAM 

On Saturday ami Sunday, Janu- 
ary 26 and 27, we will have the 
services of a group of doctors and 
trained technicians from the Medi- 
cal and Health Division of the 
State Civil Defense Agency for 
the purpose of blood typing resi- 
dents of Winchester. 

This is not a blood donor pro- 
j gram. Only a tiny drop of blood 
1 quickly and easily taken is re- 
quired for determining your blood 
j type. The primary purpose of blood 
typing is for your own and your 
j family’s protection. In case of in- 
jury from enemy action or any 
cause whatsoever, knowledge of! 
your blood type will save precious 
| minutes that could spell the differ- 
ence between life and death, or 
avoid serious complications. 

Blood typing will be done at 
the Town Hall, Saturday and Sun- 
day, January 26th and 27th, be- 
tween the hours of 9:30 a. m. and 
4:30 p. m. on each day. Because 
of facilities limitations, only per- 
sons age 21 and over can be ac- 
cepted. All persons eligible and 
who have not had their blood typed 
in the last four years by a repu- 
table and competent hospital or 
laboratory, should take advantage 
of this opportunity by visiting the 
Town Hall on the days specified. 

People who have been typed pri- 
or to 1947 may take advantage of 
recent scientific advances in blood 
typing by having their type re- 
peated according to newer methods 
of blood-typing.

AUTHOR-EDUCATOR 
TO SPEAK HERE 

Great interest is being shown in 
the forthcoming lecture by Dr. 
Harold Benjamin at the high school 
auditorium on Wednesday evening, 
January 1(5. Dr. Benjamin’s ad- 
dress, "Public Schools Serve Demo- 
cracy,” is being presented by the 
Winchester Teachers’ Club and the 
School Committee as a contribution 
to the understanding of educational 
problems. The meeting is open to 
the public without charge, and 
everyone interested is cordially in- 
vited to attend. Prior to the lec- 
ture the high school band will pre- 
sent a short concert beginning at 
7:45 p. m. 

Early in his career Dr. Benjamin 
was a high school teacher and a 
superintendent of schools in Ore- 
gon, but most of his professional 
life has been spent as a professor 
of education at the universities of 
Oregon, Stanford, Minnesota, Colo- 
rado, and Maryland. At present 
he is chairman of the Division of 
Social Foundations of Education at 
the George Peabody College for 
Teachers, Nashville, Tennessee. 

Dr. Benjamin has served on 
various national and international 
commissions, the most important 
of which in recent years have been 
the Defense Commission of the Na- 
tional Education Association, 1947- 
50; the Army Field Forces Board 
on the Education of Regular Offic- ] 
ers, 1948-49; the UNESCO Mis- 
sion of Afghanistan, 1949; and the 
U. S. Army Educational Missions 
to Japan, 1946 and 1950. 

Though he has written many 
books and monographs, Dr. Ben- 
jamin is perhaps best known as 
the author of ‘‘The Saber-Tooth 
Curriculum.” He is also consult- 
ing editor on education for the 
McGraw-Hill Book Co. 

At present a lieutenant-colonel , 
in the Air-Corps Reserve, Dr. Ben- 
jamin served in the field with the , 
United States Army in the Mexican 
Campaign of 1916; in France and 
Germany, 1917 to 1919; in the 
Western Aleutians, 1942 to 1944; 
and in the Philippines, 1945. 

As a public speaker Dr. Ben- 
jamin is noted for his humor, sin- 
cerity, and forthrightness. His 
appointment to deliver the famed 
Inglis Lecture at Harvard Univer- 
sity in 1949 is proof of his distinc- 
tion in this field. 

The sponsors hope that a large 
throng of Winchester folk will join 
them in welcoming Dr. Benjamin 
and in enjoying his message.

The year, 1951, was a pood one 
for sports in Winchester, especially 
for high school teams, two of which, 
football and cross c» mtry, were 
undefeated. 

Football is still fresh in every- 
one’s mind. The Indians from the 
heights above the Aberjona swoop- 
ed down to scalp all opposition, 
finishing their season with ten 
straight victories and a tie with 
twice defeated Gloucester for the 
Eastern Massachusetts Class B 
Championship. 

This year’s team was the second 
undefeated, untied team produced 


by the veteran coach, Henry Knowl- 
ton, his 1942 club, captained by the 
great Bill West, having been 
neither tied nor defeated. Knowl- 
ton’s 1946 team, captained by John 
West, was also unbeaten, but was 
tied by Belmont.

and captained by “Charlie” Mur- 
phy. The Indian harriers were un- 
beaten in dual meet competition, 
winning seven straight meets and 
the championship of the Pilgrim 
Division of the Middlesex cross 
country league. Winchester rank- 
ed third among the 14 teams that 
comprise the Pilgrim and Pioneer 
Divisions of this league. 

Winchester got away to a good 
sports start in 1951 when the high 
school basketball team, ably coach- 
ed by Edward A. Bartlett of the 
high school faculty, tied for the 
championship of the Middlesex 
League with Lexington, and then 
went on to defeat Lexington in a 
virtual playoff during the Small 
Schools tournament at Malden. A 
defeat at the hands of Stoneham in 
a game protested by Coach Bartlett 
on the basis of league rules pre- 
sented Winchester from winning 
1 the league crown outright. 

The Indians won the Small 
! Schools tourney, and a place in the 
Tech Tourney in the Boston Gar- 
j den, Winchester’s first appearance 
in this tourney in several years. A 
| veteran Milton team eliminated 
| Winchester in the first round of 
I the Class B competition, but the 
i Indians all but caught the visit- 
| ors at the end of the game, after 
! practically giving away the con- 
, test in the first half, due to lack 
; of experience and the tightness 
; that such lack of experience usually 
] breeds. 

Winchester’s overall basketball 
record, including the Garden game, 
was 22 won and three lost, a great 
showing, particularly for a junior 
team that really found itself during 
the ’51 season. 

While not equalling the record 
the boys hung up, the Winchester 
High School girls’ hoop team won 
a majority of their games and 
made good showing under the tu- 
telage of Coach Helen Jay Carroll. 

With the basketball season out 
of the way, Coach Bartlett turned 
his attention to baseball, and here 
again, though his team won no 
championship, it did finish the sea- 
son with 14 games won and four 
lost, placing second to Melrose in 
the Middlesex League standing and 
splitting its two games with Wo- 
burn. 

The high school track team, 
coached by Henry Knowlton, had a 
good season, winning seven out of 
ten dual meets and placing fifth in 
its class at the State meet. 

Came the fall and football, la- 
ready mentioned along with cross 
country. Down on Ginn Field the 
high school girls Field Hockey 


team was practicing and playing 
under Coach Carroll, finishing 
again on the long side of the ledger 
with a record of three wins, two 
losses and a tie. 

Outside school athletics Winches- 
ter figured in the sports news with 
big T. Richard Bane of Tufts break- 
ing the world record in the 35 
pound weight throw and also 
breaking the Tufts record in this 
and the 1(5 pound hammer event. 

Down at Marblehead Rod Long, 
red-headed Winchester High School 
junior, won all sorts of honors in 
the snipe competition during 
famous “Race Week”, his prowess 
and that of other local skippers re- 
flecting great credit on their home 
club, the Winchester Boat Club. 

All “Rod” did was win six out 
of seven races, including the East- 
ern and Corinthian Cups and the 
New England Snipe Championship. 
His crew, Bobby Stengle, an Arl- 
ington boy, beat “Rod” in Junior 
competition for the Pleon Trophy, 
“Rod’s” only defeat, and another 
Winchester Boat Club boy, Pete 
Redding, won the Boston Yacht 
Club race to give Winchester a 
clean sweep. 

Over on the hill above Mystic 
Lake the Winchester Country Club 
had among its membership the 
Massachusetts A m a t e u r Golf 
Champion in the person of big Ed

ranks. 

At Harvard a former Winchester 
boy, Pete Dillingham, turned in a 
brilliant diving record with the 
Crimson swimming team, being one 
of the top divers in intercollegiate 
ranks. A promising football play- 
er as a freshman at Cambridge, 
Pete gave up football for diving 
as a sophomore at the request of 
the Harvard swimming coach. 

The Winchester Warriors had to 
suspend operations last summer 
due to the scarcity of players be- 
cause of the war. Of chief interest

Editor of the Star: 

The following extracts from a 
letter received by Mrs. James 
Violante, 7 Risley road from the 
Commanding Officer of the late 
"Billy” Violante, will not only he 
of interest to "Billy’s” many 
friends, but are also well-deserved 
tributes to a proud Winchester Ma- 
rine: — 

"Your son was one of my finest 
Marines which makes it even more 
difficult for me to speak of him, es- 
pecially to you, his bereaved 
mother. 

"Your son was killed, at night, 
during an enemy probing attack, 
by a hand grenade. It was a parti- 
cularly foggy night which permit- 
ted the enemy to approach our lines 
much closer than would have been 
ordinarily possible. He died in- 
stantly — there was no suffering i 
or pain. His friends, who reached 
his side almost immediately, con- 
firm this report. 

"It is diffi( ult, I know, for you 
who loved him so well to read these I 
words, but it is equally hard for ! 
me because 1 knew him as a man. 
a true Marine respected by every 
one of us. We miss him too. He 
was devoted to his duty, an ex- 
ample for ull to follow — a man 
whose place can never he filled. I J 
hope that this note will soothe your 
troubled mind although I realize 
it is far from adequate enough to 
alleviate your sorrow. I trust, in 
all humility, that I have been of 
some assistance.”

Lieutenant Herbert D. Crowley. 
USNR, "f 35 Albnmont roa8, re- 
cently received transfer orders to 
the Naval Air Station. San Diego, 
California, lie has been stationed 
at the U. S. Naval Air Station, 
Squnntum. since September 1946. 

Lieutenant Crowley, a graduate 
of Sherbourn High School, Sher- 
bourn, Massachusetts, entered the 
Navy ns an Aviation Cadet in July 
1942. He attended the Navy Pre- 
flight School at i ha pel Hill, N. C., 
and took Primary Training at the 
Naval Air Station, Memphis, Tenn. 
He was ordered to the Naval Air 
Training Center at Pensacola, Fla., 
for Rnsic Training. He Inter quali- 
fied for carrier operation aboard 
the USS Wolverine on Lake Michi- 
gan.

Many Star renders do not re- 
call events which you publish; viz., i 
“Fifty Years Ago.” Even the 
Editor was still wearing short 
pants then! 

There are n few of us left who 
can recall events in Winchester 
“Seventy-five years Ago”, when the 
townspeople walked to the depot 
for the most part, and took either 
the 7:40 or the 8:01 train to Bos- 
ton; or maybe one of the other 50 
or so trains which we had, both in 
and out of the Lowell Depot. 
“Hughey” McCraven did get a liv- 
ing with his one-horse “depot car- 
riage” for those whose legs were 
not too good! 

Running water had been connect- 
ed with many houses, but many 
people went to the well. The Com- 
mon had been curbed but there 
were no trees on the area. Base- 
ball was the only game and that 
was played on the Common, with 
the pitcher’s box where the big rod 
oak now stands and right field 
about in front of McCormack’s 
Apothecary. 

The big elm and its adjacent 
watering-trough were still there, 
between the railroad tracks and the 
present site of Hevey’s Pharmacy. 
They were eliminated in 1398, hut 
in those days they provided shade 
in the center and water for horses, 
including that very fine six-horse- 
string team that came each year 
with its load of mahogany logs for 
Cutter’s Mill. 

One could cross the center at 
this spot in those days without tak- 
ing his life in his hand, could even 
have an argument in the center of 
the square and not get run down. 
Nor would Police Chief “Winny” 
Richardson bawl you out for so 
doing! 

Town meetings were held in Ly- 
ceum Hall and they were real 
events! No holds barred; no limit- 
ed debates as of today! 

The telephone had not been put 
to practical use although Dr. Bell 
was working on it. Edison had not 
invented the electric lamp and Win- 
chester’s streets had a few gas 
street-lamps. 

Railway trains were still being 
braked by hand as air-brakes 
( Westinghouse) had not been in- 
vented. Horse-cars took one 
around in Boston and you shuffled 
your feet around in rye straw to 
keep them warm. The West End 
Street Railway maintained 2.000 
horses to operate these cars. Inci- 
dentally these horses helped fer- 
tilize our West Side farm land, 
farming being of importance in 
that section of the town at that 
time, as well as the Symmes Corner 
area. From Bacon street west to 
Cambridge street there were only 
three houses and the Wyman 
School on Church street, and from 
the center to Bacon street, hut 
twelve houses. 

Regardless of what Franklin 
Roosevelt said, that the “Horse and 
buggy days had gone forever”, one 
could go to the stores without hunt- 
ing a place to hitch his horse, not 
like today with the jams of cars 
and jam of traffic. Kids could get 
pung rides in the winter as the 
streets were smooth with packed 
snow. 

There were two grocery stores 
and one dry goods and milliner’s 
shop at the center, and Mr. Msrs- 
ton’s fish-wagon or pung in front 
of Lyceum Hall. Dr. Brown and 
Josiah Hovey had drug stores and 
: Captain Coffin had a hit of a store 
i where you could buy pickled limes 
i coming from school. Everyone 
went to the Postoffice for his mail 
and the teen-agers hung around to 
make “eyes”, not “dates”.

NEW POWER ON B. & M. 

Three new stainless steel, self- 
propelled RDC Budd rail motor 
cars have been ordered from the 
Budd Manufacturing Company of 
Philadelphia by the Boston and 
Maine Railroad at a total cost of 
approximately 8499,000. It is ex- 
pected that the new cars will he 
delivered in time to go into ser- 
vice with the change of time sched- 
ules April 27. Two of the cars are 
of the RDC-1 type with a seating 
capacity of 89, and a third is an 
RDC-3 combination coach, baggage 
and mail car with a passenger 
seating capacity of 49. 

A spokesman for the road said, 
“The placing of this order is the 
direct result of a study extending 
over the last year and a half by a 
committee of railroad officials to 


determine the applicability of these 
self-propelled cars to the Boston 
and Maine passenger service. 

“The intention of the road is to 
have one car in service between 
Boston and White River Junction, 
Vermont, via Nashua, Manchester, 
and Concord. New Hampshire; one 
car on the Fitchburg Division be- 
tween Boston and Troy, New York; 
and one car on the Springfield, 
Mass.- White River Junction, Ver- 
mont, run. The exact schedules on 
which the cars will operate have 
not been determined definitely as 
yet, hut the new runs will be set up 
for the spring timetable going into 
effect April 27.” 

In conjunction with the purchase 
of the three ears, the road an- 
nounced that studies are being con- 
tinued to determine other parts of 
the line where this type of equip- 
ment can bo used advantageously. 
The use of additional Budd ears, 
however, will require considerable 
revision in present passenger 
schedules and these will have to 
bo cleared with the State Regula- 


tory Commissions of Massachu- 
setts, New Hampshire and New 
York, the railroad spokesman 
stated. 

The Budd cars, which are of 
stainless steel construction and are 
j completely air-conditioned for both 
summer and winter temperatures, 
I are powered by two 275 II. IV die- 
sel engines.

JIM" HAGGERTY 


In the passing of James D. Hag 
gerty on January 11, The Woburn 
Daily Times lost a capable chief 
executive and the Winchester Star, 
a good friend. "Jim” or "J. D.” 
as he was familiarly known, rose 
from a humble printer’s devil in 
a now forgotten Woburn shop to 
head his own printing and pub- 
lishing business, and to a position 
of prominence in his native Wo- 
burn. Better still, he won for him- 
self the esteem of his business and 
civic associates for his never-fail- 
ing efforts to make Woburn a bet- 
ter city in which to work and live. 
It was characteristic of "Jim” Hag- 
gerty, the man, that from the 
founding of the "Times” in 1901 
until his death, he rigidly insisted 
that its columns be kept free from 
the sensational and lurid, that its 
message be one that all the people 
of Woburn could welcome into 
their homes. On that premise his 
paper has grown and prospered, 
but the cornerstones of that pros- 
perity have been the industry and 
integrity of the publisher and edi- 
tor. No one among the many who 
have worked for the "Times” 
through the years has worked 
harder or longer hours than the 
big boss, who was early and late 
at the shop as long as he was phy- 
sically able, and after that exer- 
cised an active supervision of the 
business from his home virtually 
until his death. Despite his preoc- 
cupation with business, Mr. Hag- 
gerty found time to work for Wo- 
burn institutions like the Choate 
Hospital, and it is not long ago 
that he wrote a series of historical 
articles in the "Times” about the 
business development in Woburn 
that was both interesting and in- 
formative. Busy as he always was, 
he was never too busy to give a 
lift to a "brother in the bonds,” or 
to cooperate with him in some- 
thing mutually beneficial. The 
Star has often benefitted by his 
friendly help and worked with him 
for the interest of his paper and 
ours. We will miss "Jim” Hag- 
gerty, his rugged honesty, his busi- 
ness ethics, and his friendly co- 
operation. We extend our deep 
sympathy to his sorrowing family 
and our sincere best wishes to 
those who will carry on in his 
place. They have a real mark at 
which to aim— to prove worthy of 
the heritage of "Jim” Haggerty.

A judo exhibition in which the 
performers throw one another 
ruthlessly about the stage will be 
an exciting novelty of the Spring- 
field College Exhibition Team pro- 
gram this year. 

The famed t^nm of college gym- 
nasts will be in Winchester Satur- 
day evening, January 19, and will 
give a two hour entertainment of 
gymnastic dancing, comedy and 
amazing work on the heavy appa- 
ratus. The show will be given in 
the High School Gymnasium under 
the auspices of the Winchester 
High School Varsity Club. 

The judo partners are Frank 
Hartsoe of Bluefield, West Va., and 
Albert Alissi of Springfield, Mass.

After taking the necessary exam- 
inations for engineering licenses 
Mike served as an engineering 
officer aboard ships of the Mer- 
chant Marine as an engineering 
officer in the Atlantic and Pacific 
Theatre of operations. 

Recalled to Navy duty in 1948, 
“Mike” was promoted to lieutenant, 
junior grade, and participated in 
peacetime maneuvers in Alaska, 
Hawaii and South America with 
the Amphibious Force Pacific Fleet. 

He went to Korea aboard the

WINCHESTER WOMEN’S 
REPUBLICAN CLUB 

A strong indictment of the De- 
mocratic Party and a demand for 
a change of administration wen 1 
the theme of three distinguished 
leaders who participated in a panel 
discussion at the Church of the 
Epiphany on Wednesday evening, 
January 9. Appearing at the guest 
night of the Winchester Women’s 
Republican Club were Frederick 
Ayer, Jr., prominent Massachu- 
setts Republican; George Fingold, 
Midd csex County prosecutor; and 
Senator Sumner G. Whittier, As- 
sistant Majority Floor Leader. 

Mrs. Robert Wood Reynolds pie- 
sided at the meeting, and Muriel 
S. Barnes most graciously intro- 
duced the members of the panel 
and their moderator, William Mul- 
lins, well known editorial writer of 
the Boston Herald. 

Discussing the international and 
national situation. Frederick Ayer 
attacked the administration for its 
political greed, stupidity, and asso- 
ciation with fellow travelers. 
“The Administration,” he said, 
“is destroying the economic i 
stability of our country, has 
left our military defenses woe- 
fully weakened, has made the peo- 
ple lose faith in their public ser- 
vants.” Mr. Ayer then presented 
the Republican program to rees- 
tablish our position in the world: 
adequate armament, control of 
prices, a clear foreign policy, a re- 
turn to the states of their rights 
and to the citizen of his rights. “In 
short,” he concluded, “to restore a 
government of morals and decency 
with leaders to be proud of.” 

George Fingold spoke of the pre- 
sent day vicious crime syndicates. 
Asked if there is a tie-up between 
the big democratic bosses and the 
underworld, be stated that there 
is a crime syndicate in every large 
city which is a democratic strong- 
hold. There are many proved in- 
stances of the association of mem- 
bers of these crime syndicates 
with Democrat leaders. “Leaders,” 
he reminded us, “set the pattern 
of our ideals.

marked, “yet how can the nations 
now respect us? The New Deal has 
passed from the Fair Peal to the 
Shady Deal. ‘Cronyism’ is the pat- 
tern of our day. To achieve a free- 
dom that is the American tradi- 
tion, we must have a Republican 
administration at all levels. There 
must be a change," he urged. “The 
work must be done in the cities, in 
the towns, in the precincts. We 
need an American Revolution,” he 
concluded. “Only by getting light- 
ing mad can v. e turn the rascals 
out of office. The miracle is in our 
hands. We are on the road to vic- 
tory.” 

The capacity audience present 
was profoundly impressed with the 
earnestness of the speakers. 
Among the guests were Senator 
Robert P. Campbell. Representa- 
tive Harrison Chadwick, Mr. Ralph

FRANCIS C. WILSON 

Winchester Native Was 
Indians’ Counsel 

Francis Cushman Wilson, lawyer 
and land conservationist in the 
Southwest who had served as spe- 
cial counsel for the Pueblo Indians, 
died January 17 in Santa Fe, New 
Mexico, at the ape of 75. 

Born in Winchester, the son of 
John Thomas and Pleasantine 
Cushman Wilson, he studied at 
Harvard and received a law de- 
cree in 1903 from Columbian (now 
George Washington) Law School. 

He began the practice of law 
in Washington in 1903. Four years 
later, he went to Santa Fe by direc- 
tion of President Theodore Roose- 
velt as an attache of the legal statT 
of the Indian Bureau. 

Mr. Wilson represented the 
Pueblos in campaigns against pro- 
posed legislation that would have 
stripped them of their rights. 

He had been a member of the 
firm of Hanna & Wilson from 1909 
to 1913, and retired from practice 
in 1942. He had been president of 
the Wilson Oil Company.

Winchester gained solo posses- 
sion of first place in the Middlesex 
League by defeating Reading High 
58 - 47 in a hard fought game at 
the high school gym last Friday 
night.

GIRLS WIN HOOP OPENER 

Winchester High School's var- 
sity girl hoopsters opened their ’52 
basketball season by defeating 
Lexington 32 - 24, on Tuesday, Jan- 
uary 15, at Winchester. The locals, 
led by Captain, “Rugs” Smith, put 
on a very impressive show for their 
initial appearance of the season.

NAM VIEWS EDUCATION 


of 


The National Association 
Manufacturers has recognized the 
plight of educational institutions 
on all levels, at the same time 
viewing with considerable concern 
the continuing governmental ac- 
tivities aimed at further extending 
the role of the federal government 
into the field of education and has 
offered to do something about it. 

For years the NAM has spear- 
headed the Business-Industry- Edu- 
cation program, which has become 
popular in many New England 
communities, but the latest pro- 
posal would mean tangible finan- 
cial aid to the harassed educational 
systems on a community level. 

Members of the NAM, some 
17,000 in the nation, have been 
asked by Earl Bunting, managing 

director, to B ivo consideration to led Vo New York "fr. 
the idea of «rivin K individual aid the Clipper America 
in their home communities through 
grants, money 
endowments, 
means 

The idea is good, hut it must be 
carried out by businessmen on a 
voluntary basis. Consultation with 
any educators in our community 
would establish the needs of the 
schools and determine to what ex- 
tent tht‘ manufacturer could afford 
to participate. 

The community at large would 
benefit from an

Because of delays on the way we 
1 did not see London any more than 
passing through by bus on our way 
| to the London Airport. The reason 
! for this was that because of the 
fog in Paris we were forced to go 
by train, ferry and bus from 
Paris to London in order to fly 
home from the London airport. It 
was chilly in London but when we 
arrived in Shannon Eire, the grass 
was bright green and the sky was 
sunshine and clear. 

We flew direct from Shannon to 
Gander ten and one half hours con- 
tinuous flying at twelve thousand 
five hundred feet. This was the 
longest continuous hop of our 
whole trip. 

We left Gander at about eleven 
o’clock at night of December 20th 
and arrived in New York’s Idle- 
wilde Airport at 2:30 a. m. on the 
morning of December 21st having 
completed twenty-two thousand 
miles approximately. Our rough- 
est flying of the entire trip was 
from Montauk Point, Long Island 
to Idlewide. As you will recall we 
arrived at the end of the foul 
weather which the Northeast of 
the United States had experienced. 

Needless to say we saw much, 
heard much and experienced more 
such that we can now most appre- 
ciate our great United States and 
Winchester. 

You see many signs in England 
which were used in the last war for 
( ivil Defense that read “You may 
he Right, hut be Alert and pro- 
tect your home!” A pretty good 
statement! However as typical 
Massachusetts N ankees we ret urn - 
om London on 
pper American Yankee and 


all those who have consented only 
l because they could see no other 
way. to eliminate the peril of grade- 
level trains, should now join forces. 
There is another way; even n cheap- 
er way and certainly a better way. 

For the moment, however, let us 
limit our activity to getting an ex- 
pression of opinion a straw vote 
if you wish. The State Depart- 
ment of Public Works has been told 
officially that 95 percent of Win- 
chester’s residents voted to raise 
the tracks. This is bow the record 
stands. Some of you know bow 
this doubtful picture was developed 
over the past few years! But the 
State took the picture at face value 
and ear-marked over a million dol- 
lars of State Funds to start the 
bull-dozers and shovels snorting 
hack and forth across our Center, 
come Spring! 

There is only one way to correct 
this error and to settle any doubt 
as to what the people of this town 
really want. Each voter should he 
asked to say what his desire may 
he, on this problem. The men who 
run the stores around the Center 
are concerned to a tragic degree. 
Have you figured just what a two- 
year upheaval close to your places 
of business will mean to you? 

An expression of public opinion 
can be secured at moderate cost if 
a group of volunteers, in each Pre- 
cinct, will offer to supervise a straw 
vote amongst neighbors. Give each 
house-bolder a printed postcard 
with the request that they chock 
the brief questionnaire and drop 
the card in the nearest post-box. 
This will give real evidence to offer 
the State authorities. Nothing else 
is so likely to make them sit-up- 
and-take-notice. It also will give 
our local selectmen something 
definit* to work with. 

Each Precinct should plan to 
issue at least five-hundred cards at 
a cost of ten dollars ($10.00) for 
the cards and about ten dollars — 
plus for printing or mimeograph- 
ing. Volunteers will he needed to 
distribute the cards, one to each 
household. Money will be required 
for cards and printing. 

The cards could carry the follow- 
ing questions:

The speaker of the afternoon 
meeting, which was well attended 
by old and new board members, 


women — if not more so. 

Seventy-five to eighty per cent 
of the complaints brought to doc- 
tors today, he stated, were not on 
a physical basis — but due to emo- 
tional stress. On the whole, the 
woman handles her mental stresses 
better than the man does, Dr. 
Woodall said. She is the stronger 
of the two — her life is more com- 
plicated, and she has more to carry 
but she handles her emotions bet- 
ter than does the man. Insanity 
and suicide rates are lower among 
women than among men — and wo- 
men’s chief causes of stresses stem 
from discontent, restlessness, in- 
security, inferiority . 

What then, makes some women 
under emotional stress? Dr. 
Woodall showed, from his years of 
experience in this field, that wo- 
men do not care much for other 
women — they do not care much 
about being women, and thus feel 
inferior to the male. And that be- 
comes the fundamental cause of 
neuroses in women. He urged that 
the solution lay in one direction: an 


acceptance by woman of her bio- 
logical destiny, a gladness in being 
a woman.

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HOKE PERFECT UNION 
THE GOAL OF EDUCATION 

“The creation of a more perfect 
union is the most important job 
of public education in the United 
States,” declared Dr. Benjamin in 
his address sponsored by the Win- 
chester Teachers’ Club and the 
School Committee at the high 
school auditorium on Wednesday, 
Jan. 16. In Dr. Benjamin’s opinion 
the Preamble to the Constitution, 
especially the phrase “in order to 
form a more perfect union,” pro- 
vides a goal that has faithfully 
guided the American people for 
nearly 165 years and which still 
stands as a beacon by which future 
generations may chart their course. 

Dwelling upon his early experi- 
ences as junior surveyor with an 
engineering crew in the Rockies, 
Dr. Benjamin compared the job of 
the American educator with that 
of the surveyor. Both have duties 
which are exacting and demanding 
of the fullest devotion to duty. At 
times both must pause to deter- 
mine their position by sighting 
back to achievements made and 
forward to goals yet unattained, 


but neither surveyor or educator 
ever stops in his endless search for 
perfection. 

Dr. Benjamin asserted that Ame- 
rican education was doing a credit- 
able job of imparting the common 
learnings, such as reading, writing, 
and figuring to our children. Stand- 
ards in these areas must be main- 
tained, but, if we are to achieve 
a more perfect union, the schools 
must do more to develop worthy 
civic ideals, high moral standards, 
and a stronger spirit of together- 
ness and cooperativeness. The pub- 
lic schools, he believes, are the best 
instrument for developing this spi- 
rit in this country. 

In other noteworthy statements, 
Dr. Benjamin declared that the 
greatest American achievement in 
the field of public education was 
the creation of lay boards of edu- 
cation because through those 
boards the people have an instru- 
ment for reaching and controlling 
their schools. lie also advocated 
greater emphasis upon the develop- 
ment of linguistic skills among our 
students. The United States, in his 
opinion, will need more language 
experts in the difficult years ahead. 

The meeting, which attracted a 
good-sized audience, was opened 


by a short but spirited concert by 
the high school band. Those towns- 
folk who never hear enough of the 
hand during the short intermis- 
sions on the football field, enjoyed 
the opportunity of listening to 
F red Kelmet’s musicians again. 

Introductory remarks by Mr. 
George Snyder, president of the 
Winchester Teachers’ Club, Dr. 
Forbes Norris, superintendent of 
schools, and Professor Howard 
Bartlett, representing the School 
Committee, preceded Dr. Benja- 
min’s address.

PLEASED CAPACITY AUDIENCE 


WINCHESTER WOMEN'S COUNCIL 


A special meeting of the Win- 
chester Women’s Council was held 
on Wednesday, January 16th. Pre- 
sident Mrs. Leo Y. Manoli wel- 
comed the representatives of the 
women’s organizations present and 
introduced the principal speaker of 
the morning, Dr. Forbes II. Norris. 

Taking as his subject “Our 
School Problems,” Dr. Norris stat- 
ed that, despite the rise* in popula- 
tion in Winchester, with oui new 
school and new additions we have 
this year almost the ideal average 
of 26 pupils per teacher; the ideal 
being 25 pupils per teacher. We are 
indeed fortunate in Winchester, for 
in the national picture the teacher 
demand far exceeds the supply. 
Dr. Norris stated that at present 
there is a woeful lack of interest 
on the part of high-schoolers in the 
teaching profession, and he won- 
dered if teachers’ salaries are at- 
tractive enough to students. He 
stressed the need for high caliber 
teachers and said he felt his most 
important work was recommending 
teachers for positions. 

In the field of public relations be 
said be would like to see actual 
classroom work televised, for the 
best agency for public relations in 
education were the children in the 
classroom. 

If the proposed plan for Adult 
Education in Winchester is to be 
carried out, a warrant must be 
brought before the Town Meeting 
in order to get state aid, Dr. Nor- 
ris explained. 

In his continual striving for an 
improved school program Dr. Nor- 
ris stated he would like next year 
to have a consultant on speech for 
the elementary schools, as it has 
been proven that many children 
with speech defects also have be- 
havior problems due to difficulty 
in speaking; an industrial arts con- 
sultant and an advisor on the Eng- 
lish program. 

The many questions asked Dr. 
Norris by the ladies present at the 
conclusion of his talk evidenced 
the ever present interest in school 
problems. 

Mrs. Kenneth B. Toye of the 
Military Manpower Committee 
asked the help of all present in 
stamping out the malicious prac- 
tice of discussing the status of 
boys of draft age who are not ir 
uniform. She stated that of the 
140 boys examined on January 9th. 
28 were turned down for physics’ 
reasons. 

Mrs. Austin R. Bunker, Secre- 
tary of the Council, read a letter 
from Dr. Dominic Runci remindinp 
everyone of the townwide blood 
typing program to be held at tie 
Town Hall on January 26th an 
27th. 

Mrs. George A. Dotting, Execu 
tive Director of the Red Cross, re 
ported that the last Rlood Done- 
Day in Winchester was most sue 
eessful, with 176 pints of blood 
being collected. 

Mrs. Martin S. Swanson of the 
Winchester Homefronters an- 


nounced that a meeting will he 
held at the library on January 30th 
at 7:80 p. m. to set this present 
temporary organization up on a 
j permanent basis.

Funeral services for Mrs. Eliza- 
beth M. McManus, wife of I)r. Phil- | 
lip J. McManus, who died in Fort 
Lauderdale, Florida, most unex- 
pectedly January 23, were held on 
Monday, January 28, with a Sol- 
emn Requiem High Mass at St. Ma- 
ry’s Church at 10 a. in.

DR. ALFRED i. LEARY 

Retired Radiology Specialist 
Served Many Hospitals 

Dr. Alfred J. Learv, 61, a special- 
ist in radiology and an instructor 
of the subject at Tufts Medical 
School until his retirement in 1948, 
died January 26. 

He was appointed as radiologist 
at Carney Hospital, South Boston, 
in 1916. After serving in the Med- 
ical Corps during World War I. he 
returned to the hospital, remaining 
until his retirement. He also served 
as radiologist at Sacred Heart Hos- 
pital in Manchester, N. H., from 
1921 to 1941, and for a time at 
Lynn Hospital and Harley Hos- 
pital. He maintained offices in 
Lawrence and Dorchester. 

Dr. Alfred Leary was very well 
known to most of the medical pro- 
fession in Winchester; and, as he 
spent considerable time visiting his 
son’s house on Westland avenue he 
was known and respected by many 
Winchester residents. 

Born in Lawrence, he was gradu- 
ated from Tufts College Medical 
School in 1913. After internship at 
Carney Hospital, he took further 
training in X-ray at Johns Hop- 
kins in Baltimore and at Columbia 
University in New York. 

Dr. Leary was a member of the 
Lawrence School Committee in 
1928. He was a member of the 
American Legion, Lawrence Coun- 
cil K. of C., Essex North and Nor- 
folk District Medical Societies and 
American Medical Association. 

He belonged to the New Eng- 
land and American Roentgen Ray 
Societies, the Radiological Society 
of North America, and the Alpha 
Kappa Kappa Fraternity. 

Dr. Leary leaves a wife, Helene 
(Howard) of 22 Chestnut street, 
one son, Dr. Howard L. Leary of 
Winchester; one daughter, Ann, 
wife of Dr. Joseph F. McEneaney 
of Andover; one brother, John of 
Dover, N. H., and five grand- 
children. 

The funeral was Monday from 
the M. A. Burke Funeral Home, 
followed by a requiem high mass at 
St. Augustine’s Church at 10 a. m.

SHELL COLLECTORS DREDGE 
MOLLUSKS ON OCEAN FLOOR 

Since prehistoric tinier adult? and 
children have collected sea shells, 
picking up pretty and unusual 
specimens found along the shores. 

Scientists have used shells to ex- 
plain marine life, the nature of 
coasts and waters and the geologic 
past. Fossil shell remains have 
guided geologists almost since the 
study of geology began. 

The collection of shells for their 
I own sake, on a scientific basis, how- 
ever. has steadily gained in popu- 
larity in the last few years, the 
National Geographic Society says. 
The science is called conehology, 
and some collectors have spent 
thousands of dollars in pursuit of 
shells. 

Rest Shells Lie Deep 

Heavy expenditures followed the 
discovery that the best shells are 
not found along shores as often as 
on the ocean bottom or on reefs. 

Almost all shell collectors start 
by picking up specimens on the 
beach. Then they wade out in 
shallow water, using water glasses 
to locate their quarry. 

From this stage the really earn- 
est conchologists move to boats. 
They find that the shells have 
greater beauty and brilliance if 
taken when the mollusks are still 
living inside. 

For this reason a small number 
of collectors, many of them in 
Florida, have equipped cabin 
cruisers and fishing boats with 
small power dredges to explore the 
ocean floor at depths from two to 
more than 100 fathoms. 

Off both Florida coasts shellers 
dredge the bottom and bring up 
living mollusks of all sizes, which 
are sorted mechanically through 
progressively smaller screens down 
to the size of ordinary window* 
screen mesh. 

The Florida enthusiasts, parti- 
cularly those working in the Gulf 
of Mexico, also use their boats to 
reach outlying reefs w’here, in very 
calm water and at low* tide, they 
collect shells found nowhere else. 
This w'ork, like offshore wading, is 
done with the aid of water glasses 
and rock turners, long iron rods 
wuth points and hooks used to un- 
cover mollusks hiding beneath un- 
derwater rocks. 

Shrimpers Find Some 
Other mollusks are turned up by 
professional shrimpers, who have 
; recently found species not previous- 
ly known to exist off Florida, 
j Many good shelling spots off 
both coasts of Florida and the Keys 
are known only to the few concho- 
logists with boats. They are con- 
stantly discovering new* places to 
dredge. 

One of the least known, and best, 
locations for dredging is off the 
Gulf coast between Pensacola and 
Panama City. Here the beach 
shells are of comparatively poor 
i quality, but those dredged tw’o to 
40 miles offshore are probably 
j richer in coloring than shells from 
I any other known location. 

Dredging and reef exploration is 
hard, strenuous w'ork. Rut a true 
shell collector feels amply repaid 
by the beauty and rarity of the 
specimens he obtains.

Czech glassblowers, expelled 
from their Bohemian homeland 
after World War II, are reported to 
be among the best dollar earners 
in the United States Zones of West- 
ern Germany. 

They are proof that their ancient 
and respected craft of glassblowing 
still flourishes, says the National 
Geographic Society. 

Iron-lunged machines have taken 
over the mass production of blown 
glassware and in one hour can turn 
out several thousand bottles and 
flasks. Electric light bulbs are now 
made entirely by machine. Glass 
tubing for everything from tiny 
thermometers to neon lights is 
blown, stretched, cut and checked 
for diameter by machine. 

Still big business, however, is 
glassware that is “hand-blown,” to 
use a trade expression meaning 
blown by human lungs. It includes 
the finest of what the industry 
knows as “fine glass.” In table 
glassware, hand - blown objects 
range from fractional - ounce 
liqueur glasses to large goblets and 
handsome big pitchers. They are 
made in clear, colorless “crystal,” 
and in all shades of the rainbow. 

Industry (’entered in East 

By closing down production in 
Czechoslovakia, Germany, Belgium, 
Italy, and France, World War II 
shifted supremacy in the field of 
fine hand-blown glass to American 
shores. Since labor is the major 
factor in hand-blown glass cost, the 
Old World may regain its full share 
of the trade because of its lower- 
priced labor market. 

The American industry is firmly 
established, however, and in recent 
years has pioneered in the creation 
of new and beautiful designs. It 
is centered in a dozen plants locat- 
ed in the small triangle of the east- 
ern United States with corners at 
Toledo, Ohio, Corning, New York, 
and Charleston, West Virginia. 

Glassblowers have plied their 
trade for 6,000 years at least, ac- 
cording to pictographs and arti- 
facts from ancient Egyptian tombs. 
Transparent glass, however, seems 
to have been known for less than 
half that time.

GEOGRAPHIC ODDITIES 
AHD BRIEFS 


One of the world’s worst volcano 
tragedies was the frightful erup- 
tion of Mount Pelee in Martinique 
in 1902, w'hich killed 28,000 people. 
The explosion of Krakatau, a vol- 
canic island in what is now Indone- 
sia, caused a sea wave in 1883 that 
snuffed out the lives of 36,000.

She urged a wider use of 
low-growing deciduous shrubs as 
more in proportion to these houses, 
and in the gardens accompanying 
them she stressed the need of eli- 
minating tall plant material in fa- 
vor of lower growths in order to 
insure a well-proportioned effect. 
She spoke also of the desirability 
of planting pin oaks, with their 
bright colored foliage, in small 
yards, as opposed to the larger 
trees, as the more pretentious hous- 
es of past years give way to the 
smaller houses which are more 
adapted to the modem way of liv- 
ing.

THE TRUMAN SANCTUARY 


Editor of the Star: 

In the long ago criminals fleeing 
the law found safe refuge in the 
sanctuaries of the temples of 
Egypt, Greece, and Rome, sanc- 
tuary founded upon the primitive 
and universal belief in the "con- 
tagion of holiness.” Hence, it was 
sacrilege to remove a man who has 
become invested with a part of the 
sacredness of the holy place. He 
was inviolable so long as he re- 
mained there. After centuries of 
trial throughout Europe, the priv- 
ilege of sanctuary was abused to 
such an extent that it was dis- 
carded. hut it survived, under res- 
trictions, down to the end of the 
18th Century. 

This was the last of the social 
failures that President Truman 
had not resurrected and inflicted 
upon a helpless people, and he 
wasted no time in imposing it upon 
them. With an adroitness becom- 
ing a Pendergast politician, he 
made Manchuria, the land north of 
Yalu River, sanctuary for our Rus- 
sian-directed Chinese communist 
enemies. This made it easy for 
their airmen, based on a protected 
refuge, to fly over our forces and 
drop their bombs and then return 
to the safety of their sanctuary 
where our aviators are forbidden 
to enter. This privilege, with the 
enemies’ prolongation of the peace 
conferences in Korea as part of 
their shrewd strategy, has given 
the Russians time to train their 
Chinese communist airmen and to 
move vast military equipment to 
the border of Korea, until now, 
they’ have more and some say bet- 
ter planes than we have and are 
destroying more of our than we are 
of theirs. 

President Truman has adroitly 
invested himself with the privilege 
of sanctuary as did the ambas- 
sadors of Europe in the 16th Cen- 
tury. This was illustrated when 
thieves who stole the ballots in the 
campaign for re-election of Repre- 
sentative Slaughter in the Pres- 
ident’s home district were not in- 
vestigated, hut were protected by 
Mr. Truman’s refusal to act, not- 
withstanding his oath of office 
obligated him to do so. He man- 
aged to stall until the statute of 
limitation run out, making prose- 
cution unlawful. That was what 
he wanted. James Michael Cur- 
ley of Boston found sanctuary 
in the President when lie was re- 
leased from a Federal prison and 
pardoned in spite of the law. If 
one’s crime is a violation of the 
Federal law. one is fortunate in- 
deed if Mr. Truman happens to be 
his personal friend, 
be able to attend. 

"The fiasco in Korea,” states Rill 
Cunningham in the January 10 
Boston Herald, "is not MacAr- 
thur’s.” Maj. Gen. Frank E. Lowe, 
ret., President Truman’s own per- 
sonal observer, told Rill Cunning- 
ham that "General MacArthur was 
right in all phases of the Korean 
campaign, and would have won a 
smashing victory but for the in- 
terference of the State Depart- 
ment.” lie also said, "1 think he’s 
not only the greatest military 
genius we have, hut that he is the 
greatest that ever lived, and if 
nothing else proved it, Korea did, 
or would have continued to, if they 
had left him alone.” 

In the writer’s judgment, time 
will prove that to be true. No man 
on a job too big for him, and that 
he did not understand, ever made 
more of a mess of things than 
President Truman. He has advo- 
cated socialism that has never suc- 
ceeded: he has taken more money 
from the people than all the Pres- 
idents combined; he has depressed 
the currency, given us paper money 
(deficit financing), the highest 
taxes, the largest national debt in 
history, the most labor trouble, the 
most widespread corruption and 
diplomatic bungling, and lias put 
the welfare of his cronies above 


that of his country. If Stalin had 
been in the White House, he could- 
n’t have done more for Russia.

If a man entered the program be- 
fore June of 1951 and resigns, he 
is returned to civilian life and 
serves in the Reserves; if he en- 
tered the program after June of 
1951, and does not complete the 
course, he must serve out the rest 
of his enlistment. 

Any young men who are interest- 
ed in enlisting in the Air Force 
should go down to the Recruiting 
Station, Medford City Hall, and 
put their names on the list. It is 
certainly confusing to have Air 
Force enlistments open one day and 
closed the next, hut if your name 
is on the list, you will lie enlisted 
in order.

CORDON HALL BRINGS OUT

SIX YEAR OLD 
DROWNING VICTIM 


(Continued from Pago 1) 

Paul Haggerty, several feet be- 
hind his friend, also broke through 
the ice, and though in grave danger 
himself, he made a courageous at- 
tempt to assist his friend, John, be- 
fore the latter went down. Young 
Haggerty was able partially to ex- 
tricate himself from the water and 
with the help of the little Lane hoy, 
got ashore, both boys starting to 
run up the hill toward their homes. 

On the way they met Mr. Lane, 
father of Eugene, to whom they 
told their story. The boys wore 
unable to tell exactly where John 
had sunk, and Mr. Lane decided to 
go at once to the Central Fire 
Station for help. 

He notified the firemen of the 
accident at 11:42, and within 15 
minutes of that time little John had 
been taken from the pond. 

Ladder I was driven to the scene 
of the accident by Fireman J. T. 
Callahan, followed hy Engine 4, 
driven hy Fireman John Nash and 
carrying Captain J. Edward Noo- 
nan and Fireman Boh Wyman. 
Firemen Ben Welch and John 
O’Melia followed with the service 
truck and life-saving boat. 

Captain Noonan with Firemen 
Wyman and Welch went out in the 
boat and after breaking the ice 
with plaster-hooks, let down grap- 
nels *«nd almost immediately 
brought up the Lynch hoy. 

He was taken ashore and arti- 
ficial respiration begun immediate- 
ly, the firemen using their resus- 
citator. The little hoy was wrapped 
in blankets and heat pads were 
applied, the firemen using every 
effort possible to revive him. 

Just as John was taken from the 
water by the firemen his father and 
uncle, Captain R. Sheldon Hamil- 
ton, USAF, arrived nt the pond, it 
being necessary to hold Mr. Lynch 
to prevent his plunging into the 
water to reach his son. Cap- 
tain Hamilton, temporarily station- 
ed at Grenier Field in Manchester, 
N. H., and brother of Mrs. Lynch, 
was spending the week-end in Win- 
chester and was at the Lynch home 
when the Haggerty boy burst in 
announcing the tragic accident. 
Both he and Mr. Lynch ran to the 
pond and remained during the 
effort to revive the little victim. 

At the time the accident was re- 
ported to the firemen an emergency 
call was put through for doctors 
and Drs. Nelson Fontneau and 
Dominic Runei were on the scene 
soon after the firemen commenced 
using the resuseitator. Upon their 
arrival they took over the work of 
revival, they and the firemen work- 
ing until after one o’clock before 
giving up their efforts as hopeless. 

A call to Police Headquarters 
brought the police ambulance and 
Officer Clarence Dunbury to the 
Pond, with Officer Thomas Parsons 
driving there in the cruising car. 
Call Firemen Jimmy Nolan, Neil 
Kerrigan, Charlie Joyce and Homer 
Davidson responded for duty at the 
accident, together with Firemen 
Paul Haggerty and Norman Dou- 
cette. Firemen Haggerty and 
Doucette took the Fire Depart- 
ment’s big cylinder of oxygen to 
the pond, supplementing three 
smaller cylinders, all of which were 
used in the resuscitation effort. 

When it became apparent that 
all efforts to revive the young vic- 
tim were of no avail the body was 
removed to the Moffett Funeral 
Home upon orders of Medical Ex- 
aminer John Wilcox of Woburn, 
who viewed the body, pronouncing 
death due to accidental drowning. 
Later the body was taken in charge 
by Undertaker John Lane who com- 
pleted arrangements for the fune- 
ral. Rev. Fr. Charles Anadore of 
St. Mary’s Church administered the 
last rites of the Roman Catholic 
Church at the scene of the drown- 
ing. 

The funeral was held Wednesday 
morning from the Lynch home with 
a Mass of the Angels celebrated at 
St. Mary’s Church hy Father Ana- 
dore. 

Seated in the Sanctuary were 
Rev. Fr. Patrick Walsh, pastor of 
St. Joseph’s Church, East Woburn; 
and Rev. Fr. William H. Walsh and 
Rev. Fr. John J. Grant, curates at 
St. Mary’s. 

Honorary hearers were three un- 
cles of the deceased, Captain Ham- 
ilton, Robert and Albert Lynch, 
and J. Roderick MacDonnell, for- 
mer Commander Robert F. Murphy 
of Winchester Post, 97 the Amer- 
ican Legion; and Paul McHugh. 
Among the many Moral tributes 
were those from John’s small class- 
mates at the Lincoln School and 
from the Lincoln School Mothers’ 
Association. 

Burial was in Wildwood Ceme- 
tery where the committal prayers 
were read by Father Anadore. 


John Hamilton Lynch was horn 
in Winchester June 11, 1945. He 
was a pupil in the first grade at 
the Lincoln School and was an 
especially friendly little chap, be- 
ing liked by all who knew him, both 
children and adults. 

Besides his parents, John leaves

THE EDGAR J. RICH COLLECTION 
OF LINCOLN AND LIE 
MANUSCRIPTS 

(Continued from Page 1) 








I also give the Winchester Public 
Library n collection of hooks re- 
lating to the Jacobite Rebellion of 
1745 - 46. This collection has some ; 
very rare items.” 

I have had opportunity to rend 
only two of ':he numerous pamph- 
lets. The first is entitled "Behind 
the Seams”, hv A Nigger Woman, 
who took in work from Mrs. Lin- 
coln and Mrs. Davis. Price Ten 
Cents, New York, The National 
News Company, 1868. 

Whether this pamphlet is au- 
thentic, as coming from the hand of 
a colored woman who sewed for 
Mrs. Lincoln, and Mrs. Jefferson 
Davis, is a question. The style of 
writing seems to cast doubt on it. 
But, he that ns it may, this inter- 
esting pamphlet provides an in- 
timate and fascinating picture of 
slavery and some of its practices in 
the 1860’s, which will intrigue, as 
well as shock those who come to 
know them for the first time. 

The second pamphlet contains a 
copy of the address hy Mr. Rich nt 
the dedication of the Fredericks- 
burg and Spotsylvania Rattlefields 
Memorial Park, at Fredericksburg, 
Virginia, in 1928. 

This pamphlet, on account of its 
tolerant spirit, should he made re- 
quired reading for every high 
school student in the United States. 

It is not only a window into Mr. 
Rich’s own hospitable soul, hut a 
lesson in broadmindedness, when 
one considers evaluating an enemy, 
that all of us might cultivate. 

He pictures, for instance, the 
dilemma which Robert E. Lee faced 
in 1861, when, as a Colonel of 
Cavalry, he was offered the Com- 
mand in the field, of the Army of 
the United States, but as Mr. Rich 
points out, "ambition and self- 
interest never entered into any de- 
cision made by Robert E. Lee. He 
resigned from the well-loved old 
Army, and, at the outbreak of hos- 
tilities, offers his sword in the ser- 
vice of his State.” 

And after the war was over he 
urged loyalty to a reunited country, 
and radiated a spirit which soften- 
ed the bitterness of defeat. 

Mr. Rich closed this address with 
these words: 

“On more than one occasion there 
stood on the heights across the 
river a solitary figure, oppressed 
with sorrow and melancholy, be- 
cause it was his duty, as command- 
er-in-chief, to subdue, hy slaughter, 
those whom ho never ceased to 
regard as his follow countrymen. 
It is an extraordinary thing that 
never in the heat of political cam- 
paigns before the War, nor under 
the stress of military disaster dur- 
ing the War, did Abraham Lincoln 
utter a single unkind word about 
the south. As the end drew near, 
his whole thought was to ease the 
blow which was about to fall upon 
his fellow countrymen, and, so far 
as possible, to open the way for 
them to come hack without l^ss of 
pride or property. 

"If you of the South would un- 
derstand Northern sentiment, be- 
fore, during, and after the War, 
you will find its embodiment in 
Abraham Lincoln.” 

It is the hope that through the 
use of Mr. Rich’s library his own 
ironic opinion, which was broad 
enough to appreciate fully the 
greatness of a leader, whether he 
belonged to North or South, will 
he caught by all who use his magni- 
ficent collection.

WINCHESTER 
HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


The winter meeting of the Win- 
chester Historical Society was held 
last Saturday aftrmoon in the Art 
(iallery of the Library, with the 
president, Miss Clara Russell pre- 
siding. 

At the business meeting Miss 
Mead spoke of the dedication of the 
Fdgar Rich room on February 12 
containing the large library of Mr. 
Rich on Lincoln and Lee, and cor- 
dially invited the members of the 
society to be present. This is the 
room in which our historical ex- 
hibits were formerly displayed. 

Miss Russell gave a short resume 
of the recent meeting of the Bay 
State Historical League at Tufts 
College. This League, to which our 
society belongs, is made up of over 
one hundred historical societies in 
: Massachusetts, and there were 
over 300 present at this meeting. 
The next meeting is to be held May 
3 at Northampton, and it is hoped 
that a number of our members may 
: be able to attend. 

The speaker of the day was Mr. 
Donald S. Smith. Assistant-Curator 
jit Sturbridge Village. Mr. Smith 
called his talk "Old Sturbridge Vil- 
j lage, a New Kind of History Rook, 

; or What’s in the Antique for Us 
Moderns?” His talk was not the 
, travelogue type but an attempt to 
interpret this Outdoor Museum as 
i it is called, to show it as a new kind 
| of educational institution. 

Sturbridge Village is an unique 
! community situated half way be- 
tween Worcester and Springfield. 

| It portrays a typical country town 
of central New England as it might 
have appeared early in the 19th 
century. It is not on the site of 
I any earlier town, but its 28 shops, 
j mills, houses, church and general 
store are arranged in a 590-acre 
'tract of meadow, woodland and 
river shore. Twenty-three of these 
buildings are used for extensive 
displays of early objects and for 
the demonstration and development 
of hand industries. About half of 
the buildings are old houses and 
shops moved from all parts of New 
I England and re-assembled there. 
The remainder are copies of 
old structures. The collections 
range from crude farm implements 
to delicate household furnishings. 

Mr. Smith emphasized that this 
is a folk museum; that is, that it 
I displays the life of everyday people. 

| He explained that the outdoor mu- 
seum is a place where the objects 
j of a past age are assembled in con- 
! temporary surroundings and ar- 
| ranged to suggest the atmosphere 
and settings in which the lives of 
I our forefathers were lived. Stur- 
i bridge is interested in the common 
I things of the past in New England, 
— the things the average settler 
used. 

( Supplementing his talk, Mr. 

| Smith showed many beautiful 
colored slides of the village. 

This was a most instructive and 
interesting talk.

On February 4, the Literature 
Group of the Fortnightly met in 
the Public Library. Miss Gertrude 
Kimball gave a paper on “Phyllis 
Bentley,” English novelist, and 
“ Rebecca West.” 

Phyllis Bentley was born Nov. 
19, 1894, in Halifax, a manufactur- 
ing town in Yorkshire. Her father 
was a manufacturer of great skill 
and reputation. Her first book, 
“‘Environment,’’ was written when 
she was only twenty, a?'d tells the i 
hi tory of her life up to the age of 
twenty. Her father and mother 
’ both died while she was very 1 
I young. She went to live with an 
aunt and uncle who kept a small 
shop. In spite of her being brought \ 
up in a very frugal way, she was 
well educated and she loved to stu- 
dy. She wrote a number of hooks, 
including “The Cat and the Mouse,” 
“Inheritance,” “Sleep in Peace,” 
“Freedom Farewell” and others. 

Rebecca West was born in Ire- 
land in 1892. She used the name 
Rebecca West only as a pen name, 
as her real name was Isabel Fair- 
field. Her father was Charles Fair- 
field, an army officer, war corre- 
spondent editor and disciple of 
Henry Spencer. Her mother was a 
talented musician and came from 
Edinborough. Rebecca’s father died 
when she was only ten. 

She was educated at George 
Watson Ladies College and at Lon- 
don Dramatic Academy. She was 
on the stage for a short time, and 
in 1911 she became a political writ- 
er and was active in the fight for 
Women’s Suffrage. She is sharp 
tongued and positive in her writ- 
ings. She has written a number of 
books, and each different from her 
last. What links them all is her 
style, which has been called some- 
times brilliant, sometimes flashy, 
sometimes sensible, but always 
dogmatic. She has been a daily re- 
viewer of books, and her articles 
often appear in both English and 
American magazines. One of her 
best works, a travel diary, is “The 
Black Lamb and Gray Falcon.” 

On February 11 at 2:00 p. m. in 
the Masonic Hall, the Fortnightly 
will have its regular meeting. Our 
chairman of dramatics, Mrs. Henry 
Hill, has been busily coaching a 
one act play, “Sandra Speaks,” 
written hy Carolyn Draper Gilpat- 
ric. The east has been diligently 
rehearsing for several weeks and 
hope that all you Fortnightlians 
will be there for the performance 
on Monday. Dorothy Wills plays 
the part of Madam Rollins, who is 
quite wealthy and very hard to 
get along with. Veda Norris is her 
daughter, Laura, and leans very 
heavily on her mother for support. 
Mabel Frizzell makes a wonderful 
maid for Madam Rollins. Ruth Kel- 
ley plays the part of Sandra, who 
married the grandson of Madam 
without her approval. Why tell 
you more about it when you can 
come and see for yourself? In ad- 
dition to the play we will have a 
short reading to follow, by an art- 
ist Mrs. Hill is selecting. A tea 
with home made cookies, planned 
by Mrs. Meigs and her committee, 
will be the finale.

MRS RAYMOND W. WHEELER 


Recently back from San Francis- 
co where the National Federation 
of Women’s Republican Clubs met, 
Mrs. Raymond W. Wheeler of Mal- 
den will report on the Convention. 
Well known to Winchester Republi- 
can audiences, Mrs. Wheeler is 
president of the State Federation 
of Women’s Republican organiz- 
ations in Massachusetts and Vice 
Chairman of the Republican State 
Committee. She has been long ac- 
tive in Malden civic and Republican 
affairs and is a past president of 
the Women’s Republican Club of 
Massachusetts. 

Daniel Tyler, Jr., Chairman of 
the Republican State Committee, 
will explain to the club the coming 
pre-primary in Massachusetts. He 
will discuss new plans that the Re- 
publicans are making to assure a 
state ticket with a wide voter ap- 
peal and candidates who will at- 
tract the interest of the people. 
Born and brought up in Brookline, 
Mr. Tyler was educated at Yale, 
served in the first World War, and 
subsequently has combined a busi- 
ness career with continued interest 
in politics, both local and state. He 
has long identified himself with 
Brookline town politics having 
served continuously as a selectman 
since 1938. He has also been a 
member of the Brookline Town 
Committee for 25 years and chair- 
man of it for 10. From 1940 
through 1948 he was a member of 
the Republican State Committee 
and was Volunteer Director of the 
Organizational Division of this 
committee during 1936, 1938, 1940, 
and 1942, travelling all over the 
state and becoming well known 
among Republican city and town 
Chairmen. During the three terms 
of Governor Leverett Saltonstall 
he served as colonel and chief of 
military staff. He became chair- 
man of the Republican State Com- 
mittee in June, 1950. Mr. Tyler 
will speak on “The New Grass 
Roots Pre-primary Assembly.” 

At the request of the Massachu- 
setts Republican organization, the 
club will give recognition to the 
birthday of Abraham Lincoln. The 
Honorable Edward C. Stone, Sen- 
ator from the Cape and Plymouth 
District, will speak on “Lincoln the 
Man.” Senator Stone was born in 
Lexington and is a graduate of the 
Boston University Law School. For 
many years he practised law’ and 
i from 1924 to 1947 w’as active head 
of the Employers Group Insurance 
Companies. His distinguished w’ork 
in this field won him recognition 
from the Insurance Brokers of 
New York in 1944, and in 1945 he 
was chosen Man of the Year in 
insurance. He is an ex-president 
and a present member of the Sal- 
vation Army Advisory Board. Bos- 
ton University awarded him an 
honorary degree of Magna Cum 
Laude in 1944, and at the present 
time he is a vice-chairman of the 
Board of Trustees of Boston Uni- 
versity and a member of its execu- 
tive committee. In February, 1948 
Senator Stone was elected to fill 
an unexpired term as Senator from 
the Cape and Plymouth District 
and was reelected to that office in 
the 1948 fall election. Senator 

Stone is a recognized author and a 
well-known lecturer on Abraham 
Lincoln. 

These three speakers promise an 
evening of great interest and it is 
hoped that a large number of peo- 
ple will attend the meeting and the 
friendly social hour to precede it.

The body of Marine Pfc. William 
Edward Violante, the first Win- 
chester boy to die in the fighting 
in Korea, cairn* home Monday after- 
noon, arriving at Winchester Sta- 
tion on the 4:09 outbound train. 
Killed in action November 2 while 
serving with the First Marine Div- 
ision. Pfc. Violante was the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. James E. Violnnte of 
7 Risley road. Accompanying the 
body of the young hero, who would 
have been 22 years old the 24th of 
next May, was Master Sgt. Jack 
Fichter, official escort of the Ma- 
rine Corps.

HE DIDN'T SAY IT! 


Dr. Chidley,* in his letter about 
the late Edgar J. Rich published in 
last week’s Star, didn’t describe the 
town benefactor and long-time 
Library trustee as “ironic”.

The statement that 95 per cent 
of the people of Winchester favor 
the abolition of the town’s grade 
crossing by raising the railroad 
tracks through the center is mis- 
leading. On November 28, 1945, a 
hearing was held in the town hall, 
at which three plans were present- 
ed for the consideration of those 
present. The hearing was called 
by the Selectmen who favored the 
plan to raise the tracks, and of the 
three plans offered, only that plan 
was worth considering. There was 
some vigorous opposition by dis- 
senters, hut 436 of the 444 who 
voted at the hearing favored aboli- 
tion of the crossing by raising the 
tracks; or, at least, favored that 
plan over the others presented at 
that time. Four hundred and 
thirty-six is hotter than 95 per 
cent of 444, of course, hut it still is 
a long way from 95 per cent of the 
“people of the town”, and in con- 
nection with the vote at the hear- 
ing in question it should he remem- 
bered that quite a few present did 
not vote at all. The Selectmen es- 
timate seven to eight hundred were 
at the hearing. We do not believe 
as many as that turned out, hut if 
there were seven to eight hundred 
present, then nearly half of those 
in the hall did not favor raising 
the tracks to eliminate the crossing, 
at least on the vote. You can argue 
either way, of course, and get no- 
where. The point we are trying 
to make is that this hearing is the 
only time when there has been even 
a limited opportunity to express a 
preference for any plan, raising the 
tracks or not. Certainly all the 
people of the town have had no 
opportunity to vote for or against 
raising the tracks. Rack in 1907 a 
vote at the then open town meeting 
favored depressing the tracks in 
the center, 202 to 2. This was a 
town meeting vote, incidentally, not 
a vote at a hearing. The same is 
true of the 166 to 5 vote in 1912 
favoring the plan of the late George 
Adams Woods, who proposed leav- 
ing the tracks at their present level 
and raising the center above them. 
From 1912 to 1929 the grade cross- 
ing abolition was tabled at several 
town meetings, but in 1929 the 
question was revived by the Select- 
men, and in that year the town 
meeting voted the Selectmen $15,- 
000, to be expended in furthering 
the abolition, generally, with no 
plan specified. The Selectmen sub- 
sequently repo rt e d themselves 
pleased with the attitude of the 
State toward abolition of Winches- 
ter’s grade crossing, and issued a ! 
report in which a number of plans i 
were presented and discussed. If 
memory serves, the Selectmen at 
that time favored raising the cen- 
ter above the tracks with vehicular ! 
traffic crossing the railroad on a 
bridge or bridges. Be that as it , 
may, the public expressed no pre- 
ference for any plan, and the ques- 
tion of grade crossing elimination 
mulled along from 1929 until the ! 
limited town meeting of 1944. The 
Selectmen at that time seemed to 
favor raising the tracks to abolish 
the crossing, and following the 
meeting the Board went on record 
as supporting this plan. There 
was little doubt of that after the 
hearing of 1945. At the town 
meeting of 1944 a “sense of the 
meeting” vote was passed to the 
effect that the grade crossing 
should he abolished, and under the 
same “sense of the meeting” vote 
the Selectmen were authorized to 
cooperate with State and railroad 
authorities to bring about the aboli- 
tion as soon as practicable after the 
war. So far as the Star has been 
able to check, this is the official 
record on grade crossing abolition 
from 1927 to date. Nowhere can 
we find that the entire town has 
had an opportunity to vote on the 
question, and at no time have 95 
per cent of tlie “people of Winches- 
ter” expressed themselves as favor- 
ing the abolition of the grade 
crossing by raising the tracks.

The 5th Congressional District 
is comprised of Andover in Essex 
County, and of 28 communities in 
Middlesex County, including Lowell, 
Woburn. Winchester, Belmont, Bed- 
ford, and Arlington.

| Church, a firing squad of Marines 
| from the Boston Navy Yard pre- 
| ceding the hearse. 

A solemn high mass of requiem 
was sung by Rev. Fr. Charles Ana- 
dore with Rev. Fr. William Walsh 
as deacon and Rev. Fr. John J. 
Grant, subdeacon. The Colors of 
the Legion and V. F. W., which had 
been displayed at the Funeral 
Home during the time the young 
Marine lay there, were trooped at 
the church and six members of 
the American Legion and V. F. W. 
acted as hearers. 

Representing the Air Force at 
the funeral was Captain Robert 
Cook, who was seated with Mrs. 
Gladys Toye, chairman of the Win- 
chester Military Manpower Com- 
mittee, and with Master Sgt. Rex- 
ford Young and Sgt. Edward Boy- 
son, representing the Army. A dele- 
gation of the newly formed “Home 
Fronters”, was also at the church. 

Rev. Fr. John P. O’Riordan, pas- 
tor of St. Mary’s, read the commit- 
tal prayers at the grave in Calvary 
Cemetery. After the Marines had 
fired three volleys and taps had been 
blown by a Marine bugler, Sgt. 
Fichter removed the flag from Pfc. 
Violante’s casket and presented it 
to his mother. 


Son of James E., and Hilda (In- 
tinerella) Violante, Marine Pfc. 
William Edward Violante was born 
in Winchester May 24, 1930. He 
attended the Winchester schools 
and was graduated from Winches- 
ter High School with the class of 
1949, being on the football squad as 
well as serving on the Yearbook 
staff and the Graduation Commit- 
tee. Before entering the service he 
worked with his father in the lat- 
ter’s business, the Winchester 
Modernizing Company. 

Pfc. Violante entered the Ma- 
rines December 3, 1950, training at 
Parris Island, S. C., and at Camp 
Pendleton, California. He had been 
in Korea for five months when he 
was killed while serving as 1st 
machine gunner attached to D. 
Company, 1st Battalion, 7th Regi- 
ment of the First Marine Division. 
He was in constant combat service 
while in Korea, being under fire at 
one time for 30 consecutive days 
instead of the usual ten day periods 
with rest between. Pfc. Violante 
was killed instantly by a hand- 
grenade during a night probing at- 
tack by the enemy. 

Of “Billy” his commanding offic- 
er wrote, he was “one of our finest 
Marines . . . known as a man, a 
true Marine, respected by every- 
one . . devoted to duty, an ex- 

ample to all of us.”

LIBYA: NEW KINGDOM 
ON AN ANCIENT SHORE 


The new-born kingdom of Libya 
is Africa’s fourth and largest in- 
dependent country with no tie to 
foreign crown or colonial empire. 

Joining Ethiopia, Egypt and 
Liberia in free status, the Libyan 
nation came into being in Decem- 
ber as the final powers of govern- 
ment over a vast sandswept slice 
of North Africa were turned over 
by British and French administra- 
tors to a new federal monarchy. 

Three provinces, Tripolitania, 
Cyrenaica and the Fezzan, make up 
the domain of Libya’s King Sayyid 
Mohammed Idris el Mahdi el Se- 
nussi, the National Geographic So- 
ciety says. The former Emir of 
Cyrenaica will rule from two cap- 
itals, Bengasi and Tripoli. 

Libya was the pride of Musso- 
lini’s African empire. It saw bit- 
ter seesaw fighting in World War 
II. Then the United Nations step- 
ped in. 

As an experiment in statesman- 
ship, Libya’s emergence as a free 
nation ranks with the creation of 
Czechoslovakia after World War I, 
or the independence granted the 
Philippine Republic by the U. S. in 
1946. 

Desert Keystone 

On the map of Africa, Libya 
stands as the keystone in a giant 
arch. Its 800-mile width separates 
Egypt and Tunisia along the blue 
mid-Mediterranean. Its bound- 
aries wedge deep into the Sahara, 
cutting a slice of 679,358 square 
miles — nearly the size of Turkey, 
Italy, France and England put to- 
gether, countries which have ruled 
parts of Libya in this century. 

Scattered across windscoured 
wastes, concentrated in green- 
ringed oases and ancient-modern 
cities, live slightly more than a 
million people. Population esti- 
mates in 1950 gave Tripolitania, 
the most densely settled province, 
about 800,000 inhabitants; Cyre- 
naica has about 300,000, the huge 
desert Fezzan about 50,000.

February Exhibition 

Professor Lnmson, president, 
opened this exhibition which was 
especially interesting because of 
its dual character Daniel West's 
art, which will be on display during 
the month, was introduced by Mrs. 
SamoilofT. After her resume of 
his brief life, it was very evident 
that the artist belonged to that 
group of persons who having lived 
fully in a few years, have enjoyed 
nnd justified life more than many 
who have lived to the allotted 
threescore years and ten. His 
work showed some exquisite pencil 
sketches, clever journal illustra- 
tions and much promise nnd inter- 
est. Curiously enough, this ob- 
server had just renewed his ac- 
quaintance with another young ar- 
tist who lived dining the same span 
of years ns Mr. West but one 
hundred years earlier, — Peter 
Kindisbacher, w hose excellent 
sketches made for the Hudson’s 
Hay Company may be known to 
some members of the Association. 

The second feature of this enter- 
taining evening was Mr. Prescott 
Haston’s talk and exhibition of his 
figurines which are some two or 
three inches in height and have the 
finish and delicacy of china. Some 
of these have been created for spe- 
cial purposes. These are interest- 
ing but the most appealing are 
those made for a purchasing public. 
A universal hope of childhood 
really to see fairies comes close to 
being realized with these tiny peo- 
ple. Characters with whom we are 
so familiar soon mingled with us, 
Tom Sawyer sprawled idly beside 
his stream, Rip Van Winkle faced 
his shrewish wife, Ichabod Crane 
attempted a “pas soul”, the head- 
less, but not too much so, horse- 
man, galloped madly away, and 
Hob Cratchit’s wife in her twice- 
turned gown, but brave in its six- 
pence worth of ribbons, carried her 
tiny plum pudding. 

Two figurines had special local 
appeal, — Boston Garden’s Swan 
boat with a full complement of 
gaily dressed children, and one of 
personal interest to Winchester.

Mr. John Caldwell has re- 
cently dismantled the family home 
in Ipswich and, in the course of so 
doing, disposed of many family 
treasures and heir-looms which had 
accumulated during the gener- 
ations. One of these was the very 
old baby carriage which was pre- 
sented to the Historical Society.

WINCHESTER HOSPITAL 
PROGRESS BULLETIN 

Pardon our appearance, while we 
dig in on the final lap of our en- 
larged hospital. This will he the 
most inconvenient stage of our 
work, as old walls nnd floors are 
ripped apart. Punching holes 
through the concrete is noisy be- 
cause it must be done with n pneu- 
matic drill. Sweep as constantly as 
we do, dust still flies from break- 
ing plaster. It is the hope that if 
developments are described in this 
brief bulletin, understanding will 
lessen the annoyance, if not the 
confusion. 

The new wing is all in use with 
the exception of the operating and 
delivery rooms. These cannot be 
moved until the new central supply 
room, being constructed not in the 
site of the old kitchen, is finished; 
otherwise, there would be no ster- 
ile supplies. In this same area, the 
corridor has been dug up to lay 
new soil lines. The old nurses’ din- 
ing room is being remodeled for 
office space. When this is ready, 
the offices will he moved and the 
lobby area turned over to the con- 
tractor. 

The lobby is being enlarged and 
redecorated. The old laboratory, 
accident and fracture rooms, which 
are now a shambles, will be recon- 
structed into the new X-ray suite. 
Our present X-ray department will 
then be converted into office space 
and will also contain the new Win- 
ton Club Coffee Shop. 

On the second floor, the former 
male and female wards are being 
completely rebuilt into nurseries. 
There will be three regular nur- 
series of twelve babies each, isola- 
tion nursery and a premature nur- 
sery. The nurseries are being 
epuipped with new bassinets which 
will permit an improved technique 
in the care of the babies. Nurseries 
will all have forced ventilation. 

The private obstetrical unit has 
been moved temporarily into the 
new wing while alterations take 
place. When these rooms are re- 
finished, the patients will be moved 
back. 

At the present time we are 
handicapped by having only one 
elevator in operation. As soon as 
construction in the elevator ma- 
chine room and in the shaft is com- 
pleted, the old elevator will be put 
back into operation. 

We are now using the new acci- 
dent and fracture rooms and our 
new ambulance entrance. The old 
ambulance entrance is to he walled 
up. All our supplies are now being 
received through the loading plat- 
form on Valley road. It is good to 
get this traffic away from the front 
of the hospital. 

The next move will be the vacat- 
ing of the south wing on the third 
floor. This is dependent on patients’ 
discharges. These rooms will he 
completely redecorated and lava- 
tories installed. Incidentally, all 
the patients’ rooms in the old build- 
ing will be done over and will have 
“Fahron,” a washable paper, on the 
walls. 

To our friends, patients, person- 
nel, visitors and doctors — we say 
“Thanks for your Patience.” We 
hope to he completely finished by 
the first of summer.

A close friend of the Into Con- 
tractor James J. Fitzgerald, he 
worked as a young man for him in 
several capacities, hut on April 1. 
1907, he entered the employ of the 
Health Department, remaining con- 
tinuously with the Department un- 
til his retirement October 1, 1944. 

I luring his years of service Mr. 
Craughwell saw the motorizing of 
the Department and many changes 
in garbage disposal. He was dur- 
ing his final years foreman of the 
department with supervision over 
the horses and trucks. 

Mr. Craughwell was a frequent 
contributor to the Star, his letters, 
largely on town affairs or early 
history of the community being 
widely read and generally enjoyed.

Since the Children’s Crusade set 
out to free Jerusalem from infidels, 
the world has seen many youth 
movements. None has been quite 
in a class with America’s 4-H 
Clubs, whose 50th birthday is com- 
memorated on a new postage 
stamp, says the National Geogra- 
phic Society. 

At Springfield, Ohio, on January 
15, this 3-cent stamp special de- 
livery size, makes its first appear- 
ance. It shows a farm scene, a 
teen age hoy and girl, the four- 
leaf clover symbol of 4-H, and the 
Clubs’ motto, “Make the Best Bet- 
ter.” The first 4-II Club was or- 
ganized in the Springfield region 
on January 15, 1902. 

From that start the Clubs have 
increased to nearly 90,000. They 
now count more than two million 
active members — hoys and girls 
between 10 and 21. In a half 
century they have trained more 
than 15 million American young- 
sters. 

By Act of Congress, 4-H youth 
training is placed under the De- 
partment of Agriculture. It is 
supervised by the land grant col- 
leges’ extension services and some 
9.000 county agricultural and home 
demonstration agents in all the 
States. Nearly 300,000 men and 
women serve without pay in lead- 
ing the various types of 4-H Club 
activities. 

Support comes also from a grow- 
ing list of corporations and individ- 
ual donors. They give awards rang- 
ing from scholarships, breeding 
stock, and farm implements to gold 
medals, cash prizes, and free trips 
to fairs and 4-II conventions. 

When a boy or girl joins a club, 
he pledges: “My head to clearer 
thinking. My heart to greater loyal- 
ty, My hands to larger service, My 
health to better living, For my club, 
my community, and my country.” 
These are the four H’s — one for 
each leaf of the clover symbol. 

A new member chooses one or 
more projects for his training job. 
Girls often select baking, canning, 
sewing, or home furnishing. A boy 
or girl may raise a garden, a field 
crop, or start with a calf, pig. or 
lamb, or a flock of poultry. Still 
others choose forestry, dairying, 
soil conservation, wildlife protec- 
tion. and many other activities. 

Volunteer leaders help members 
to carry through their projects, to 
think logically, to speak in public, 
and enter contests for prizes. At 
State fairs 4-H work has become a 
top farm exhibit. On many State 
fair grounds, 4-H members have 
their own exhibit building. 

Soil erosion control is a steady 
job for farm boys, its value fully 
recognized in recent years. From 
almost every State come reports of 
4-H boys who have ditched, ter- 
raced, laid drainpipes, seeded old 
fields to grass, filled up gullies, and 
built ponds and dams. 

How to protect wildlife is one of 
the main courses taught at 4-H 
camps. Conservation work ranges 
from halting erosion to feeding 
quail. It includes learning what 
wild creatures — even hawks, gulls, 
foxes, and snakes — do more good 
than harm. Campers learn how to 
plant trees, put out forest fires, or 
to leave bits of crops unharvested 
or a fence row uncleared as cover, 
food, and protection for small wild 
animals and game birds. 

Rat-killing is an important farm 
job that is rewarded with worth- 
while prizes. Rats eat about 200 
million bushels of grain a year in 
the United States. 

Each June, groups of 4-H young- 
sters visit Washington to see the 
Government at work. Some camp 
beside the Potomac, others stop at 
Washington hotels. Many have 
their pictures taken with the Pres- 
ident. One of their chief sightsee- 
ing objectives is the Agricultural 
Research Center at near-by Belts- 
ville, Maryland, where some of the 
most scientific farm adventures in 
the country are constantly in pro- 
gress.

COLLEGE HONORS DR. CHIDLEY MRS. M. JOSEPHINE ARNOLD 


Dr. Chidley was Chairman of the , 
Board of Trustees of North C aro- | 
lina College at Durham, N. (’., for 
thirteen years previous to its being 
taken over by the State of North i 
Ca rolina. 

The college* is a straight Grade 
“A” academic institution, unlike 
certain other colleges for colored 
people in the South, where aca- 
demic studies merely supplement 
training for certain trades, or for | 


agricultural life. 

Due to its being a purely aca- 
demic college, North Carolina Col- 
lege has trained men and women 
for the various professions, espe- 
cially teaching in colored schools, 
which were sadly in need of such. 
The impact of these graduates up- 
on their own race in North Caro- 
lina and other southern states has 
been phenomenal. It has also been 
a strong buttress against the 
spread of Communism among ne- 
groes of the South. 

Dr. Chidley has been connected 
with the college, especially during 
the presidency of the late Dr. 
James E. Shepard, for nearly 40 
years. During that time he has 
given a series of lectures to the 
students each year. Friends of the 
college in the First Congregational 
Church have been unusually gen- 
erous in their financial aid to needy 
students. 

Chidley Hall is the only building 
on the campus named after a non- 
resident of North Carolina. The 
present Board of Trustees, com- 
posed of colored and white citi- 
zens of North Carolina, voted unan- 
imously: “To name the new dor- 
mitory for men ‘The Howard J. 
Chidley Hall’, in honor of Dr. Chid- 
ley, who has made a unique contri- 
bution to the financial and spirit- 
ual needs of the college over many 
decades.” 

Response by Dr. Chidley 

“Edward Everett Hale once ad- 
vised the members of a graduating 
class at Harvard College to join 
some worthy cause, and grow with 
it. 

“Of all the causes with which I 
have been connected outside my 
own profession, North Carolina 
College has given me the greatest 
satisfaction. 

“Some say the day of miracles 
is past, but 1 have seen one happen. 
The growth of this institution dur- 
ing the forty years 1 have known 
it, is nothing short of a miracle. 
It began as a feeble hope on an 
ash-heap, and is now a Grade ‘A’ 
college. 

“It is a monument to the courage 
and foresight of Dr. James E. 
Shepard, its founder. 

“I am proud of my association 
with it, and feel greatly honored 
to have this building bear my 
name; especially since it is the on- 
ly one on the campus named after 
u non-resident of North Carolina. 

“The gracious courtesy of the 
Trustees in so naming it is further 
evidence of the broadminded spirit 
of this commonwealth toward all 
interested in Negro education.”

The Board of Selfcrtmen an-

Pausing to attack 
the present wastefulness in the 
Commonwealth, Mr. Tyler remind- 
ed the audience that state indebt- 
edness has increased in seven years 
from $0,000,000 to an all time high 
of $400,000,000 under the present 
democratic administration and that 
in a similar period the number of 
state employees has jumped from 
19,000 to 43,000. 

Mr. Tyler then outlined the com- 
ing preprimary convention in this 
state. For example, on April 29 in 
Winchester 35 members will be 
elected for a new Republican Town 
Committee. Four delegates and two 
alternates will be chosen from this 
committee to attend the preprimary 
convention held in Worcester on 
June 27. The number of delegates 
at the convention will he arrived at 
on the basis of one person, man and 
woman alternating, for every thou- 
sand Republicans who voted for 
governor in the last election. The 
assembly will then name and en- 
dorse the state ticket.

Victory Gave Indians Undefeated 
League Season 

Sparked by a brilliant individual 
performance by Captain John Di- 
lorio, Winchester High defeated 
Reading High at Reading last Fri- j 
day night by a score of 50 - 39. A 
tum-away crowd was thrilled by ' 
the rugged, bruising contest that 
was always fa^t and that was very 
close until the final quarter. This 
victory gave the Indians a clean 
sweep of their Middlesex League 
schedule, the first time this feat 
has been accomplished since the 
great, undefeated Belmont team of 
five years ago. 

For the first time this year Win- 
chester was behind at the end of 
the* first quarter as Reading held a 
slender 10 - 9 margin at that point.

Farrell did a terrific job of 
guarding the tricky Carleton in the 
second half while Murphy limited 
Lyons and Hovey to two baskets 
between them.

These twice weekly visits are an 
important factor in keeping up 
many patients’ morale. If you talk 
to the librarian in charge of the 
Hospital Service, she will tell you 
there is nothing more gratifying 
than to hear a patient say, “I was 
afraid I would fall asleep and miss 
you. I am so glad you're here.” 
This is not just a patient’s li- 
brary, it is a nurses’ library also. 
It is not uncommon for three or 
four nurses to group around the 
book truck to see “what’s new.” 
One of these same nurses may help 
her patient in choosing a book, say- 
ing, "I read that one. I think you 
would like it, Mrs. Jones.” 

Each year the Library Service 
has grown to keep up with the in- 
creasing demand for books. Now, 
with the expansion of the hospital 
itself, the service finds itself with 
inadequate space and equipment to 
supply patients’ needs for recrea- 
tional reading. Because of the 
therapeutic value of this service, 
it is hoped that in the not-too-dis- 
tant future, a real library room 
can be made available to house a 
larger and more varied collection 
of books.

More people would probably have 
died in one fell swoop on Tuesday 
afternoon had there been a lire at 
the Winchester Hospital than have 
died in all the years of the grade 
crossing in Winchester. Firemen 
are unanimous in stating that the 
pre of cars on Highland avenue 
would have prevented getting ap- 
paratus and needed equipment to 
the' hospital, bad the building been 
afire, and getting a lire truck into 
any of the side streets around the 
hospital would have been virtually 
impossible. A house that caught 
fire in the neighborhood of the hos- 
pital Tuesday afternoon would 
have been definitely out of luck 
just because of the curiosity seek- 
ers who hastened to got as near the 
hospital as possible just as soon 
as the fire alarm was identified. 
The Star also hoard that the hos- 
pital phones were so jammed with 
calls during the time of the sup- 
posed tire that had it been neces- 
sary to get an emergency call in 
or out, the call could not have been 
made. There is of course no way to 
prevent the curious from calling 
a hospital or other public institu- 
tion in the event of supposed dis-is- 
tcr, though it would appear that i 
any one with adult intelligence I 
should know better than to do so i 
unless the call be absolutely nec»*s- i 
sary. There should, however, bo I 
some way to prevent motorists 
front threatening the lives and i 
safety of the public in the event i 
of fire, and if there are not now ne- 
cessary regulations on the statute 
books, they ought to be placed 
there at once. How would we all ! 
feel if our fine hospital had been 
reduced by flames Tuesday, with 
the loss of many or most of the 1 
patients, simply because curiousity 
seekers prevented the firemen j 
from getting near enough to the 
building to put out the fire and ! 
save the inmates.

SOCIAL SECURITY 

Wage earners and «elf-emplnyed 
persons planning to retire this year 
under the new Social Security Act 
should promptly get in touch with 
the local Social Security Adminis- 
tration field office at 2 Trowbridge 
Mrcot, Cambridge, James T. 
Phelan, manager, announced today. 
Because of the nature of certain 
changes in the law. it is important 
that these persons know just how 
they may bo affected bv them be- 
fore actually retiring. 

“Those who retire before July 1. 

1952, will not qualify for the maxi- 
mum benefit -- except in rare 
eases” he declared. “And only in 
a few instances can the $8o month- 
ly benefit be paid before January 

1953. This is the main reason why 
those planning retirement this year 
should ask us where they stand.” 

The maximum retirement pay- 
ment under the new formula is *80 
a month and the minimum is $20 
monthly depending on the aver- 
age monthly earnings. 

"Beginning April 1952, two new 
factors enter the old-age and sur- 
vivors insurance picture,” Mr. 
Phelan said. “One, the new formula 
for figuring benefits may be used 
for the first time. And secondly, 
those aged persons whose work 
came under social security for the 
fit ' f time beginning January 1951 
may. by April, have enough credits 
to qualify them for benefits.” 

The manager pointed out that lie- 
ginning January 1951 regularly 
employed domestic and farm work- 
er.- . many self-employed persons, 
and others were brought under the 
provisions of this Federal insurance 
system for the first time in its his- 
tory.

TO ATTEND MEETING IN PARIS 

Joshua Whatmough. Professor of 
Comparative Philology at Harvard 
University, plans to leave Cam- 
bridge on Wednesday, February 20 
to attend the second meeting of the 
International Council for Philo- 
sophy and Humanistic Studies in 
Paris.

three years. The question of creat- 
ing a separate International Coun- 
i oil for Social Sciences, to include 
some of the work now sponsored by 
the International Council for Phil- 
osophy and Humanistic Studies, 
will be discussed.

BEAT WATERTOWN 


Word has been received of the 
death in California on February 11 
of John F. O’Brien, a former wide- 
ly known resident of Winchester, 
who had been making his home on 
the west coast for many years. 


A Massachusetts family w’ith an 
income of $5,000 pays more in fed- 
eral taxes than it does to feed it- 
self. Wayne B. Thompson, Pres- 
ident of Spray Engineering Com- 
pany, Somerville, said today. 

Mr. Thompson said the disclosure 
came to light in a report compiled 
bv the National Association of 
Manufacturers, designed to show 
the extent to which the cost of gov- 
ernment has risen in terms of 
family income. 

According to the report, based on 
state figures obtained through gov- 
ernment sources, both direct and 
indirect federal taxes cost the 
$5,000 income family $1,300. That 
same family spends only $1,100 in 
the course of a year for food in 
local retail stores. 

People are inclined to believe 
their federal tax bill is only what 
is deducted from their pay enve- 
lopes, the industrialist said. “The 
truth is, however, that this direct 
federal tax is only part of the 
story,” Mr. Thompson said. “The 
total impact of federal taxes at 
various income levels can be seen 
in a table prepared in connection 
with the data for this area.”

A • • he March 3 < lect ion t he vot - 
ci of Winchester are being asked 
to vote YES or NO in answer to 
the following question: Shall an 

act passed by the General Court in 
the year 1949 entitled “An Act 
relative to the granting of vaca- 
tions for members of the regular 
or permanent police and fire forces 
in certain cities and towns” he ac- 
cepted. The Finance Committee 
feels that the facts pertaining to 
this question should he considered 
by all voters. 

The Act provides that all regu- 
lar members of the fire and police 
departments shall be entitled to 
two weeks vacation with pay after 
one year of service, three weeks 
vacation with pay after five years 
of service and four weeks with pay 
after 10 years service. At the pre- 
sent time the members of the fire 
and police departments are entitled 
to two weeks vacation with pay af- 
ter one year of service, as well as 
paid sick leave and retirement be- 
nefits. 

There are 13 men in the two de- 
partments who would receive three 
weeks vacation and 29 men who 
would receive four weeks if this 
act is accepted. 

The time lost in this way would 
have to be replaced by employing 
additional men at an annual cos’ 
of approximately $20,000.00. In ad- 
dition, an Article in the Warrant 
for the Representative Town Meet- 
ing provides an opportunity for the 
town to extend these same added 
benefits to all town employees. The 
total cost of the program would he 
onsiderahle. 

The Finance* Committee feels 
that the town employees already 
enjoy more liberal vacation and 
other benefits than many of the 
town’s taxpayers. With a tax rate 
of $43. or higher already in pros- 
pect for 1952, it seems especially 
unwarranted to place this extra 
burden on the taxpayers.

Dyer, who survives, with a brother, 
William Irwin of Winchester; 31 
grandchildren and 11 great-grand- 
children. 

Funeral services were held Tues- 
day afternoon at the late residence, 
with Rev. Milton Schadegg, pastor 
of the Park Avenue Congregational 
Church in Arlington Heights, offi- 
ciating. Two favorite hymns,

“Abide With Me” were sung during 
the services. Burial was in Mt. 
Pleasant Cemetery, Arlington.

VACATION QUESTION 


A joint committee representing 
the Police and Fire Departments 
wish to clarify their position in 
connection with their request for 
more liberal vacation periods. 

At the Annual Town Election, 
March 3rd. voters will he asked to 
express their pleasure on the fol- 
lowing: “Shall an Act passed hv the 
General Court in the year nineteen 
hundred and forty-nine entitled 
‘An Act relative to the granting of 
vacations for members of the reg- 
ular or permanent police and fire 
forces in certain Cities and Towns’ 
be accepted ?” 

Few acts concerning Police and 
Fire Departments have been legal- 
ized by this State and accepted by 
this Town. A more progressive 
vacation system for Police and Fire 
Departments would, in our opinion, 
he most favorahle to Winchester. 
These two departments do not re- 
ceive any paid holidays, and the 
holidays thus denied them would 
approximate the maximum vaca- 
tion allowed under this hill. This 
Act has been accepted for State 
Employees and by many nearby 
towns and cities. Some towns 
smaller in size than Winchester 
have had a more favorahle vacation 
system installed for quite some 
time.

In view of the statement that ap- 
peared in the columns of the Star 
last week that the Selectmen were 
opposed to t the question on the bal- 
lot March 3rd which would grant 
additional paid vacation time to 
the members of the police and fire 
departments, the Board of Select- 
men 1ms issued further explana- 
tion. 

In the first place, it is the opinion 
of the Board that the two weeks’ 
vacation which these men now en- 
joy is adequate, and that three 
weeks’ vacation after five years, 
and four w r eeks’ vacation after 10 
years of service is an unnecessary 
expense to the Town, and would 
give more vacation time than most 
taxpayers themselves enjoy. This 
expense for these departments a- 
lone could amount to nearly $22,000 
annually. In addition the Town 
would have the services of many 
men for only 11 months of the year 
while paying for 12. 

In the second place, if this ex- 
tra vacation extravagance should 
be voted for these town employees, 
would not other town employees 
expect that they in turn should al- 
so be given this additional benefit? 
If this proposal is approved, the 
actual working time, because of the 
existing five day week schedule, 
would be only 240 out of the 365 
days in the year. 

The vote s should consider these 
facts before voting. 

If a majority of the voters vote 
“Yes” on this question on the bal- 
lot, then it is possible that subse- 
quent town meeting action on the 
article for vacations of all town 
employees would grant all employ- 
ees similar vacation benefits. 

If the Town granted such super 
vacation allowance to all its em- 
ployees, the result would inevitably 
be a substantial increase in the 
tax rate.

ADULT EDUCATION PROGRAM 
PROPOSED FOR WINCHESTER 

At the annual mooting on March 
13 town meeting members will he 
asked to consider a proposal offered 
hv the School Committee looking 
toward the establishment of an 
adult education program in Win- 
chester. As earlier reported in the 
$tar, petitions calling for the crea- 
tion of such a program were circu- 
lated last fall and received a sub- 
stantial number of signatures. 
After investigating the conduct of 
these courses elsewhere and ascer- 
taining their value, the School Com. 
mittce asked that an article be in- 
serted in the Warrant for consider- 
ation at the Annual Representative 
Town Meeting. 

Article 17 reads, in part, “To see 
if the Town will authorize the 
School Committee to establish and 
maintain State-Aided Vocational 
Education ...” Though it is re- 
ferred to as vocational education 
because of the wording of the state 
law, the program suggested would 
also he directed toward what might 
be called cultural enrichment. If 


own materials. 

4. The course would consist of 
two terms of 10 weeks each, meet- 
ing one night per week for a three 
hour session. 

5. Classes would be limited to not 
less than 10 nor more than 25 stu- 
dents, except in the case of classes 
in music. 

(5. Possible courses might be: 
woodworking, arts and crafts, 
public speaking, foreign affairs, 
foreign languages, typing, short- 
hand, bookkeeping, music, physical 
education, sewing, law for the lay- 
man, rug hooking, home nursing, 
and home gardening. 

Investigation has shown that 
adult education programs are al- 
ready operating successfully in 
many communities. The town of 
Winthrop, for example, maintains 
the Wintrop Center for Adult Edu- 
cation. Its handbook lists 25 
courses, including such areas as 
English, public speaking, dramatics, 
history, business, music, psycho- 
logy, science, mathematics, and in- 
dustrial arts.

Winchester faces a light election 
vote on Monday, due to the lack of 
contest on the ballot. Only for Se- 
lectmen, School Committee, Con- 
stables and for town meeting mem- 
bers do contests occur, which is un- 
fortunate, for generally speaking, 
many do not take the trouble to 
vote when little opportunity is 
given for preference in candidates. 
There surely should he an excep- 
tion to this rule this year. Times 
are critical and with the vast pow- 
ers inherent in the office of Select- 
man it is important to get the 
strongest possible candidates elect- 
ed this year. The Board of Select- 
men faces no easy task in guiding 
the town in the immediate future. 
The same is true, perhaps even more 
so, with regard to the School Com- 
mittee. School problems that have 
been intensifying through the years 
are rapidly reaching a spot where 
something will have to be done. It 
is to the School Committee that the 
town must look for guidance in ar- 
riving at the best solution of these 
problems, best for the schools and 
best for the town and taxpayers. 
Surely everyone who has been dis- 
satisfied with what has happened 
in local school circles in recent 
years owes it to himself and the 
community to vote for School Com- 
mittee this year. Constables do not 
make so much difference to the 
average citizen, hut it constables 
are worth having at all, it is worth 
while having the best possible of 
those available for the office. At 
the town meeting member level the 
quality of those elected to represent 
their friends and neighbors is very 
important. The members of the 
limited town meeting decide so 
many matters, particularly affect- 
ing the tax-rate, that those who are 
concerned with making both ends 
meet now, need to know something 
about those they so easily elect to 
represent them in the charmed cir- 
cle of representatives at the town 
hall. Throughout the year those 
of us around town all the time hear 
a great deal of dissatisfaction with 
this and that town procedure from 
persons who, if questioned, will 
admit freely enough, that they 
never vote in town elections. They 
are much worse than the officials 
they criticize, sometimes justly, be- 
cause it is the indifference of these 
voters which makes it possible for 
many an incompetent public official 
to ride into office. By and large, 
people get what they demand in 
government at any level, but it is 
easier to be sure of your candidates 
in a town election, where they can 
be well known. Let us all vote 
Monday and what is even more im- 
portant, let us cast our ballots 
wisely. Much depends on so doing. 
Especially in the matter of the new 
vacation requests of the Police and 
Firemen appearing on the ballot 
the voters should examine the ques- 
tion from both sides before making 
their decision. Fairness to both 
the taxpayers and those who guard 
our homes and safety demands that 
we inform ourselves of just what is 
wanted, and what it will cost, be- 
fore balloting on this question. 
Many with whom the Star has talk- 
ed have been completely ignorant 
of the issue involved. We repeat, 
vote, and vote wisely, or at least 
informedly, on Monday. You have 
no kick coming if you do not!

PUBLIC WORKS COUNCIL MOTION 


The following motion was ap- 
proved at the February 21 meeting 
of the Public Works Council. It 
was voted that if the Public Works 
Council should submit a motion to 
the Town Meeting under Article 
30 of the Warrant, the motion he 
in the form below: 

Moved and Seconded, 

That the Committee known as 
the Public Works Council, es- 
tablished by vote of the Ad- 
journed Annual Town Meeting 
March 20, 1947, he enlarged, and 
that its duties and function he 
broadened as follows: 

1. The Committee shall consist of 
the Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, the Water and Sewer 
Board, the Board of Park Com- 
missioners, the Board of Ceme- 
tery Commissioners, the Super- 
intendent of Streets, the Chair- 
man of the Personnel Board 
when and if a Board is appoint- 
ed, and the Clerk of the Board 
of Selectmen ex-officio. 

2. The Chairman of the Council 
shall he elected by the Council 
from its members, and the Clerk 
of the Board of Selectmen shall 
he Clerk. 

3. The Council shall hold regular 
monthly meetings and special 
meetings when called by the 
Chairman or by the Clerk on re- 
quest of any two members. 

4. Each town department having 
membership on the Council shall 
submit to the Council forthwith 
and annually thereafter, not lat- 
er than April 1, a schedule of 
its respective requirements for 
work during the ensuing year 
requiring the facilities of town 
equipment and labor. 

5. The Council shall ascertain and 
make provision for so much 
work to be done, using town fa- 
cilities and labor jointly, as may 
he feasible. 

6. All motor vehicles in excess of 
one-half ton rated capacity, and 
all other motorized equipment 
and other machinery or equip- 
ment designed for employment 
by the town in construction work 
or maintenance work akin to 
construction, which shall be pur- 
chased by the town hereafter, 
shall be p irehased only with 
the approval of the Public Works 
Council 

7. No change is to he made in t ho 
constitutional functions, prero- 
gatives, rights and duties of the 
Board of Park Commissioners, 
of the Board of Cemetery Com- 
missioners, of the Superintend- 
ent of Streets, of the Tree War- 
den, and of the Water and Sewer 
Board, as each of these Boards 
and Commissioners are present- 
ly constituted and established. 

8. The Council shall submit to each 
Annual Representative Town 
Meeting a report of progress, 
together with any recommenda- 
tions which it may have for 
changes necessary for further 
consolidation.

ENfRGY AND HARD WORK 
RESTORE FORMER GREATNESS 
OE ROTTERDAM 

The postwar revival of the Neth- 
erlands* p<*rt city of Rotterdam is 
an inspiring • sample of determined 
rebuilding after war’s devastation, 
the National Geographic Society 
reports. 

The German bombing that level- 
ed the center of Rotterdam on May 
1 1. 1940 three hours after nego- 
tiations for surrender of the city 
had begun was one of the hor- 
rors of the early part of World War 
II. A Do extremely damaging was 
the systematic demolition of port 
facilities carried out by the retreat- 
ing Nazis just before the end of 
the war in Europe. 

The demolitions left much of the 
finest harbor equipment cranes, 
loading barges, floating grain un- 
loaders and floating drydoeks 
masses of broken concrete and 
twisted steel. 

\ Imost Completely Rebuilt 

Today most of the damage has 
been repaired. New facilities are 
more modern and in some cases 
more numerous than those destroy- 
ed. 

Rotterdam, however, was also 
faced with the serious problem of 
finding use for its rehabilitated 
port. Before the war a great part 
of its traffic was cargo transship- 
ped from the Rhine, near whose 
mouth the city stands. In 1938 
Rhine cargo in the port totaled 32 
million tons. Now it has shrunk 
to 14 million.

Late in 1951, however, Dr. Raw- 
don Smith, Washington, D. C., 
physicist, demonstrated to the re- 
cording industry a new machine 
which can make unlimited numbers 
of copies equal or superior to the 
master tape.

This Sunday afternoon the 42 
towns and cities comprising CD 
Region 5 — the entire greater Bos- 
ton area — will join forces in an 
all-Region Tost Alert. The prob- 
lem will commence with the theor- 
etical explosion of an atom bomb, 
with “ground zero” at Watertown 
arsenal. 

The purpose of the alert is to 
determine the extent of the prob- 
lems involved in co-ordinating CD 
forces assisting at a scene of dis- 
aster, when drawn from so many 
communities, and their speed in 
gathering. 

Rescue squads. Mobile First Aid 
Units, Utilities Teams, Radiological 
Teams, etc., while not sent in their 
entirety on this occasion, will each 
he represented by at least one ve- 
hicle, from every community, for 
co-ordinating purposes. Winches- 
ter’s participation in the Alert will 
include the dispatching of our Fire 
Division’s Pumping Engine No. 1, 
and a representative vehicle from 
each of the following units: Medical 
and Health Division. Rescue Sec- 
tion of the Rescue and Transpor- 
tation Division, Utilities Division, 
and possibly the Police Division. 

All vehicles for Winchester’s 
units will he supplied by the Trans- 
portation Division, as dispatched by 
our own fully-functioning Control 
Center — for Winchester is also 
conducting a test of its own, to 
gain fullest possible advantage 
from the Region problem. 

Though this is the first all- 
Region alert held, for us to join, 
Sunday will actually mark the third 
CD alert held by Winchester’s pro- 
gressive CD Department, with all 
elements participating. 

As before, a hypothetical Sector 
Hq. will be set up to “feed” infor- 
mation and requests to Winches- 
ter’s Control Center, and be acted 
upon by various CD Divisions con- 
cerned. Unlike the Regional prob- 
lem, in which detailed plans have 
been published beforehand, our 
local tests always present a sur- 
prise situation to simulate reality 
and test the ingenuity and organiz- 
ation of Winchester’s CD forces as 
fully as possible. 

Running for approximately IV* 
hours, this Winchester alert proce- 
dure will differ from others only 
in that messages from the actual 
Sector Hq. working with the Re- 
gional problem, will take prece- 
dence over Uie hypothetical Sec- 
tor’s instructions. The usual post- 
problem critique will be held Sun- 
day evening. Reports and Com- 
ments concerning our part in the 
Regional problem will he heard, as 
well as those on our local effort. 

Interested Winchesterites will 
want to watch their television sets 
about 2:30 Sunday afternoon for a 
j broadcast of events in the Re- 
J gional problen including an inter- 
esting demonstration of combined 
fire equipment from many commu- 
nities. putting up a dense water 
screen several hundred yards long, 
beside the Charles River, plus 
scenes of other activities in various 
assembly areas of the different ser- 
vices, even to mass feeding of the 
many CD personnel participating. 

Would-be “sightseers” are warn- 
ed not to drive to the scene of the 
problem; all traffic will be diverted 
from the critical area, just as in 
the case of an actual emergency. 
^ our TV “front seat” remains your 
best bet for witnessing the test.

Her basic philo- 
sophy of life was founded on the 
ancient precept. The Lord loveth a 
cheerful giver, and to this injunc- 
tion she adhered literally. Her life 
was spent in kindness to others. 
She knew of no greater pleasure. 

Blessed with rugged good health 
and masterful strength of will 
tempered hy deep religious convic- 
tions she impressed her personality 
upon all her friends and neighbors, 
while its effect upon her children 
was marked. Although attendance 
at church as a faithful member of 
the Church of England was rarely 
possible during the early busy 
years, she nevertheless continuous- 
ly turned to her Bible and her pray- 
ers for the help which she so great- 
ly needed and which she invariably 
fbund. To the end of her long life 
she unceasingly turned to this 
neverfailing source. Her Bible 
prayer hook and hymnal are worn 
and frayed from continuous use. 

It is from such a pattern of liv- 
ing that character is horn. She 
left her mark on all Winchester. 
The community acknowledges its 
obligation to this strong soul and 
recognizes her part in the creation 
of the town as we know it today. 
For it is through the implanting of 
sterling ideals in childhood that a 
healthy maturity is made possible. 
To this end result Mrs. Elliott made 
an outstanding contribution. 

On Tuesday, February 19, Mrs. 
George W. Elliott slipped away 
from us after a brief illness which 
can only he described as “old age”. 
She will live on in our memories 
for the dead become alive as we 
remember them.

Ma^aehusett*, on proposed 
changes in the* Zoning B\ -l.au under \rtielc? 38. 10 and 11 of the \\ ar- 
rant for the \nniial Town Meeting, reading a* follow*: 

ARTICLE 38. To hear and act on the report of the Planning 
Hoard and then to see it the Town will amend the Zoning By-Laws by 
making all or any portion of the following proposed changes, or take 
any action in relation thereto : 

SECTION 2 

Strike out Section 2 and substitute a new Section 2 as follows: 

Section 2. SINGLE RESIDENCE DISTRICTS. 

In Single Residence Districts, no new building or structure shall be 
constructed or used, in whole or in part, and no building or structure, or 
part thereof, shall be altered, enlarged, reconstructed or used, and no 
land shall be used 

A. For any industry, trade, manufacturing, business, or commer- 
cial purpose (except as specifically set forth in this Section) ; or 

B. < For any purpose except one or more of the following : 

1. Detached single-family house. 

2. Church or other place of worship, parish house, rectory, 
or convent. 

3. Religious, sectarian, or denominational educational pur- 
pose. 

4. Public school, college, library, museum, art gallery or 
other public educational purpose. 

5. Public recreational or water supply use. 

G. Public administration building, lire or police station. 

7. Orchard, truck garden, nursery or similar use of the land 
for raising of agricultural crops (but not including, except 
as hereinafter provided, any building or structure prim- 
arily used in connection with such purpose, nor any public 
display of produce). 

8. Customary home occupation conducted in a dwelling or 
building accessory thereto by a person living and maintain- 
ing a home on the premises, such as a professional office, 
renting of rooms and the furnishing of table board to not 
more than four persons, dressmaking, home cooking, tutor- 
ing, or handcraft work (but not including a barber shop, 
beauty parlor, gift shop, real estate office, restaurant, tourist 
home or similar use offering services to the general public) ; 
provided that : 

a. Such use is clearly incidental and secondary to the use 
of the premises for residential purposes. 

b. Not more than one person other than residents of the 
premises is regularly employed thereon in connection 
with such use. 

c. No offensive noise, vibration, smoke, dust, odors, heat 
or glare is produced. 

d. There is no exterior display and no exterior sign per- 
taining to such use, except for a name plate, not ex- 
ceeding one square foot in area, indicating the profes- 
sional occupation of a doctor or dentist residing on the 
premises. 

e. There is no exterior storage of material or equipment 
(including the parking of commercial vehicles) and no 
other exterior indication of such use or variation from 
the residential character of the premises. 

9. Customary accessory uses clearly incidental to and located 
on the same premises with any of the foregoing uses, in- 
cluding : 

a. Private garage for not more than three automobiles per 
family, not more than one of which shall be a com- 
mercial vehicle. 

b. Private greenhouse, tool shed, playhouse, tennis court 
or other similar building or structure for domestic 
storage or use. 

c. Living quarters for domestic employees or temporary 
non-paving guests, containing no kitchen facilities, pro- 
vided that such quarters are not rented or used as a 
separate dwelling. 

d. Keeping of animals for personal enjoyment or house- 
hold use, provided that all accessory buildings and 
structures in which such animals are housed are not 
less than 15 feet from side and rear lot lines. 

e. Temporary unlighted signs aggregating not over 20 
square feet in area pertaining to the sale or lease of the 
premises, provided that all such signs are not less than 
15 feet from any street or lot line. 

f. Removal of earth products in connection with the con- 
struction of a building or structure for which a per- 
mit has been issued in accordance with the Building 
Laws. 

C. Provided, however, that it permission of the Board of Appeals 
be obtained in accordance with the procedure and conditions set 
forth in Section 8 hereof, buildings and structures may be c< in- 
structed, altered, enlarged, reconstructed and used, and land 
may be used, for one or more of the following purposes : 

1. Private school, college, library, museum, art gallery, or other 
private educational purpose not conducted for protit. 

2. Agency giving day care to children as defined in Section 58 
of Chapter 111 of the General Laws, as amended. 

3. Club house, or other non-profit civic, social, or recreational 
use (but not including any use the chief activity of which is 
one customarily conducted as a business). 

-1. Hospital, sanitorium, philanthropic or charitable institution, 
rest home, convalescent or nursing home (but not including 
a correctional institution or place of detention, or, if con- 
ducted for profit, a place for the care of the insane, feeble 
minded, epileptic, drug, or liquor patients), provided that 
all buildings so used are not less than 50 feet from side and 
rear lot lines. 

5. Cemetery not conducted for profit, including necessary in- 
cidental buildings and structures, provided that all parts and 
portions of such use are not less than 50 feet from side and 
rear lot lines. 

G. Any public use not specifically enumerated herein (includ- 
ing a public utility or communications use ) which is neces- 
sary for the service of the immediate area or w hich requires 
a location outside of Business and Industrial Districts for 
reasons of space or function ; provided that all outside stor- 
age of materials and equipment is in completely screened 
yards. 

7 . Conversion of a single-family house built prior to March 
10, 1924, into a two-familv house, provided that: 

a. The total floor area of the finished rooms, exclusive of 
passagew ays, storage space, and bathrooms, is not less 
than ‘00 square feet in each apartment unit. 

b. The conversion does not require for safety or other 
reasons any exterior change which alters the single- 
family character of the house, and no such change is 
made. 

8. Commercial boat livery, tennis court, outdoor ice skating 
rink, ski ground, or golf course, provided that all parts and 
portions of such use arc not less than 50 feet from side and 
rear lot lines.

a. Commercial greenhouses and all buildings and struc- 
tures in w hich farm animals or riding horses are housed 
arc not less than 50 feet from side and rear lot lines, 
b No < >d< «r p r « iducing. « r dust -producing material is stored 
nr used within 50 feet of >ide and rear lot lines. 

10. Removal of sod, loam, sand, gravel or other earth products 
from the premises i except where permitted as an accessory 
used). 

11. Customary accessory uses clearly incidental to and located 
on the same premises with any of the foregoing uses. 

SECTION 3. 

Strike out Section 3 and substitute a new Section 3 a> follows: 

Section 3. GENERAL RESIDENCE DISTRICTS. In General 
Residence Districts, no new building or structure shall be constructed or 
used in whole or in part, and no building or structure, or part thereof, 
shall be altered, enlarged, reconstructed or used, and no land shall be used 

A. For any industry, trade, manufacturing, business or commercial 
purpose (except as specifically set forth in this Section) ; or 

B. For any purpose except one or more of the following: 

1. Any of the purpose s authorized without permission of the 
Board of Appeals in Single Residence Districts (as enumer- 
ated, with any restrictions thereon, in paragraph B of Sec- 
tion 2, hereof) 

2. Double bouse or duplex house. 

3. Boarding house or lodging house. 

4. Customary accessory uses clearly incidental to and located 
on the same premises with any of the foregoing uses. 

C. Provided, however, that if permission of the Board of Appeals 
be obtained in accordance with the procedure and conditions 
set forth in Section S hereof, buildings and structures may be 
constructed, altered, enlarged, reconstructed and used, and land 
may be used for one <>r more of the following purposes: 

1. Am of the purposes which may be permitted by the Board 
of Appeals in Single Residence Districts (as enumerated, 
with any restrictions thereon, in paragraph C of Section 2 
hereof ). 

2. Apartment house or group bouse not exceeding two and 
one half habitable stories in height, provided that in the 
case of every building constructed after the adoption of 
this amendment and used for such purpose, there shall be 
available on the premises or on land associated therewith 
and within 200 feet thereof, permanently maintained auto- 
mobile parking or garaging space for the use of residents 
and their guests, having an area of not less than 250 square 
feet for each family accommodated on said premises.

7. Sales establishment for fuel, ice, coal, wood, or building 
materials (such as lumber, heating and roofing) with not 
more than 10,000 square feet of ground area per establish- 
ment. 

8. Theater, dancing academy, or commercial amusement, if 
conducted wholly within a completely enclosed building. 

9. Meeting ball or assembly ball. 

10. Business or professional office or agency, bank or other 
financial institution. 

11. Public use, including public utility or communications use. 

12. Shop for light manufacture of products to be sold at retail 
on the premises by a baker or confectioner. 

13. Personal service shop of a barber, hairdresser, manicurist, 
or shoe shiner. 

14. Shop for custom work by a cabinetmaker, dressmaker, fur- 
rier, interior decorator, milliner, shoemaker, tailor, tinsmith, 
upholsterer, or woodworker ; provided that all products 
manufactured are to be sold at retail on the premises. 

15. Place of business, dealing directly with the consumer, of a 
chiropodist, druggist, optician, or podiatrist. 

1G. Any of the following service establishments, dealing direct- 
ly with the consumer: bicycle rental or repair shop, clothing 
rental establishments, collection station for laundry and dry 
cleaning, frozen food lockers, funeral parlor, hand or self- 
service laundry, photographic studio, radio and household 
appliance repair shop, shoe and hat repair shop, telegraph 
or express office, watch and clock repair shop. 

17. Any of the following consumer, professional, or commercial 
service establishments: blue-printing establishment, business 
or trade school, carpet and rug cleaning establishment, cater- 
ing service, dry cleaning and dying establishment, linen sup- 
ply service, medical or dental laboratory, power laundry, 
printing establishment, or sign painting service. 

18. Place for work and storage in connection with his trade of 
a builder, carpenter, electrician, contractor, mason, painter, 
paperhanger, plumber, or roofer, with not more than 10,000 
square feet of ground area per establishment. 

19. Automobile service station, public garage, repair shop for 
motor vehicles, tire vulcanizing shop, or commercial auto- 
mobile parking lot.

21. Signs, as permitted by law and by-law. 

C. Any purpose which the Hoard of Appeals shall specifically find 
to he of the same general character as any of the foregoing uses, 
if permission of said Hoard be obtained in accordance with the 
procedure and conditions set forth in Section 8 hereof. 

D. Such industry, trade, or light manufacturing as is incidental

Ah a personal observer in Watertown last Sunday, your Winchester 
CD reporter was impressed by many fine points of the all- Region test, 
but was also struck by many, many things that seemed to be lacking 
there however, maybe I’ve been spoiled by seeing what Winchester 
has done in the same time. 


First, for the “plus” side of the 
ledger, it is true that when you 
consider the limited objectives of 
the Watertown exercise, it was a 
success The Region’s, first unified 
test did prove that Boston does 
have a great potential CD disaster 
force, that the towns and cities are 
able and enthusiastic about work- 
ing together well, and can mobilize 
quickly, and perhaps most import- 
ant: the public is not, ns many 
feared, apathetic, but vitally 
interested in making Civil Defense 
a practical “going concern.” 

Thousands who gathered along 
the Charles River saw an effective 
auxiliary police organization 
smoothly direct C D traffic and con- 
trol crowds. We were all impressed 
(and fire fighters were drenched!) 
by the half-mile water screen 
thrown up along the river by 
pumping engines from countless 
communities. The wall of water, 
the roar of massed pumping en- 
gines, the boyish excitement of 
sincere fire regulars and auxiliar- 
ies doing a job together, added up 
to a thrill hard to forget. 

A Fine Show 

A medical exhibit with the 
“works” from white-robed radio-, 
logical teams with their CJeiger- 
counters checking “radioactivity,” 
a score of casualties “burned,” 
“fractured” and “hysterical,” res- 
cued and treated by stretcher bear- 
ers, even with pink bottles of “plas- 
ma,” the thoughtful inclusion of 
the clergy to attend the “dying,” 
the spectacular release of heaven 
knows how many carrier pigeons — 
made difficult seeing for some spec- 
tators, but, of course, fine fare for 
the TV cameras well-spotted there 
in advance.

PATENT TO CREDE 


On February 19, 1952, the United 
Stutes Patent Office granted patent 
number 2,580,307 on a “Seismic 
Frame Structure” to Charles E. 
Crede, 14 Brookside avenue. 

This invention pertains to an im- 
proved supporting frame for a por- 
table vibrograph or machine that 
measures and indicates the vibra- 
tions of building walls, bridges, and 
similar large structures. Generally 
speaking, such a vibrograph com- 
prises a box-like housing within 
which is mounted a recording me- 
chanism. The latter is actuated by 
a spring-biased rod that is in con- 
tact with the object of which the 


hration is produced on a tape which 
is moved out of the housing. 

According to Mr. Crede, the de- 
termination of the vibration of the 
aforementioned types of structures 
involves certain difficulties. For 
example, a swaying building moves 
in its entirety so that there is no 
stationary reference within the 
building from which to measure. 
Moreover, the frequency of vibra- 
tion is as low as two cycles per 
second; and, as a consequence, con- 
vential portable vibrographs are 
not possible because, in the absence 
of a suitable support, they do not 
produce a satisfactory vibration 
record at frequencies below ten 
cycles per second. Incidentally, the 
latter limitation may be overcome 
by adding several hundred pounds

UNBEATEH INDIANS 
IN GARDEN CLASSIC 

Winchester High School’s un- 
beaten basketball team, titan of the 
Class B teams of Greater Boston, 
and, in the opinion of most experts, 
good enough to hold its own with 
any of the Class A teams, has been 
chosen for the second straight year 
to compete in the Tech Tournament 
which opens at the Boston Garden 
on Monday, March 10. 

Winchester was selected for 
tournament competition as cham- 
pion of the Middlesex League, but 
had they played in no league, the 
Indians would have rated a tour- 
ney bid on their outstanding record 
alone. Unbeaten in 20 games, this 
year’s team is undoubtedly the best 
ever to represent the Red and 
Black. There may have been an 
occasional unbeaten basketball 
team in the high school’s history, 
but you will have to go hack a long 
way to find it, if indeed you can. 
There is no record of any unbeaten 
team previous to this at the high 
school athletic office and old timers 
with whom we have spoken can re- 
call no teams with perfect records 
among the outstanding quintets to 
represent the school. 

Basketball like most other sports 
has come a long way since the old 
days, and though you may not like 
the modern version, with its inces- 
sant whistle-blowing you will have 
to admit the game is much faster 
and complex than it used to be. 

Winchester’s curent team is a 
senior team, the members of which 
have been working together under 
Coach Ted Bartlett ever since they 
were freshmen. As sophomores 
they looked good and last year as a 
junior group they tied for the Mid- 
dlesex League crown and went on 
to the tournament, being elimin- 
ated by Milton in the Garden solely 
because of inexperience. 

This year Winchester has the ex- 
perience, and the poise that only 
experience can bring. Expertly 
coached by one of the best in the 
business, the Indians have the tech- 
nical equipment so many of the 
other potentially good teams lack 
and the ability to make their offen- 
sive and defensive patterns work. 
Averaging about 70 points a game 
Winchester’s scoring is not con- 
fined to any one star, though big 


Doug Hawkins broke the school’s 
individual scoring record in the 
Woburn game last Friday. Any 
one of three or four boys in the 
line-up can break out in a scoring 
rash any time, and there isn’t a 
player in the line-up who can’t 
score when given the opportunity 

Besides beating all of the Middle- 
sex League teams twice, Winches- 
ter has won from Winthrop, North- 
eastern Conference champion, 
twice; from Danvers, from Woburn 
twice and from Kennett High of 
Conway, N. H. The Indians have 
scrimmaged with several Class A 
teams on off days and have more 
than held their own with the larger 
schools. They have also done well 
in Saturday morning sessions with 
nearby college freshman teams. 

Tonight Winchester plays Ports- 
mouth High, Class A Champion of 
New Hampshire at Portsmouth in 
a tune-up for the tournament game 
Monday. Without several of their 
key players the Indians more than 
held their own with Arlington in a 
scrimmage Tuesday. 

Winchester will not be without 
support in the Garden when they 
take the Court Monday evening at 
8:30. A big block of tickets has 
been on sale all week at McCor- 
mack’s Apothecary and local fans 
have been gobbling them up. The 
Indians opponent will not be an- 
nounced in time for this week’s 
paper, but whoever it is Winchester 
will be in there battling and should 
do well.

We enjoyed running into Triends 
among the auxiliary police from 
far-off Needham, light on the job, 
seeing cars from little Plimpton, 
from Cochituatc from every- 
where, it seemed; and we all have 
a very good word for the well- 
planned feeding tennis that 
brought coffee, doughnuts and 
sandwiches right up to the "front 
lines,” where workers could eat 
without trudging hundreds of 
yards hack to rear areas. 

Winchester Test a Contrast 

For what it lacked, I don’t need 
to say a word. Let me just tell you 
what Winchester did, on the same 
day This was Winchester’s third 
all-element alert, and it showed 
clearly the results of hard, grilling 
work, months of preparation, and 
indescribable community spirit and 
teamwork. 

Contrast Watertown’s simple 
problem fully detailed in ad- 
vance to the complex schedule 
of messages in Winchester’s prob- 
lem (used to supplement messages 
emanating from Watertown), all 
coming as a complete, realistic 
surprise to the people who had to 
work them out in the test. 

Smooth-working Force 

After months of work, Winches- 
ter’s control center presents a 
calm, smooth, efficient working 
force. And they are so fully tested 
as to be ready for anything. To 
prove this, Communications Direc- 
tor John Blanchard twice calmly 
pulled the main switch bringing 
power in to the center. He knew, of 
course, what would happen: the 
lights dimmed for a moment, then 
brightened as we heard the cough, 
then steady hum of the emergency 
generator in the next room take 
over to run the lights, the radios, 
and keep the center in full opera- 
tion. When the radio room door 
was shut to maintain quiet, a 
thoughtfully-installed power blow- 
er kept air circulating, and the 
radio room in full readiness. 

Proud of Spirited Workers 

Winchester can be proud of its 
CD workers. We can be proud of 
the Civilian War Aid Division 
workers who sat huddled in an un- 
heated Town Hall headquarters 
for four long hours on the job. Mrs. 
Ruth Hilton, who has so well or- 
ganized six registration teams; Mr. 
McCarthy, who organizes the Feed- 
ing Section; Mr. McFeely, in 
charge of Housing; and of course 
the Division’s Director, Mr. Supple, 
and his able Deputy, Mr. Roche. 

We were especially proud of our 
town’s Utilities Division emergen- 
cy vehicle, which drew many 
"ooh’s” and “aah’s” from other 
towns when it reported to the Wa- 
tertown problem, fully equipped to 
repair damage to water mains, 
sowers, etc. This is Utilities’ Jim 
Halwartz’s special pride. 

It was a heart-warming sight to 
pass the various Winchester police 
check-points and to find them fully 
manned, traffic smoothly directed 
by auxiliaries so well trained by 
our regular force. 

These are impressions — person- 
al impressions ~ and space does 
not permit recounting them all. 
Later you will he introduced to 
others of the active Winchester CD 
forces which are making our town 
every day a safer place for its 
citizens against possible disaster. 

I’d be the last one to wish troub- 
le on our town, but I can’t help 
my pride in knowing that if a 
bomb did fall, here or anywhere in 
our Region, I’d be proud of these 
plain citizens who, after all, make 
Civil Defense a real thing.

INTERIM REPORT 

George Washington School 
Building Addition Committee 

At the last annual town meet- 
ing our committee was given ap- 
proval of its preliminary plans and 
voted funds to proceed with plans 
nnd construction of the addition 
and to make alterations to the 
George Washington School. 

Funds were voted as follows: 
Preliminary Plans . . . $ 2,500.00 

Plan and Construction 

Funds $238,000.00 

Available to 

Committee $240,500.00 

Bids were opened July 13, 1951. 
John F. Griffin Co., of Cambridge, 
Mass, was low bidder at $259,000.00. 
Adding architect’s foes and equip- 
ment costs to this price would show 
a cost to the town of about $280,- 
000.00. A contributing factor 
towards this difference was the rise 
in wage rates and the increase in 
price of materials between the time 
of the estimate and the actual re- 
ceipt of bids. 

The hid specifications to the con- 
tractors called for certain extras 
considered desirable hut not essen- 
tial. Namely: — 

Plastered ceiling and walls in 
auditorium and corridors. 
Highest quality corridor tile 
dado, Tile to ceiling in toilets 
instead of tile dado, Extraor- 
dinary heating and ventilating 
system, Tankless hot water 
system for both boilers, Extra 
heavy asphalt tile, Circular 
benches for classrooms, Steel 
clothes lockers. 

These items were eliminated and 
the hid and specifications were re- 
examined to see if we could build 
the kind of school the town expect- 
ed for the funds available to us. 

As a result of this study the fol- 
lowing changes from the specifica- 
tions in our original report to the 
town were made: 

Eliminated or Substituted 
Plaster on classroom walls elim- 
inated. 

Substituted asphalt shingles for 
slate on slant roofs. 

Toilet floors changed from ter- 
razzo to quarry tile. 

Sandstruck brick substituted for 
water struck brick. 

Addit ions 

Small kitchen for use by teach- 
ers and Mothers’ Association. 

Doubled kindergarten toilet faci- 
lities. 

Two large roof skylights to light 
interior stairways. (Required by 
Mass. School Bldg. Assistance 
Commission.) 

Two janitor’s sinks. 

Improved lighting. 

Increased cabinet and storage 
space. 

Basement storage room (1,000 
square feet in area.) 

On the basis of these elimina- 
tions and additions we estimated 
we could build the school and com- 
pletely equip it for approximately 
$256,000.00 or about 6% more than 
the $240,500.00 available. 

W bile our committee originally 
figured our estimates to lie within 
59r either way it was extremely 
disappointing to us to he on the 
deficit side. 

The pattern of the bidding and 
the uncertain world political and 
monetary situation convinced us 
that we would not obtain better 
prices if new bids were requested. 

On July. 18tji we needed a mini- 
mum of $8,900.00 additional funds 
to enable us to sign a contract, or 
about $15,000.00 to complete the 
building. 

The following situations con- 
fronted us: 

Alterations to the old school had 
to he completed by September 3rd 
as the school was badly overcrowd- 
ed. 

Permit to build granted by Nat- 
ional Production Authority carried 
expiration date of August*25, 1951. 

Contractor’s bid firm only until 
August 13, 1961. 

Structural steel order had to he 
placed within two weeks. 
t t ontrolled Materials plan under 
NPA was daily issuing restrictions 
on the use of steel, copper and 
other building materials. 

We could obtain the minimum 
necessary $8,000.00 or the $ 15, 000.- 
00 by the following: — 

Vote for special town meeting. 
Proving our situation an emer- 
gency and requesting an appro- 
priation of the funds from the 
Finance Committee. 

Our committee chose not to re- 
quest a special town meeting for 
the following reasons: 

Difficulty of obtaining a quorum 
in July. 

If a quorum it might not be re- 
presentative of the town as a whole. 

Committee did not have time to 
submit a report complete enough 
for factual town meeting discus- 
sion. Plans and specifications and 
changes could not be hurriedly pre- 
pared. 

Required funds relatively small. 
After discussing our situation 
with Mr. Clarke, Town Counsel, and 
finding our position in order we ap- 
pealed to the Finance Committee 
for $15,000.00. On July 23 after 
much study and consideration the 
Finance Committee voted to trans- 
fer $8,000.00 to our committee to 
enable us to sign the contract. It 
was understood by all that another 
sum approximately $7,000.00 would 
be required to finish and equip the 
school. 

Order to Proceed was given the 
John F. Griffin Co., July 24, 1951. 

Formal Contract was signed Sep- 
tember 11. 1951 for the sum of 
$227,966.66. 

Progress — Alterations to the 
old building were completed in 
time for the reopening of school 
in September. 

Coal burning boilers were dis- 
mantled and the two oil fired boil- 
ers were installed. Old building 
was first heated by the new boilers 
on November 15. 1951. 

To date the addition is 65‘ * com- 
plete and we feel confident it will 
he completed in time for the school 
opening in September. 

Tlie contractor and sub-contrac- 
tors under the direction of Mr. 
Richard Moore have done a most 
satisfactory job to date. 

The pupils at this school have 
been extremely helpful by respect- 
ing the working aiea and causing 
not the slightest trouble to the 
workmen or the materials. The 


teachers have been very cooperative 
and despite the confusion school . 
routine has been normal except for 
one morning when due to heat con- ' 
trol failure the kindergarten was 
cold and pupils sent home. Mr. 
McKenzie, the school custodian 
merits our special appreciation for 
1 his devotion to duty under extreme, 
lv difficult circumstances.

The following pages show com- 
plete financial data to date and all 
details supporting our request for 
funds. 

Our committee appreciates the 
cooperation nnd support given us 
by all town departments and hopes 
to merit the continued support of 
the town meeting members and 
citizens.

Chief Harrold, and Deputy Chief 
Wadsworth of the Auxiliary force 
went to Watertown Sunday to ob- 
serve proceedings. They reported 
a concerted and sincere evidence 
on the part of all the participants. 
The police details all along the 
route acted in an efficient manner, 
and the spectacle of ninety pieces 
of fire apparatus making a .vatet 
curtain vsas most impressive. The 
entire problem, based on the theo- 
retical bombing of the Watertown 
Arsenal, augurs well for the de- 
fense organization.-., from the way 
they responded.

ATOMIC PLANT FOR WINCHESTER 

The United States Atomic En- 
ergy Commission hns announced 
thnt research and development ac- 
tivities m w being conducted nt 
facilities located in the Watertown 
\rsenal will he moved to a building 
to he constructed at a site on Hol- 
ton street in Winchester and Wo- 
burn. 

The laboratory, operated for the 
Commission by the American Cya- 
nnmid Company, employs about 100 
persons. It is concerned principally 
with ore treatment problems nnd 
process development, and related 
research. Operation of the labora- 
tory creates no environmental 
toxic, or radiological hazards. 

The new building will he a one- 
story structure containing about 
32,000 square feet of floor area.

Kenneth Dickson, KT 2, USN, 
son of Dr. and Mrs. R. Earl Dick- 
son of 9 Wilson street, is home j 
from Korea after being constantly 
in action since the start of the 
fighting there. 

Dickson, who has nearly com- 
pleted a four-year hitch in the re- 
gular Navy, was on a destroyer 
going through the Panama Canal 
after cruising extensively in Euro- 
pean and Mediterranean waters 
when action in Korea commenced.

She was an extremely shy i 
girl and possessed different moods, i 
Many of her poems display her 
| different moods. She was married 
in 1923 and spent h great deal of i 
her time at “Steepletop” in New 
York State alone with her husband. 
She was awarded the Pulitzer Prize ; 
in 1923 for a group of her poems 
and the ballad “The Harp Weaver.” 
She died in 1950, one year after her 
husband. Mrs. Theodore Dissel read 
several of her poems to us. 

Edith Sitwell, Englist poet, was 
reviewed by Miss Gertrude Kimball 
in the absence of Mrs. Frank 
Evans. The Sitwells belong to Eng- 
land’s most celebrated literary fa- 
mily. Edith and her brother Sir 
Osbert have dazzled the British 
public by writing glittering poems. 
Portions of her poems were read 
bv Mrs. Blanche Barnard, including 
The Canticle of the Rose.” 

On Monday, March 10, at 2:00 
p. m., the Fortnightly will hold the 
regular meeting.

A few months ago Mr. Maria 
joined with Miss Dorothy Thomp- 
son, nationally known columnist 
and lecturer, and twenty other out- 
standing Americans in the forma- 
tion of a new committee, “Ameri- 
an Friends of the Middle East,” 
the purpose of which is the pro- 
motion of friendship and under- 
standing between the peoples of 
America and the Middle East. No 
area of the world today is more im- 
portant to the security and welfare 
of America than the vital, strate- 
gic Middle East, and Mr. Maria’s 
talk on Monday afternoon should 
throw much light upon this im- 
portant subject. 

In addition to Mr. Maria’s talk 
we will have as our guests twelve 
international students from the 
Fletcher School administered by 
Tufts College with the cooperation 
of Harvard. These students come 
from Australia, New Zealand, Ita- 
ly, India, Poland, Pakistan, Indo- 
nesia, Thailand and Japan. You 
Fortnightlians will have an oppor- 
tunity to talk with these students 
after the meeting while refresh- 
ments of ice cream and cake are be- 
ing served by Mrs. Meigs and her 
committee.

FREDERIC CHARLES ALEXANDER 

Frederic Charles Alexander, well 
known retired contractor and for- 
mer Winchester Park Commission- 
j or, died Sunday morning, March 2, 
at the Phillips House of the Mass- 
achusetts General Hospital in Bos- 
ton. He had been ill for only a 
little more than a week, hut had 
been for some time in failing health. 
For the past three years he had 
made his home in Sturbridge, with 
his daughter, Mrs. Lloyd W. Goddu, 
but previously he had lived at 5 
Lakeview road in Winchester, com- 
ing to town in 1907. 

Mr. Alexander was horn Decem- 
ber 30, 1865, in London, England, 
the son of George and Sarah Alex- 
ander. He grew up in England and 
learned the building trade as ap- 
prentice to his father, who was a 
building contractor. 

In 1889, at the age of 24 years, 
Mr. Alexander came to this country 
and worked for various contractors 
as a brick-layer on jobs that took 
him from Rhode Island to Maine. 
He worked up to become a foreman 
on these jobs and then founded his 
own business which he conducted 
successfully for many years under 
the name of F. C. Alexander, Build- 
ing Contractor, with headquarters 
in the Old South Building in Bos- 
ton. 

On June 1, 1898, Mr. Alexander 
married Nancy D. Lowell, daughter 
of John S. Lowell of Bath, Me. 
After their marriage he and his 
wife lived in Somerville until they 
moved to their Lakeview road home 
in Winchester. Mrs. Alexander 
died January 14, 1944. 

In Winchester Mr. Alexander was 
contractor for several of the town’s 
finest buildings, including the Win- 
chester Trust Company, Public Lib- 
rary, First Congregational Parish 
House, Unitarian Parish House and 
the Fire and Police Stations. He did 
much work for the Boston Wharf 
Company, building several storage 
warehouses for this firm near the 
South Station, and he also con- 
structed, a factory for the Thomas 
G. Plant Shoe Company, the Flor- 
ence Crittenton League Home and 
the Fire Station in the Town of 
Stoneham. 

Mr. Alexander was widely known 
and highly esteemed in Winchester, 
his kindly manner and personal in- 
tegrity endearing him to all who 
knew him. He served the Town as 
Park Commissioner from 1915 to 
1945, being secretary of the Board 
dining virtually all of that time. 
Flags on the Common and Public 
buildings were displayed at half- 
staff in his honor. 

He was a member of William 
Parkman Lodge of Masons, of Som- 
erville Royal Arch Chapter and De- 
Molay Commandery of Boston.

OPERA COMPANY GETS USE 
OF BARN UNTIL OCTOBER 1st 

Planning Board Denies Permanent 
Use of Taylor Property 

The Board of Appeal in a de- 
rision recently hnnded down has 
denied the petition of Dr. F. 11. I.. 
Taylor of 15 Central street and 
I the New England Opera Theatre to 
use permanently, or for a period of 
one year, the barn on the Taylor 
property for the storage of scenery 
and the removal and replacing of 
such scenery without charge from 
. September through March. 

Under the Zoning By-Laws of the 
town the use of property in a resi- 
dential zone for such a purpose 
would he forbidden if a charge was 
made for such storage, but the 
petitioners contended that since no 
charge has been made and the New 
England Opera Theatre is a non- 
profit organization, generally oper- 
ating at a loss, the Board of Appeal 
would he justified in granting per- 
mission for the use of the Taylor 
barn to store its scenery and cos- 
tumes under Section 2C of the By- 
Laws. 

A hearing was held by the Board 
of Appeal, at which the New Eng- 
land Opera Theatre was represent - 
1 ed by its counsel, William E. Traf- 
ford of Boston and by Robert J. 
Lauthers, secretary and technical 
director. Residents of the neigh- 
borhood were divided with regard to 
the use of the Taylor barn by the 
Company, some favoring such use 
and others being opposed. 

After careful consideration of 
the arguments for and against the 
storage of the Opera Company’s 
property in the Taylor barn and its 
removal from time to time the 
Board of Appeal denied the perma- 
nent use of the premises by the 
Company and also the use of the 
premises for one year. 

The Board based its finding on 
the fact the Taylor barn is located 
in a quiet residential section of sub- 
stantial well-kept homes, that the 
use of the barn by the Opera Com- 
pany is inconsistent with neighbor- 
hood standards and that such use 
has disrupted normal friendly 
neighborhood relations. The load- 
ing and unloading of moving vans 
and removing theatre equipment 
and scenery, with the display of 
such material, the noise and 
presence of the vans in the street 
and Taylor driveway, the Board 
found, could be objectionable and 
regarded by residents as inconsis- 
tent with the standards of a first- 
class residential district in Win- 
chester. The fact that the prem- 
ises were being used by a cultural 
organization without charge, the 
Board further felt, lessened consid- 
erably the objection that would ob- 
tain under the conditions of out- 
right hire, which would be for- 
bidden under the Zoning By-Law. 

The Board of Appeal found the 
Opera Company most cooperative 
and unwilling to do anything lead- 
ing to disturbing neighborhood con- 
ditions. Its executive committee 
proposed to the Board of Appeal 
that they be permitted to use the 
barn for removals and replacements 
up to July 1, 1952, and for removals 
thereafter until October 1, 1952, 
agreeing if permitted such use to 
vacate the Taylor Barn by the date 
last named. 

In the opinion of the Board of 
Appeal reasonable justice will be 
done all parties concerned and to 
the neighborhood and the Town of 
Winchester if a permit is granted 
on this basis. If therefor has 
granted such a permit with the 
understanding that the properties 
of the New England Opera Theatre 
he removed in their entirety from 
the Taylor barn by October i, 1952.

Nursery schools are covered in 
the proposed By-Law changes as 
agencies giving day care to child- 
ren as defined in Section 58 of 
Chapter III of the General Laws. 
In the new law they are differen- 
tiated from private schools or edu- 
cational institutions and may be 
conducted in single residence dis- 
tricts only with the permission of 
the Board of Appeal and the Board 
of Health, and this permission can 
only he granted in accordance with 
certain specific conditions. 

Under the proposed new law the 
Board of Appeal can not grant per- 
mission for the erection of build- 
ings or use of premises in single 
residential districts for hospitals, 
sanitoria, philanthropic or chari- 
table institutions, rest homes, con- 
valescent or nursing homes where 
buildings so used are less than 50 
feet from side and rear lot lines. 

Apartment houses or group 
houses, under the proposed By-Law 
change, are possible in General 
Residence Districts with the per- 
mission of the Board of Appeal and 
no longer restricted to Business 
Districts.

Opening of March Exhibition 

Mr. Charles Mahoney presided at 
the opening and introduced the 
speaker, a colleague on the Vesper 
George School of Art Faculty, Mr. 
Prescott Teller. There was a some- 
what smaller gathering than usual 
hut the loss was that of those mem- 
bers not present since the evening, 
perhaps unexpectedly, was both ex- 
tremely interesting and rewarding. 

The story of the ten paintings on 
display, those sent to Winchester 
churches by the Belgian town of 
Hemroulle, is now well known. 
This observer is not sufficiently 
well-versed in that branch of Theo- 
logy to know if in the Stations of 
the Cross series from which these 
works are taken, the figures and 
backgrounds must conform to a set 
pattern. If so, these paintings may 
be copies of more famous originals. 
Their colours have a soft and rather 
faded (hut in no sense derogatory) 
quality which is appealing and 
from the little known of their back- 
ground their disposition seems al- 
ways to have been surrounded with 
an aura of gratitude. 

With no uncertainty, Mr. Teller 
took his audience hack to artists 
and paintings whose claim to per- 
petual fame has been firmly estab- 
lished through the centuries. One 
member at least felt that the ab- 
sence of doubt as to the quality of 
the works added much to the tran- 
quility of their enjoyment. 

Going hack to the early four- 
teenth century, the speaker intro- 
duced a famous Chapel and speaker 
at one and the same time, the 
Arena Chapel and Giotto whose 
works cover its walls and later the 
Sistine (one wonders when and why 
Sixtine became Sistine) Chapel and 
Michelangelo’s beautiful paintings. 
The hatred which inspired these 
paintings, the unbelievable hard- 
ships which the artist endured, 
four years prone on his hack, paint- 
ing the vast ceiling, and the un- 
derstandable physical damage 
caused by the work, form an awe- 
some chronicle of the times. 

Fra Angelico, Van Eyck, Tinto- 
retto, Raphael. Leonardo da Vinci, 
Breughel and Rembrandt were 
among the famous artists copies of 
some of whose works were shown in 
the course of the evening. The 
general impression of the paint- 
ings discussed was a happy one. 
So many of them are depictions of 
the Holy Family, angels and cheru- 
bim. The colours are seldom 
sombre, often rich and magnificent, 
and the embroidered materials 
and hangings and backgrounds sat- 
isfy one’s innate delight in beauty. 

Mrs. Kittel and Mrs. Caimcross, 
hostesses for the evening, paid a 
nice tribute to March’s St. Patrick 
in their artistically simple table, 
green cloth, shining silver and 
white flowers, and just to make the 
record complete the green lime 
ginger-ale was something special.

In the last twelve 
months, for example, nearly three 
hundred new Rotary Clubs have 
been organized in thirty-five coun- 
tries of Europe, Africa, Asia, the 
Americas and the islands of the 
Pacific. Today Rotary is a world- 
wide organization of some 350,000 
business and professional execu- 
tives who are members of more 
I hat 7,400 Rotary Clubs. There are 
Rotary Clubs in almost every < ity 
of the United States and Canada 
and in S3 different countries and 
geographical regions throughout 
the world.

D. A. R. TO MEET 


LEAGUE Of WOMEN VOTERS 


The annual legislative luncheon, 
under the general direction of Mrs. 
Frank Hawkins, was held on Wed- 
nesday, March 5th. Representative 
Harrison Chadwick of Winchester 
spoke of the work of the “Recess 
Commission on the Legislative 
Committee System ami Parlia- 
mentary Procedures,” of which he 
is secretary. The purpose of this 
commission is to study and propose 
ways to make the legislature more 
efficient. Mr. Chadwick said it is 
very difficult to make any changes 
because of the many traditions ac- 
cumulated through the years, and 
because of the complexity of the 
business transacted by the legis- 
lature of an industrial state. There 
has been much criticism hv the 
press of the lengthy sessions of the 
General Court, but one time-saver 
(an electric roll-call system) is 
balked by those legislators who 
have offices near the State House. 
With a phone call from a messen- 
ger or court officer, they can get 
to the Chamber in time to answer 
at the end of a roll call under the 
present system, and still spend 
much time in their offices. 

For many years it has been the 
custom to grant public hearings 
on all bills filed on time. Of the ap- 
proximately 2500 bills filed each 
year, many have been introduced in 
pervious years. If committees could 
decide which petitions to hear, ma- 
ny hours could he saved. Massachu- 
setts is the only state which pro- 
mises to hear every bill, and to de- 
cide on it one way or another. Each 
bill takes an average of half an 
hour, and only about 800 of these 
bills are finally enacted. 

Other suggestions arc: When an 
adverse report on a bill is accepted 
by one Chamber, it is not sent to 
the other Chamber (this has been 
adopted); spending one year of the 
session on the budget and recom- 
mendations by Governor and De- 
partment heads, the other year on 
petitions; a research bureau to give 
factual information to the legis- 
lators; a combining of committees; 
executive hearing soon after pub- 
lic hearing and deciding on a hill 
immediately; abolishing the rights 
of a special group, such as police- 
men or firemen, to get benefits 
which have not been approved by 
the towns. 

Mrs. Alan Morse, State Voters’ 
Service Chairman, spoke of the 
procedures of the Primaries and 
urged everyone to vote. Usually 
about 6'V of the eligible voters 
vote in the primary elections. Mrs. 
Morse stressed the fact that an 
independent voter may register 
with either party in order to vote 
in the primaries, and then immedi- 
ately after voting may regain his 
independent status.

REPORT ON STRAW VOTE 


Editor of the Star : 

This is a preliminary report on 
the current Straw Vote by Post 
Cards going on in Precinct 3. On 
March 11, 1952, the last of GOO 
Straw Vote Ballot cards were left 
with the residents of this Precinct. 
Enough volunteers did not come 
forward in other Precincts so it 
was decided to spend our money 
and time on just one Precinct, a sec- 
tion very typical of Winchester as 
a whole. Forty-four streets were 
covered and a card was left with 
nearly every registered voter or 
head of a family <>n each street. The 
cards used were ordinary two cent 
postcards printed on one side with 
a return address and on the other 
with three questions. 

1. Are you content to see the tracks 

raised ? 

2. If you say yes, is it because you 

cannot see an alternative? 

3. Should alternative plans he 

studied and all data he presented 

to voters first?

Out of the first 100 cards return- 
ed, 77 voters checked No, as op- 
posed to seeing the tracks raised. 
Twenty-five voters agreed with last 
year’s Selectmen, to raise the 
tracks; 95 percent thought plans 
should be explained and studied be- 
fore the town committeed itself 
Nine percent checked question No. 
3 only and signed their name. In 
other words, they wanted more in- 
formation before voting on ques- 
tion 1. Out of the 25 who wanted 
the tracks raised, 9 said they voted 
“yes” only because they could see 
no alternative. 

At the time this is written Ballot 
Cards are coming in at the rate of 
35 - 40 a 'lay. We hope that 309 
or better will be mailed in by 
Thursday, March 13. 

The first 100 cards were classi- 
fied at once, just as they came in, 
and set aside. So far every ballot 
was signed and dated. They ran, 
as stated, approximately 3 to 1 
against raising the tracks. 

No arguments, no pressure, was 
used in securing this straw vote 
verdict. Town Meeting Members 
should give it serious attention. 

Our former Selectmen should 
never have made the statement that 
05 percent of Winchester residents 
wanted the jrrade crossing elimin- 
ated by raising the tracks. Some 
one seems to have chosen a very 
defective limb! What will the 
State people think when they find 
they have worked hard on a very 
unpopular solutoin! 

There is very little proof for the 
contention that any other plan will 
cost more. It is suggested that 
the State could save well over a 
million dollar,* by trying an alter- 
native plan. One such plan would 
involve less than a dozen land tak- 
ings and not high valuation land at 
that. 

It is also suggested that if the 
State decides to use Washington 
street as the straightened line to 
new Route 128. it could be called 
Route 38 A. This would leave Route 
38 passing through the center and 
there would be no excuse for the 
State to withdraw all help. 

As a general statement, damages 
and money loss to the Town may 
total less in the Alternative Plan 
than they do for this huge job of 
raising the tracks. Who can say 
how much the business men located 
around the center, will lose in a 
two-year period of construction? 
From an engineering angle, the by- 
passing of road traffic is far sim- 
pler and less costly. It calls for 
only one bridge, of lighter con- 
struction. It solves both traffic 
problems, not just one of them. It 
requires no icy foot-ramps to climb 
when we w ink to catch a train. It 
calls for no tree cutting along the

MEDICAL REPORT SHOWS 
IMPROVED HEALTH CONDITIONS 

In a recent report to the school 
committee, Dr. William D. Barone, 
school physician, noted the contin- 
ued improvement in health condi- 
tions among Winchester’s young 
people. The trend toward fewer and 
less serious defects continues. 

An accompanying report by Dr. 
Fredrika Moore, who conducts the 
health examinations of junior ‘and 
senior high school girls, underlines 
this fact. The improvement is espe- 
cially great when the results of the 
1951 examinations are compared 
with those of a quarter century 
ago. Tlu* medical report for 1925 
showed that 72 per cent of the sen- 
ior high school girls examined had 
some observable defect, while in 
1 951 the rate of physical defects 
had dropped to 27 per cent. A simi- 
lar reduction in the percentage of 
reported defects was to Ik* noted 
among junior high girls. 

In Dr. Moore’s opinion this im- 
provement is due to several factors. 
One of these is the increased inter- 
est in health on the part of the pub- 
lic. Other factors are the type of 
examination given and the inten- 
sive “follow-up” program which ac- 
companies it. “Every effort has 
been exerted to make the examina- 
tion educational to the student,” 
and “to interest the child in his 
own health and his part in main- 
taining it.” By uncovering any de- 
fects that may be present and by 
emphasizing the importance of cor- 
rection and periodic “follow-up.” 
the value of the examination is 
still further enhanced. 

In conclusion, Dr. Moore writes, 
‘The Winchester girls are not per- 
fect; and, of course, never will be, 
but they are in such good condition 
that it wull be quite a challenge to 
get the incidence of defects any 
lower.” 


MW ANNA M. DUNNING 

Mrs. Anna M. Dunning of 124 
Mt Vernon street, one of Winches 
ter’ oldest residents and f »r ninny 
vents prominent in Women’s affairs 
of the town, died Tuesday morning. 
March 11. at the Winchester Hos- 
pital, after a week’s illness. She 
had been bed-ridden as thc result 
of a broken hip for more than five 
years, but aside from her injury, 
had enjoyed good health despite her 
advanced years and had maintained 
her keenness of mind to the very 
end.

THE FORTNIGHTLY NEWS 


<>n Friday, March 7th, Fort- 
nightly members and friends were 
invited by the Art Committee to 
attend a lecture on Oriental rugs 
given by Mr. Kuko Roodakian at 
bis -I nwr'H.ms in Winchester. The 
II* ladies who attended were well 
rewarded and found that they had 
exchanged a dull, gray world out- 
side for one of rich, glowing color, 
beautiful patterns and generous 
hospital* y. 

In hi< lecture, which was well 
illustrated with his own collection 
of antique rugs, Mr. Roodakian 
gave us a basis for an understand- 
ing and appreciation of this an- 
eient hand craft which antedates 
Christianity. First, he explained 
the difference between a domestic 
mg nnd a true Oriental rug: the 
domestic has a woof or weft which 
is looped, whereas the Oriental is 
knotted In one rug he showed us, 
then* were 1 ,000 knots to a square 
Inch. 

He then divided Oriental rugs 
into d\ major group-, which lu* 
described in the following manner: 
Anatolian (from Asia Minor); 
Caucasian (from the countries bor- 
dering the Caucasus Mts.), which 
ari geometrical in design motifs, 
are all wool and are either small 
scatters or runners; Persians 
(hearing the names of cities in 
Persia from which they come), 
95' . of which have cotton founda- 
tions. the exception being Shiraz, 
which are all wool), and tend to 
have design motifs taken from na- 
ture; Turkoman (from the Afghan- 
istan region), among which are 
Bokhara these use as many as 
506 design motifs, but only light 
and dark blue, light and dark 
brown, two shades of red, and 
ivory, and are usually dark in col- 
or; Indian (from India), which 
vary in size from the smallest to 
the largest, and in design depend- 
ing upon the weaver’s religion and 
whim; Chinese (from China), 
which tend to have floral bouquets 
in each corner, a dragon design in 
the center on a plain background, 
and come in all colors. 

Mr. Roodakian explained the 
various processes in the art of rug 
making from the raw wool to the 
finished product, and contrasted 
the old methods with those of the 
present day. He said that in the 
past* the making of rugs was a 
labor of love performed by the wo- 
men and children of the family, 
and so rugs were imbued with the 
character of the people who wove 
them. Vegetable or mineral dyes 
were used, and looms of wood were 
used. Today, although still hand 
woven, the rugs are more uniform, 
due to seientifivally controlled spin- 
ning and dyeing, as well as the use 
of metal looms which do not warp. 

According to Mr. Roodakian, the 
reason that some old rugs are 
crooked is because the yarn was 
spun by hand and varied in its 
thickness and tension, and the 
wooden looms had a tendency to 
warp. Change in color in some rug 
areas is due partly to the fact that 
all the dyeing was not done at once, 
nor with the* use of the same dye- 
ing material. Change of pattern 
can he attributed to the caprice of 
the weaver or to the change of 
weavers on the same rug. 

A group of lantern slides was 
used to show explicit diagrams of 
the four types of knots employed 
in the weaving of the rug, and de- 
tails of various borders and fring- 
es, plus many pictures of rugs in 
museum collections. Mr. Booda- 
kian’s sons assisted by showing the 
illustrative material. 

A question and answer period 
followed the lecture, and an oppor- 
tunity to examine the rugs more 
closely and to see Mr. Boodakian’s 
collection of paintings, ivory carv- 
ings and other art treasures was 
enjoyed. 

We were then cordially invited to 
partake of coffee and a generous 
array of delicious Oriental pastries 
which had been prepared especially 
by Mrs. Roodakian and her daugh- 
ters-in-law. Altogether it was a 
most delightful afternoon, from 
which we not only received educa- 
tional information and some useful 
hits of philosophy, hut experienced 
true family hospitality in an atmo- 
sphere rich with the color and 
beauty of the Orient.

TOWN MEETING OPENED 

School Salary Dispute Ilichliehtcd 
Meeting 

The School Committee got no 
vote of confidence at lust Thursday 
night's opening session of the lim- 
ited town meeting when its mem- 
bers sought to explain a $300 raise 
voted the Superintendent of Schools 
in the face of the general decision 
not to raise town wages this year. 

The School Budget was one of 
several deferred during consider- 
ation of the article dealing with de- 
partmental appropriations, a n d 
when the meeting returned to con- 
sideration of it Captain Rush took 
the floor to challenge certain expen- 
ditures and seek information about 
others. 

He questioned the item for super- 
visors salaries and wondered if the 
town is not indulging itself in too 
many supervisors and principals. 
He also was concerned over the 
doubling of the item for teachers 
expenses and also the increase in 
the amount asked for new equip- 
ment. Especially he questioned the 
$135,207.45 for teachers’ salaries, 
an increase over last y ear of $29,- 
254.71. This increase Captain Rush 
was unable to justify in the light of 
new maxima, step rate increases 
and new teachers. 

Mr. Jellison, new School Com- 
mittee chairman, undertook to ex- 
plain the budget stating that Win- 
chester has no more supervisors 
and principals than Wellesley and 
Belmont, for instance, and that a 
new supervisor was definitely need- 
ed in Music to enable the present 
supervisor, working with strings, 
to cover the schools necessary to 
give wanted instruction in this field. 

The doubling of the teachers ex- 
pense item is due largely, Mr. Jelli- 
son said, to the School Committee’s 
decision to seek the advice of con- 
sulting educational experts in cer- 
tain fields which seem in need of 
special help. 

In discussing the substantial in- 
crease in teachers’ salaries, aside 
from any cost of living increase, 
Mr. Jellison explained that a part 
of the increase is necessary to take 
care of normal step-rate increases, 
salary maxima and increased pay 
foi those qualifying for advance 
through professional study. 

Captain Rush still couldn’t make 
these items add up to $29,000, and it 
was then explained that included in 
that figure are funds to pay for de- 
creasing the salary differential be- 
tween men and women teachers, the 
women having been given a raise 
in salary of $100 to this end. 

Once again the Captain took the 
floor to remind the meeting that 
when the abolition of the differen- 
tial between men and women teach 
ers was discussed in 1945 the town 
did not favor such abolition and 
subsequent discussion brought out 
the fact that the current year is the 
second in which women teachers 
have been granted a raise of $100 
to “reduce” the differential. 

Both Mr. Schaefer of the Finance 
Committee and Mr. Speers of the 
School Committee explained that 
they had both been opposed to 
abolishing the differential, and in 
effect “a differential” is being 
maintained. However, in the light 
of present day school conditions it 
seems economically sound to at 
least reduce the differential in order 
to compete with cities and towns 
comparable to Winchester in secur- 
ing women teachers. 

At the conclusion of the School 
Committee’s exposition Captain 
Kush declared himself satisfied and 
withdrew a motion he made to 
amend the School Department bud- 
get by reducing the personal ser- 
vices item $8,200 and taking $1,000 
from the money to be spent for 
teachers expenses.

In connection with the Park De- 
partment item Mr. Ives explained 
that the extra sum asked for was 
under recreation so that in the 
event interest continues to warrant 
basketball and soft ball programs 
as usual the Department will have 
the necessary funds to administer 
these programs. 

The Workmen’s Compensation 
Law item was deferred, and Mr. 
Lyman explained that the Select- 
men feel a detailed study should 
again be made of the possible ad- 
vantages of private insurance in 
this field over the Town’s continu- 
ing to handle its own workmen’s 
compensation. 

Mr. Dwinell explained that in the 
Water Maintenance budget are 
funds to purchase a new trench- 
digger and compressor to replace 
obsolete equipment, used both by 
the Water Department and the 
Highway Department. 

Under the individual articles 
$2,500 was appropriated for the 
elimination of the Dutch elm dis- 
ease and to provide funds for spray- 
ing by private companies, this last 
money to return to the town 
through payments by property 
owners. The meeting also author- 
ized the expenditure of $3,842.57 of 
the Cemetery Fund for the em- 
bellishment of Wildwood Cemetery. 

Under Article 9 the meeting ap- 
propriated $32,000.00 under Chap- 
ter 90 primarily for the construc- 
tion of Johnson road, $24,000 of this 
amount being transferred from the 
Excess and Deficiency Fund and 
$8,000 being raised by revenue. The 
$24,000 will he returned to the 
Town under Chapter 90 procedure 
by the State and County. 

Coleman G. Foley \va* re-elected 
as the town’s director of the town’s 
activity in support of the Middlesex 
County Aid to Agriculture pro- 
gram, $50. being appropriated for 
his use. The measurers of wood and 
bark were fixed by the meeting at 
not more than eight.

i fare. All allotments, he pointed 
out, are based on the usual pro- 
cedure of meeting agency deficits 
over and above sources of income. 

Direct allocations to the home 
agencies are: Winchester Hos- 

pitals, $5,000; Council of Girl 
Scouts, $4,500; Home for Aged Peo- 
ple, $4,280; District Nursing Asso- 
ciation, $8,849; Immaculate Con- 
ception Conference, St. Vincent de 
Paul, $1,450; and (’amp Lane, Boy 
Scouts, $175. 

Added to the above figures 
should he the year-round share for 
Winchester Boy Scouts, 000 strong, 
through the $14,800 allotment to 
Fel Island Council for Scouting ad- 
ministration in several affiliated 
com munities. 

In addition to these hometown 
services, 899 local residents used 
out-of-town Red Feather agencies, 
according to the last full year’s 
report. Of these, 477 patients from 
Winchester were treated in 18 oth- 
or Greater Boston hospitals and 
422 wore served by 20 outside fa- 
mily, youth and children’s agencies.

NOW TO GREASE YOUR 
OWN CAR 

1. Put on your dirtiest 
clothes and an old cap so 
you can crawl under your 
car. 

2. Jack your car up with 
four jacks and dig a hole 
in your driveway or 
garage so you can get 
under the car. 

3. Buy a supply of the pro- 
per transmission, differen- 
tial, universal joint, water 
pump and chassis greases, 
five grease guns, a spray 
gun and some spring pe- 
netrating oil. 

4. Equip yourself with lots 
of good strong words you 
like to use on the fittings 
where the grease doesn’t 
want to come through. 
Keep using these words 
until the grease comes 
out on the other side. 

5. Buy yourself a complete 
set of wrenches to use on 
the cases that must be 
opened to inspect the 
lubricating supply inside. 
Also get new skin to graft 
on your knuckles when the 
wrench slips. 

0. Fill your spray gun with 
penetrating oil and spray 
on the springs. Get your 
neighbors to help you 
rock the car vigorously 
back and forth to help 
work the oil into the 
springs. Be sure not to 
breathe for about 10 min- 
utes while spraying the 
springs or you may oil 
the inside of your lungs, 
which is bad. 

7. Be sure not to miss any 
place that should be lubri- 
cated as it may cost you 
the price of 20 grease jobs 
for repairs. 

8. Don’t forget little places 
like the door catches and 
hinges; also generator, 
distributor, hood hinges 
and control rods under the 
hood. 

9. Promote some distilled 
water somewhere and a 
battery hydrometer so 
that you can test and re- 
fill your battery. 

10. Be sure at this stage that 
you have a curbstone 
mechanic handy to make 
a safety inspection — fan 
belt, muffler, brakes, 
lights, etc 

11. Now you’re set for the 
finishing touch. Buy a 
tire pump und tire gauge 
so you’re certain to in- 
flate your tires to the 
proper pressure so as to 
avoid excessive tire wear.

WINCHESTER BEAT WEYMOUTH 

Indians f ame from Behind in 
Tourney Semi-Final 

The fans at the Boston Garden 
Inst Friday night were treated to 
the greatest comeback of the 
present Tech Tournament as Win- 
chester rallied from 10 points be- 
hind entering the final period to 
defeat Weymouth High 53-48. 
Th*> Indians broke a record in Tour- 
nament play by drawing 45 free 
throws, out of which they made 
good on 25, which eventually pro- 
vided the margin of victory for the 
never-say-die Red and Black quin- 
tet. 

Weymouth employed an extreme- 
ly aggressive all-court press which 
seemed to rattle the Indians and 
which prevented them from setting 
up their offensive patterns. The 
locals made only four baskets in 
the first half for every time an In- 
dian got near the basket he was 
fouled by a Weymouth defender. 
Something had to give in a game 
marred by excessive fouling but the 
locals kept their heads and finally 
Weymouth cracked. They lost four 
of their starters via the personal 
foul route and as each went out 
Winchester improved and closed in 
rapidly until they finally tied the 
score at 46 - 46 three minutes from 
the end of the game. 

The only Winchester basket in 
the first quarter was scored by Bob 
Forester but three successful free 
throws by Johnny Farrell, two by 
Doug Hawkins, and one by Fores- 
ter gave the Indians a narrow 8 - 7 
lead at the end of that period. The 
Indians began to bring the ball 
down the court better in the second 
quarter and loosened up to score 16 
points against the 13 tallied by 
Weymouth. The Winchester points 
were scored on two baskets by Far- 
rell, a basket by Dilorio, four suc- 
cessful free throws apiece by 
Symmes and Hawkins, and a foul 
shot apiece by Dilorio and Farrell. 
Thus, the Indians walked off the 
Garden floor with a 24 - 20 lead at 
the intermission and seemed to 
have the game under control. 

Winchester fans, however, never 
want to sit through another period 
like the third quarter. In that 
canto Weymouth bruised its way 
out front on the great work of John 
Fitzgerald who scored 14 points in 
'Miat period alone to boost Wey- 
mouth to a 10-point, 43 - 33, lead at 
the bell. This was the second time 
this year that the Indians have 
been humiliated in a period as Wey- 
mouth outseored them 23 - 9 and it 
looked like the locals were all done. 

This team does not know how to 
lose, however, and under the leader- 
ship of Johnny Farrell, who was 
tremendous all through the gruell- 
ing contest, the Sachems began to 
overcome the Weymouth lead. On 
a jump ball to start the quarter 
Farrell broke loose to drive in for 
a layup. Hawkins connected on a 
one-handed push from the keyhole 
to close it to 43 - 37. Captain 
Wright connected for Weymouth to 
increase their lead to 45 - 37. Rod- 
ney Long, who had re-entered the 
game at the beginning of the final 
period to help spark the Winchester 
drive with his determined play, 
then connected on his specialty, a 
left-handed push shot from 15 feet 
out to make it 45 - 39. Dilorio add- 
ed a free throw and Long went in 
clear under the basket on a quick 
break to make it 45 - 42 and the 
Garden was in an uproar. 

On a jump ball Long tapped to 
Farrell who went in to hit for two 
points and was fouled in the pro- 
cess.

A FEW POINTS TO CONSIDER 

Kditor of the Star: 

It is possible that I should not 
become mixed up in this hot argu- 
ment concerning the elimination of 
the grade crossing. However, 1 
have called Winchester my home 
town since 1876, and in that time 
have seen it grow from a quiet vil- 
lage of less than five thousand in- 
habitants to some seventeen thou- 
sand. In those early days we rather 
enjoyed having a railroad, and one 
could well say that it did much to 
build up the town that Aaron Bell 
liked to call “The Athens of Amer- 
ica” in his real estate advertise- 
ments. 

Occasionally some one has been 
injured or killed at or near the 
crossing, yet more were killed 
walking the tracks between Wedge- 
mere and Swanton streets, and very 
few as compared to the deaths on 
the highway caused by automo- 
biles. 

As Town Engineer in the early 
nineteen hundreds, 1 gave some 
thought to this problem, but the 
year after I resigned a decided 
effort was made by some citizens 
to do something about the elimi- 
nation of the grade crossing. This 
resulted in the hiring of two of my 
friends, an engineer of high stand- 
ing, and a landscape engineer to 
work out a plan then advocated, 
namely, to raise the center of the 
town high enough to go over the 
tracks and to raise many of the 
buildings to correspond to this 
grade, after dropping the tracks 
possibly three feet. This plan was 
approved by the town and it re- 
mained such a plan until the “Kel- 
laway Plan” was introduced a few 
years later. This last plan, how- 
ever, has never been carried out, 
even though it had the backing of 
many people; the expense ot it 
was more than the town could af- 
ford with the many other costly 
improvements the town was called 
upon to carry out. 

To my mind, there are just two 
plans that are sound, and these 
the “Koliaway Plan” and the 
one submitted by Jerome Foster 
in connection with the once pro- 
posed High School and Junior High 
plans. Both of these plans call for 
the diversion of traffic of both 
Main street and Church street, 
which without question is just as 
important as the railroad phase of 
the project, if not more so, since 
traffic will grow greater each year 
and is as dangerous as the railroad 
trains, since there is no time during 
most of the day that road traffic 
does not jam up at the Center, and 
this should be eliminated. 

There is no excuse for anyone 
to be injured at the railroad cross- 
ing if lie obeys the signals, either 
automobile or pedestrian. As I 
have said before, few people have 
been killed at or near the crossing, 
to my knowledge, which is some 
seventy odd years. As to the ques- 
tion of raising the railroad tracks, 
which some people say will divide 
the town this is absurd, since 
many Massachusetts towns have 
both sides of the track, such as 
Belmont. Even in our town we say, 
“East Side” and “West Side,” 
meaning east and west of the rail- 
road. 

The retaining walls of this pro- 
ject, if carried out, can and should 
be insisted upon to be designed by 
landscape architects, and where 
possible, covered by vines and 
shrubbery, thus the structure will 
not be an eyesore, as some people 
fear. There is no question that the 
tracks should be raised rather than 
lowered, as some people claim. 
Soundings which l made about 
1902, while Town Engineer, across 
the ponds north of the Center, 
showed that an unstable soil con- 
dition existed, and not until a depth 
of fifty feet was reached was there 
a sound soil condition on which 
there could be constructed a struc- 
ture as would be necessary. Since 
it would be necessary to go to a 
depth of at least 25 feet below 
the present grade of Kiev. 29, at 


the cro ring at the Center, this 
\n.ild bring th» bottom level to 
grade of fine* foot below zero 
(which is the Boston Base, or mean 
low tide wntei ), and about 22 feet 
below the surface of Black Ball 
Fond, which has an elevation of 
121.3 feet. Thus a structure such as 
could be necessary would form a 
dam across the Aberjon* River 
I which either must flow across the 
itop of the structure or be carried 
I underneath bv an inverted syphon. 
In either event the structure will 
be submerged, calling for very 
costly construction 

Again such a plan would elimi- 
nate the Woburn Loop tracks, since 
the grade would be prohibitive, un- 
lc s carried possibly as far as Wo- 
burn Center. Provision also must 
be made to take care of Horn Pond 
I* mol . This would also add much 
to the cost of the main line con- 
struction. It would seem to be pro- 
hibitive to consider putting the 
tracks below the present level, 
since the cost would be unwarrant- 
ed. One thing is certain, the elimi- 
nation of “through traffic” and 
“heavy trucking traffic” should be 
a No. 1 Must (for that is the main 
cause of congestion at the Center), 

! whether the railroad tracks stay 
where they are, or whether con- 
templated plans for either under 
or over tracks are accepted. In my 
judgment, the logical solution is 
to let the railroad tracks stay 
i where they are, and either carry 
out the “Kellaway” or "Foster” 

| plans, either of which can be done 
i at much less cost and with less 
I disruption in every way. 

In the one hundred and sixteen 
years that the trains have run 
through our Center there have 
been but few accidents, while high- 
way traffic, as everyone knows, 
kills more people than do the rail- 
roads. 

One other solution would be to 
make Washington street a three- 
lane street from its junction with 
Main street to the Woburn line, 
and, as I understand it, the State 
Public Works Department has such 
a scheme in its mind as a connec- 
tion with route 128. This would car- 
ry the heavy traffic out of Winches- 
ter Square, which is the most 
Important Must. However, the Kel- 
laway or Foster plans not only do 
this, but take care of the East- 
West traffic, which is important 
and much less costly than to build 
a wall (raised tracks). 

In looking at the photograph in 
the Winchester Star, it would seem 
that the traffic congestion would 
he moved to the junction of Main 
street and the Parkway. To my 
mind this is of no help to the traf- 
fic problem.

WHERE SOME OF YOUR 
TAXES GO 


Editor of the Star: 

We boarded ship on Wednesday 
in the afternoon. We knew we 
were not going to leave the harbor 
immediately for our next stop was 
to be one of the Army Bases to take 
on Mutual Aid cargo for Norway 
and Denmark. 

First of all. about this ship, the I 
Lyngenfjord. She is beautiful even j 
though she is called a freighter. ! 
Freighters carry not over 12 pas- i 
sengers. We are only six this trip. 
But for six of us there is a beauti- j 
fully furnished lounge, a lovely ! 
dining saloon, two enclosed verun- | 
das on the top deck and plenty of i 
deck space besides. The walls are ! 
all panelled in matched woods and 
there is an air of luxury and com- 
fort far surpassing what we have 
seen on American freighters. The i 
cabins are very roomy and each has 
a desk, radio and sofa in addition 
to the beds. Of course, each has 
its own bath and shower, and be- 
lieve it or not, the bath tubs are 
six feet long inside. 

But you may be interested in 
what we’ve seen that you the tax- 
payers are buying. 

We are loading cargo at this base j 
and have been for three days and 
we’re not finished yet. 

Cargo is brought alongside on 
barges. There’s a crane alongside 
also with a crew of about 20 men. 
Every once in a while they lift 
something aboard but not too often. 
The crane is so big it probably cost 
a quarter million. Perhaps they 
need it, I wouldn’t know, but there 
are so many men loafing on the 
deck of the ship that they have to 
be careful not to lower anything 
on to them. These men are the 
stevedores. We are carrying a 
deck cargo of large cases, army 
trucks and four jet planes. I am 
quite sure if this job were a civilian 
job instead of an Army job, it 
would be done in half the time and 
with less men. 

I haven’t been able to count the 
men on deck, but there must be at 
least 150. Each one seems to be a 
specialist. A deck cargo must, of 
course, be lashed down tight and 
placed on proper platforms. 

The airplane job will perhaps 
give you an idea of how these men 
can manage to take so long. 

First of all, heavy timbers were 
brought aboard. While this was 
being done the others, welders, car- 
penters, electricians, foremen, 
Army officers and inspectors all 
stood by. because it seems to be the 
rule that only one kind of work be 
done at a time. When the men not 
working get tired standing they 
stop for about 20 minutes for coffee 
and sandwiches. This happens two 
or three times a day not including 
lunch time. 

Well, the heavy timbers are plac- 
ed on top of the four hatches by 
handlers. They carefully lay these 
out according to a plan some one 
produced. Having done this, they 
rest. Then comes the welder to | 
weld metal cleats to the side of the 
hatches. One welder for four 
hatches at about 4 hours per hatch 
(while the others mostly stand by). 1 
Occasionally the crane hoists an- 
other bit of cargo aboard, but no- 
body seems anxious to fasten them 
down. That can be better done to- 
day (Saturday) when they get time i 
and a half. 

The welding done, the timber 
handlers put the timbers back in 
place, because the welder hud to 
move them (or at any rate he did 
move them) Then comes u driller. I 
He has to drill holes through the 
timbers so they can be bolted down 
to the cleats. But he just drills the 
holes. Then come the bolt men, 


who put the holt < in place, and the 
nut men put the nuts on. (By this 
time if you think of your income 
tax, you’ll he a nut yourself). 

Now we are all ready to have the 
planes hoisted aboard. But it isn't 
as simple a« it sounds. First of all 
they have to measure everything 
again to see if there’s room for the 
plane. Then they have to get a tug 
to bring a lighter with the planes. 

When the lighter gets alongside, 
the crane men come to life again 
After numerous conferences, they 
decide to unlash the plane from the 
deck of the lighter nnd couple the 
crane to it. I think the crane is 
about big enough to lift a fair sized 
tug boat out of the water, but they 
do manipulate it beautifully nnd 
gently place the plane on its cradle 
on the hatch. 

Now the holt men nnd cable men 
get to work again Each plane, 
each large case, each truck is fas- 
tened down to the deck with x i " 
steel cables nnd turnbuckles. There 
must be $100 worth of tackle on 
each package. It’s taking about 3 
hours to fasten each plane to the 
cradle. If the crane tried to lift 
the plane after it’s fastened, the 
whole ship would bo hoisted out of 
the sea, too. 

At last we seem to be nearing 
the end of the loading. It this were 
anything hut an Army job, it would 
he done in one day nr loss. Thus 
far. it has taken three. 

You expect to he late some times 
on a “freighter”. That’s why you 
don’t make schedules in advance of 
leaving port. When we leave here, 
<>ur n<-\t stop is Copenhagen.' The 
Captain assures me that what took 
3 days to load will come off in 3 
hours, so we may not have much 
time there before proceeding to 
Norway. 

But we are sure it’s going to take 
a long time for us to forget the way 
our government is spending our tax 
money.

THE LEAGUE'S POSITION 

March 19, 1952 

Editor of the Star: 

Why has the League of Women 
Voters taken no position on the 
grade crossing problem ? The 
matter is certainly one of serious 
consequence to the town. League 
Board members have been question- 
ed so often as to the League posi- 
tion that perhaps it is suitable to 
explain how we arrive at a pro- 
gram of work on issues here in 
Winchester. In any event it should 
be fairly obvious that the League 
can not support all good causes 
which come to its attention, nor 
take a stand on every local issue. 

Here is our procedure. Sugges- 
tions from members for a work 
program are considered at our An- 
nual Meeting. New fields first ap- 
pear as “study” items for at least 
a year. If as a result of study 
there is widespread agreement by 
League members as to a course of 
action a “support” or “oppose” 
item may he voted. The League 
takes a position only (1) after in- 
tensive study, (2) if there is a large 
measure of agreement by the mem- , 
hers, and (.3) if the item is in accord 
with long established League prin- 
ciples. This “grass roots” process | 
is necessarily slow and precludes 
any sudden decision to act, hut it i 
insures a well thought through pro- 
gram of work solidly hacked by 
League members. 

Needless to say League members 
are free to work as individuals on 
any issue. By taking an active, in- 
formed part in town affairs they 
are assuming “political responsibil- 
ity” — which is the goal of all 
League work. 

It is very flattering to the League 
that it is assumed by so many that 
it is important to know the League 
position. Rest assured that when 
the League does take a position on 
a local question it will he after 
careful consideration and with a 
full explanation to Winchester.

DIRECTOR OF CIVIL DEFENSE 
RESIGNS 


Chairman Harrison Lyman of 
the Board of Selectmen announced 
at the first session of the Town 
Meeting that the Board had re- 
ceived the resignation of Director 
of Civil Defense, James W. Black- 
ham. Mr. Black ham’s letter of re- 
signation is as follows: 

March 12, 1952 
Board of Selectmen 
Winchester, Massachusetts 
Gentlemen : 

In September 1950, at the re- 
quest of your Board, and in con- 
formity with Chapter 639 of the 
General Laws I accepted appoint- 
ment as Director of Civil Defense 
for the Town of Winchester. 

The work of organization has 
now progressed to a point where 
the major local Civil Defense ac- 
tivities will be those of adminis- 
tration and operation. Under the 
circumstances and for personal rea- 
sons which I have indicated in past 
conferences with you, I would now 
like to be relieved of my Civil De- 
fense responsibilities. 

Accordingly, I hereby tender my 
resignation as Director of Civil De- 
fense to take effect at the pleasure 
of the Board but in any event not 
later than April 15 next.

Then Mr .fellison took the floor 
to tell the meeting that although 
the amount did not show in the , 
minted warrant the School Com- 
mittee had raised the salary of the 
Superintendent of Schools by $.300 : 
and asked the meeting to approve 
this expenditure, explaining that 
because of the illness of the former 
I Chairman of the School Committee 
the raise had not gotten into the 
printed report: 

Roth the Finance Committee and 
Selectmen opposed the raise as a 
matter of principle, and not merit. 
Roth felt that most other town em- 
ployees, many getting substantially 
less than the Superintendent of 
Schools, are getting no salary 
raises, with the exception of the 
cost of living increase, and in 
the opinion of the Finance Commit- 
tee and Selectmen, the Superinten- 
dent of Schools should bo no ex- 
ception. There seemed also some 
little questioning of the way the 
matter had been handled by the 
School Committee, Captain Rush 
asking if there were any other 
little advances hidden in the budget 
the meeting was passing. 

This touched off a debate that 
was quite brisk. Mr. Dwinell 
crystal ized things by offering an 
amendment to the motion appro- 
priating funds for the School De- 
partment providing that the Su- 
perintendent of Schools’ salary 
should be no more than $8,560, plus 
his cost of living increase. 

Mr. Speers explained that the 
School Committee has the power 
under the Statute to pay the money 
whatever the meeting should decide, 
and this opinion was corroborated 
by Rep. Harrison Chadwick, who 
however believed there would be 
nothing to prevent the School Com- 
mittee rescinding the raise, or the 
Superintendent refusing to take it. 

Mr. Bartlett of the School Com- 
mittee asked the meeting to be- 
lieve there had been no attempt to 
deceive the town in the School Com- 
mittee’s action, which had been 
prompted by the confusion occa- 
sioned by the illness of the chair- 
man at the time budgets were being 
submitted. He asked the meeting 
to support the Committee, stating 
no additional appropriation would 
be necessary to pay the additional 
salary to the Superintendent since 
the School budget was elastic 
enough to include the necessary 
funds. 

The meeting voted for Mr. 
Dwinell’s amendment, 141 to 39, 
whereupon Mr. Cusack challenged 
the legality of the vote and asked 
for an opinion from the Town Coun- 
sel. Mr. Clarke ruled the amend- 
ment was in order, hut was of no 
value, since the statute gave the 
School Committee the right to pay 
any salaries they see fit. 

Mr. Parker tried to reconsider, 
i Mr. Hatch to adjourn. The meet- 
ing would have none of it. Nor 
did it go along with Mr. Freeman’s 
motion to postpone consideration of 
the School Department budget until 
i the next meeting with a committee 
of three appointed by the Moder- 
i ator to investigate the matter un- 
der discussion and make recommen- 
dations. This motion was beaten 
easily on a voice vote and the meet- 
ing finally approved the school 
; budget with Mr. Dwinell’s amend- 
i ment, to end one of the most un- 
l usual discussions in recent town 
meeting history at least. 

Aside from the school item there 
1 was little debate. Captain Rush ; 
tried vainly to have the meeting 
take money from the Excess and j 
Deficiency fund to pay a portion of 
the sum for personal services in 
the Police Department budget, this ■ 
proposal being opposed by the Fin- 
ance Committee. 

The meeting voted all town em- 
ployees a cost of living increase of 
12 percent of their base pay, or $7 j 
weekly, whichever is the greater, 
with part time workers to get 12 j 
percent of their base pay. 

The meeting also increased the 
minimum and maximum pay for 
the superintendent of the Water 
Department, created a new position 
of executive clerk in the office of 
the Superintendent of Schools, with 
increased pay, created a new posi- 
tion of Plumbing Inspector who will 
I be assistant to the Inspector of 
Buildings, and increased teachers 
maxima $206 in two increases of 
$160, commencing in September, 
1952. In speaking on the Finance 
Committee’s approval of these 
salary changes Mr. Schaefer re- 
minded the meeting that $1,346,000 
of the town’s entire budget now 
goes for salaries. 

Mr. Lyman explained a decrease 
in the Civil Defense budget, stating 
that the director, former Selectman 
James W. Blackham, has resigned 
for personal reasons, and because 
of the excellence of the preliminary 
work he has done in the Civil De- 
fense Office, the Selectmen expect 
to be able to get a director to carry 
on for him without stipend. 

At the beginning of the meeting, 
upon the motion of Mr. Parker, 
tribute was paid to three prominent 
citizens, deceased since last town 
meeting, Edmund C. Sanderson, 
Frederick C. Alexander and Patrick 
H. Craughwell. He read a brief 
eulogy of Mr. Craughwell that 
lauded his love of his native town 
and faithfulness to his duty as a 
town employee and citizen. The 
meeting stood for a moment of 
silence in memory of the three. 

Moderator Philip P. Wadsworth 
presided. One hundred eighty - 
eight town meeting members were 
present. The meeting adjourned 
at 11:08 p. m.

FAMOUS BELLS OF SHANDON 
ARE TEMPORARILY SILENT 

The famous Bells of Shandon, 
whose sweet tones can he heard 
throughout the Irish city of Cork, 
have been silenced for the first 
time since they were installed in 
St. Ann’s church in 1752. 

The silence is only temporary, 
however, the National Geographic 
Society reports. As soon as re- j 
pairs are made on the helfry, the 
pealing that inspired the charter 
song of Cork city will be heard 
again. 

The song was written hy Francis 
Mahoney under the pen name of 
“Father Prout.” It reflects the 
homesickness of an Irishman far 
from his native city. Mahoney 
sings : 

“On this I ponder, where’er I 
wander, 

“And thus grow fonder, sweet 
Cork of thee: 

“With thy hells of Shandon, 

“That sound so grand on 

“The pleasant waters of the river 
Lee.” 

Steeple a Compromise 

St. Ann’s of Shandon itself is 
something of a curiosity with its 
parti-colored steeple. Two sides 
are of white limestone and two of 
red. The local quarry owners who 
furnished the stone could not 
agree, some wanting the steeple 
red and other wanting it white, so 
they compromised. 

Cork was founded in the seventh 
century by St. Finbarr, w’ho be- 
came the first bishop of the town 
that was once described as “a city 
of bridges, and pleasant conversa- 
tion and disaffection to our Lord 
the King.” That was written, of 
course, before Ireland won her 
complete independence from Eng- 
land. 

There are about 75,000 persons 
living in Cork and its suburbs. 
The river Lee widens just below 
Cork into a fine harbor, and a few’ 
miles downstream is Cobh, Irish 
stop of transatlantic liners. 

Named for a Marsh 

Cork’s name derives from cor- 
caigh, Gaelic for “marsh,” and the 
center of the city is an island in 
the Lee. It is a city of many 
churches, including two dedicated 
to the patron saint. St. Finbarr’s 
cathedral is Church of Ireland, or 
Episcopal, and St. Finbarr’s church 
is Roman Catholic. 

The church of Christ the King 
was designed hy Barry Byrne of 
Chicago, and is pure 20th century 
style. It is of concrete and has no 
windows, light being admitted 
through slits concealed in the roof 
and W’alls. 

Cork is also a city of industry. 
One of the largest Ford plants out- 
side the United States is at Cork, 
w’hich is appropriate because Henry 
Ford’s ancestors came from the 
area. 

One of Cork’s most famous sons 
was Father Matthew, leader of the 
Irish temperance movement. He is 
honored hy a statue, and a water- 
side street is named Father Mat- j 
thew Quay.

Each time a warm wind brings a 
soft, springlike day to interrupt the 
Korean winter, millions of refugees 
stir restlessly in their makeshift 
tent cities and the overcrowded — 
often ruined — homes of relatives. 

Figures vary as to the number of 
refugees and homeless in South 
Korea, says the National Geogra- 
phic Society. One recent estimate 
places the number at four million, 
including 433,000 from North Ko- 
rea and 100,000 homeless children. 
Other surveys indicate a total of 
displaced persons as high as eight 
million, including a million and a 
half w’ho fled from Communist ter- 
ritory. 

The prolonged truce talks, plus 
hints of spring, give hope to many 
of the homeless that they may re- 
turn to their own acres to start 
anew’ in war’s wake. The fierce 
love of the land that caused Korean 
farmers to brave machine-gun fire 
to tend their fields, and to follow 
tanks through rice paddies to re- 
pair damage, is only emphasized by 
the miserable refugee life. 

('amps Throughout South Korea 

The comparative quiet of the 
ground war during the truce talks 
has enabled the South Korean gov- 
ernment and United Nations relief 
agencies to stabilize the refugee 
population in part. When possible, 
the homeless have been moved from 
crowded and dangerous centers 
near the war zone to camps scatter- 
ed throughout the southern part of 
the peninsula and on the numerous 
islands off the coast. 

In addition, the Korean govern- 
ment has made every effort to place 
the homeless with relatives, if there 
are relatives living in habitable 
structures in the ruined land. The | 
refugees in private homes as well 
as those in camps are offered what 
relief is available. 

Although the supply is still far 
from adequate, according to the 
Korean government, millions of 
blankets and pieces of clothing 
have been distributed, and every 
effort is made to see that each 
refugee receives his daily rice. 

Some Work on Rehabilitation 

Some of the refugees are put to 
rehabilitation work, rebuilding 
roads and railroads, constructing 
shelters and restoring industry. 
But the very situation that allows 
this work to go on turns the 
thoughts of the displaced toward 
home and the crops that might be 
raised. • 

A number of refugees have been 
allow ed to return to their own war- 
torn lands in the southern part of 
the country hut military permission 
is needed to travel north of the 
area of Taejon.

ADJOURNED TOWN MEETING 


(Contimird from Tapp 1» 


Tho mootinc accepted the Sclcct- 
mprfs layouts ■ f York road, Sussex 
road, f’hardon road. Priscilla Lane, 
Tufts road. North Gateway and 
Salisbury street, appropriating 
$79,100 for the necessary work, 
with $48,000 of that amount heine 
transferred from Kxeess and De- 
ficiency. 

The meetine refused under Ar- 
ticle 1.1 to transfer from the Park 
Board to the Selectmen land on the 
easterly side of Shore road alonp 
the water to he used for a parking 
spare, residents who use Shore road 
ns a route to the center voicing ob- 
jection. Action was indefinitely 
postponed on the proposal to have 
the Selectmen lease from the Bos- 
ton and Maine Railroad land on the 
westerly side of Shore road for use 
as a parking area. 

Under Article 15 the meeting 
supported the Selectmen in their 
desire to install traffic lights at the 
junction of Washington and Forest 
streets, appropriating to this end 
$1,100. Mr. Parker spoke in sup- 
port of the Selectmen with Mr. 
Schaefer voicing the Finance Com- 
mittee’s opposition. 

Some little debate occurred un- 
der Article ir> inserted to see if the 
Town would authorize the Select- 
men to sell for any proper purpose 
a tract of undeveloped land consist- 
ing of 9.08 acres located roughly be- 
tween Irving street and Nathaniel 
road at the rear of Washington 
street. 

Mr. Lyman explained that the 
town no longer needs the land for 
gravel or storage sheds and the Se- 
lectmen feel it should he disposed 
of so that revenue from it ran re- 
turn to the town. 

Mr. Latorella felt that neither 
hasty nor indiscriminate disposal 
of the land should he made and 
offered an amendment providing 
that a committee of five he appoint- 
ed hy the Moderator to consider the 
matter and report with recommen- 
dations at a special town meeting 
or at the town meeting a year 
hence. Considerable objection was 
voiced hy residents of the district 
to having the land sold without 
their having a voice as to what or 
who is to locate there, objectors 
especially opposing the location of 
industry in the neighborhood, des- 
pite the fact that the land, or a 
greater part of it, is located in the 
industrial district. 

Mr. Lyman tried to reassure the 
objectors, hut not too successfully, 
though Mr. Latorella’s amendment 
was lost, 47-117, and the motion 
to give the Selectmen the right to 
dispose of the land was carried, 
136 - 22. 

No motion was presented under 
the proposal that the School Com- 
mittee establish a State-Aided Vo- 
cational Education program for 
adults, the School Committee re- 
fusing to sponsor such a plan. 

Permission was given the School 
Committee under Article 18 to fix 
and charge a tuition rate for all 
non-resident pupils attending the 
Winchester schools, particularly 
the children of military and naval 
personnel. Mr. Jellison explained 
that it is now costing the town some 
$5,000 yearly to have the last- 
named youngsters in our system. 

Mr. Littleton reported for the 
Mystic School Addition Building 
Committee, getting a laugh when 
he reported that the Committee is 
returning $42.17 to the town. The 
Committee’s report was received 
and the Committee discharged, with 
thanks! 

Mr. Ayer reported for the George 
Washington School Addition Build- 
ing Committee, asking an appro- 
priation of $8,000 to complete the 
addition at the school in addition 
to the sum of $8,000 which the Fin- 
ance Committee had allocated to 
the School Building Committee’s 
use from the Excess and Deficiency 
Fund during the summer when it 
became known that the addition 
could not he built for the amount 
appropriated at the March meeting 
a year ago. 

Mr. Ayer explained that the 
Building Committee had found the 
appropriation some $30,000 short 
of the lowest bid for the work to 
be done, but by revising the plans 
for the addition the Committee was 
able to reduce that figure so that 
with the transfer from the Excess 
and Deficiency Fund and the $8,000 
appropriation asked for at the cur- 
rent meeting the work can be com- 
pleted. 

The speaker admitted that the 
Committee felt the action of going 
directly to the Finance Committee 
for money from the Excess and 
Deficiency Fund instead of return- 
ing to the Town for an adequate 
appropriation might be criticized 
but it seemed to the Committee 
good business to proceed with the 
work at once to take advantage of 
30 day bids and it was his belief 
that the town should have sufficient 
confidence in its committees to 
afford them latitude to do what 
seems best to them for the town 
even though such action might not 
have the backing of precedent. 

Captain Rush felt that the pro- 
cedure of both the School Building 
Committee and Finance Committee 
had been unfortunate, that the 
Finance Committee has no right to 
“appropriate” a ten cent piece and 
that the School Building Commit- 
tee. when it found it could not pro- 
ceed on its voted appropriation, 
should have returned to the town 
for more funds. He believed the 
action taken to be unmoral, and 
he questioned the legality of it. 

Mr. Cullen questioned the legal- 
ity of changing the original speci- 
fications on which the contractors 
had hid and proceeding with the 
awarding of the contract on the 
new specifications without secur- 
ing new’ bids. He continued to hold 
to that belief throughout the dis- 
cussion. 

Mr. Schaefer explained the Fin- 
ance Committee’s position, stating 
that the Committee was fully 
aware of the objections that could 
be raised to its action in permitting 
money from the Excess and Defi- 
cency Fund to be made available 
without a vote of the town, but that 
the Committee had been advised by 
the Town Counsel that such action 
was legal and that the advantages 
(if permitting the Building Commit- 
tee to proceed with its work at once 


more than offset the disregard of 
precedent. 

Mr. Clarke read his letter to the 
Finance Committee, which was n 
effect that the “extraordinary and 
unforeseen status" of the need for 
extra fund? was sufficient under the 
law to make the transfer of money 
from the Excess and Deficiency 
Fund legal under the statute. 

Dr. Mueller felt that the School 
Building Committee’s worst mis- 
take was in not getting sufficient 
funds to build the addition accord- 
ing to the original plans accepted 
by the town. He felt the towrn want- 
ed no lowering of quality. 

Roth Mr. Ayer and Mr. Schaefer 
mentioned among the reasons 
prompting the taking of money 
from the Kxeess and Doficoncy 
Fund their Committees’ doubt of 
getting a quorum for a town meet- 
ing in August. Captain Rush felt 
such an implication to be an insult 
to tho town meeting members, and 
this doubt also drew the ire of Mr. 
Twombly, who offered a motion that 
no School Tommittee should in the 
future fail to call a town meeting 
because of any doubt of securing a 
quorum. 

This motion was lost, and the 
meeting appropriated the $8,000 
asked by the School Building Com 
mittee continuing the Committee 
until its work is completed. 

Action w’as indefinitely postponed 
on Article 21 to see if the tow’n 
would appropriate money for addi- 
tional improvements to the high 
school. Mr. Bonnell reported for 
the Building Committee for Addi- 
tional Facilities for the Senior and 
Junior High Schools, tho meeting 
voting him $3,000 for the use of 
his committee for architect’s advice 
and continuing the Committee for 
another year for further study of 
the problem. 

The meeting voted to accept 
Chapter 781 of the Acts of 1951 
w’hich permits the payment of $100 
I more yearly to each of 11 town 
pensioners w’hose pensions are less 
: that $2,000 yearly, and to raise the 
pension of one man from $1,050 to 
$ 1 , 200 . 

The proposal to accept Chapter } 
538 of the Acts of 1950, permitting 
cities and towns to make temporary j 
minor repairs on private ways was 
referred to the Selectmen for 
further study and action on the 
proposal to increase vacation pe- : 
riods of towrn employees was in- 
definitely postponed. Permission 
was voted to discontinue that por- 
tion of Curtis street between Grass- 
mere avenue and Wedge Pond, a 
long unused bit of roadway, so that 
Mr. Harris can build a garage ad- 
jacent to his home. 

The Meeting voted to have the 
town accept title to a small lot of 
land on Converse Place from the I 
owners, Mr. Greer explaining that 
it will provide four or five addition- 
al parking places at a loss of only 
$24 yearly taxes. 

Mr. Dwinell reported for the 
Waterways Committee, which w’as 
discharged with thanks, its unex- 
pended funds and further functions 
being transferred to the Park Com- 
missioners. Mrs. MacDonald asked 
that the Park Commissioners in- 
vestigate the present condition of 
Horn Pond Brook as it affects resi- 
dents of the North End and take 
such steps as may be necessary to 
do away with what is a dangerous 
condition. A motion to this end , 
was carried. 

The final article considered was * 
that under W’hich the meeting voted 
to enlarge the Public Works Coun- 
cil, increase its powers and further 
establish its duties so as to increase 
cooperation among the town de- I 
partments for the use of equipment 
and for central purchasing. Mr. 
Greer ably presented the w’ork done 
by the Council, the aim to be 
furthered by the action of the meet- 
ing and the possibilities for better 
and cheaper service through the 
Public Works Council for the town. 

The meeting was then adjourned 
over the objection of the Chairman 
of the Selectmen who vainly sought 
to have the three articles on town 
management considered so as to 
clear the decks for the Grade Cross- 
ing consideration Thursday. One 
hundred and seventy-six town meet- 
ing members were present.

NEW COMET DISCOVERED 
BY GEOGRAPHIC SURVEY 

The National Geographic Society 
announces the discovery of a new 
comet in the constellation Virgo. 

The new heavenly wanderer was 
first seen on a photographic plate 
exposed on Palomar Mountain, 
California, on the night of Jan- 
uary 30, 1952. Its light was cap- 
tured by the great 48-inch Schmidt 
telescope, operated by California 
Institute of Technology Astron- 
omer Robert Harrington. 

The comet is of the 15th magni- 
tude. Its tail is about five minutes 
of arc long. On the night of dis- 
covery the comet’s position was 
right ascension, 12 hours, 33.4 
minutes; declination, plus 11 de- 
grees, 36.4 minutes. Its daily mo- 
tion is 30 seconds east and 13.8 
minutes north. 

The new comet is the fifth dis- 
covered in the last two years by 
the National Geographic Society- 
Palomar Observatory Sky Survey 
— a four-year project to explore 
the entire sky visible from Palomar 
out to a distance of .150 million 
light-years.

INSIDE YOUR CIVIL DEFENSE 

(Continued from Page 1) 

The Organization 
Established a regular Town 
Department, Civil Defense is, in 
effect, the cooperative combined ef- 
forts of nine distinct Divisions, 
working together through a Con- 
trol Center, which also maintains 
contact with CD organizations 
above and around Winchester. To 
be presented later, other divisions 
include: Medical and Health, Po- 
lice, hire, Rescue and Transporta 
tion, Communications, Utilities, 
Plant Protection, and Warden. 

( Lilian War Aid 
The Civilian War Aid Division, 
since detailed organizational plans 
for Civil Defense began in Novem- 
ber, 1951, has organized remark- 
ably. With headquarters in the 
Town Hall Welfare office, and di- 
rected by Mr. William Supple, Win- 
chester's Welfare Officer, Civilian 
War Aid’s duties are described by 
its title. They are concerned with 
the destitute and homeless of a 
“civilian” war, who may not neces- 
sarily have broken bodies, but 
whose broken lives and destroyed 
homes can bring ample misery 
and concern to the community at 
large. 

To give you the picture at a 
glance, each of the division’s sec- 
tions are outlined below, presenting 
key personnel and posts of duty 
in emergency. A brief description 
of what each must do follows. 
Civilian War Aid Division HQ 
William P. Supple, Div. Leader

As with any leader, the success- 
ful operation of each section is 
his responsibility. We should note, 
in passing, the enthusiasm and 
willing support of Mr. Supple and 
his able deputy, which have enabled 
so much CD progress to be made. 

Operationally, the Division 11 Q 
maintains contact with the Control 
Center and its own sections by tele- 
phone, messenger and radio, co- 
ordinating the overall efforts of 
this division in its work with oth- 
ers.

.Winchester residents will recall 

this section’s first job: the huge 
town-wide housing survey conduct- 
ed last fall to record homes willing 
and sufficient to care for over 1,000 
persons who might require tem- 
porary shelter here upon the loss of 
their own homes in attack. A will- 
ing volunteer group of women 
steadfastly canvassed the town for 
the vital information, and, in spite 
of the inevitable rebuffs from those 
who considered this public-spirited 
task as an invasion of their pri- 
vacy, found Winchester largely en- 
thusiastic and eager to help. In 
fact, the number of “refugees” 
Winchester citizens offered to re- 
ceive went far beyond the number 
hoped for, or that Winchester 
would be expected to handle in an 
emergency. 

The principal emergency duty of 
Housing revolves around the <» col- 
lecting station teams outlined I 
above. Consisting of 11 supervisory 
workers and an administrative as- | 
sistant, each team will operate a 
collecting station, as outlined, to 
receive , register, feed and shelter 
refugees enroute from damaged 
areas to private homes here or out 
of town. Two teams assigned to 
each station assure round-the-clock 
operation in an emergency.

Registration teams, regular and 
alternate, operate at posts given 
above to record all necessary data 
on refugees and to maintain mas- 
ter records of all persons present. 
Consisting of a team chief, 4 
clerks, and an administrative as- 
sistant, the teams can process two 
persons every three minutes — 
employing registration cards care- 
fully devised by this section itself. 
All hats are off to Mrs. Hilton and 
her workers, who are already so 
well organized as to be ready for 
action tomorrow! 

A further function of the CWA 
Division is Evacuation, usually 
part of a Cl) Transportation Divi- ; 
sion’s duties, but re-located here in 


Winch* >tcr to streamline opera- 
tions. It is assumed that whore an 
emergency falls outside Winches- 
ter, collecting stations are required, 
and if within, evacuation is in or- 
dor. The same facilities and per- 
sonnel can be employed in each 
case. 

Although the extent to which the 
CWA Division has organized is 
already most commendable, there 
arc still personnel shortages to be 
coped with in certain teams. 

Team members could work most 
efficiently if recruited from the 
institutions which are supplying 
space and facilities. If your church 
appears in the listings above, won’t 
you, too, join?

SCHOOLS PROVIDE 
TRANSPORTATION 
DESPITE STRIKE 

The continuance of the bus strike 
has forced the school department 
to use taxi service in order to 
transport some school children 
from distant parts of the town to 
their schools. The town is requir- 
ed hy state law t<* provide transpor 
tation for these children, and, when 
; t was impossible to secure the ser 
vices of independent bus lines, sev- 
eral local concerns were called 
upon. The following instructions 
: have been distributed to the schools 
regarding this form of transporta- 
; tion : 

1. Taxis will be at Dunstcr cor- 
ner at 8:00 a. m. to bring pupils to 
Junior High School, High School, 
and St. Mary’s. They will come via 
Ridge and High streets to Cam- 
bridge street, to Everett avenue, 
across to Parkway to the three (3) 
schools. In the afternoon they will 

. go hack the same route. 

In every case, pupils will take or 
leave the taxi at the same points 
they have used the bus. 

2. Taxis will return to Dunster 


corner ns near 9 :30 a. m. as possible 
to take pupils t Park hurst. They 
will pick up the Pnrkhurst pupils 
n< soon as they can in the after- 
noon. 

Taxis may have to make 2 or 
trips to transport all pupils, 
which will mean some waiting. 
Four taxis will bo available most 
of the time. 

4. Pupils should he at the regu- 
lar stops in the morning to save 
time. 

5. The above plan will continue 
until further notice. 

6. Schools should plan so as not 
to have children waiting outside in 
cold or inclement weather. 

7. Pupils riding in the taxis 
should not be counted tardy: 
they should also be ready to leave 
on time in the afternoon unless by 
special ruling of the principal.

GUILD OF THE INFANT SAVIOUR 

It was gratifying to see the large 
number of members in attendance 
at our twenty-sixth annual com- 
munion breakfast held at the Town 
Line on Sunday, March 16th, im 
mediately following the Memoria 
Mass for deceased members at St 
Mary’s Church. 

Following the bountiful break- 
, fast, the president welcomed tin 
members and turned the morning 
j over to the chairman of the day 
Mrs. Peter A. Murphy, who in tun 
introduced our guest speaker, tin 
] Rt. Rev. Msgr. Cornelius T. IT 
Sherlock, superintendent of schools 
for the Archdiocese of Boston. 

Taking as his subject “Som« 
Catholic Thinking on Education,’ 
Monsignor Sherlock opened his tall 
with some very thought-provoking 
facts on the present magnitude of 
Catholic education. Based on the 
belief that the primary rights and 
oldigations to children rests on the 
parents, the Catholic school sys- 
tem, started in 1847, a little over 
one hundred years ago, now num- 
bers 11,000 school plants, housing 
3,000,000 children and 100,000 
teachers. By far, the largest part 
of this school system is in New 
England, with 120,000 children in 
315 schools. This naturally repre- 
sents a great sacrifice on the part 
of Catholics, but it also represents . 
a saving to the taxpayer of $33,- 
000,000 in Massachusetts alone and, 
$700,000,000 nationally. 

Pope Pius XI defined Catholic j 
thinking on education, explained 
Monsignor Sherlock, in an elcycli- 
cal given in 1929, in which was in- j 
corporated the distum of Justice 
McReynolds in the now famous Ore- i 
gon case. In the Oregon case, in j 
1922 a bill was introduced in the 
legislature of that state that all 
children between the ages of 8 and 
16 must attend state schools. This, 
became law and by law non-public j 
schools ceased to exist. This law 
was appealed and found to he un- 
constitutional. It then went before 
the Supreme Court and was judged 
unconstitutional and invalid on the 
grounds that it prevented certain ! 
people from making a living with- 
out due process of law. Of import- ; 
ance in this case was the dictum of I 
Justice McReynolds as follows, 
“The fundamental theory of liberty 
on which all government in this un- 
ion reposes excludes any general 
power of the state to standardize 
its children . . . The child is not the 
mere creature of the state. Those 
who nurture him and direct his 
destiny have the right, coupled *| 
with the high duty to rear and pre- 
pare him for added duties.” 

On the question of Federal Aid 
to Education, Monsignor Sherlock 
said that for many years communi- 
ties have shied away from such aid 
because of fear of dictation and be- 
lief in the old axiom, “Power fol- 
lows the dollar.” However, in 1937 
the president appointed an Educa- 
tional Commission to investigate 
Federal Aid and it recommended 
that whenever money was to be 
given for education, a guarantee 
should be written that no one in 
Washington should he able to con- 
trol the spending of such money. 
This, along with the Norton-Law- 
less study in 1944, which indicated 
there are children in this country 
who cannot get an education, 
brought new interest in Federal 
Aid and Federal Aid to Education 
may soon become law.

NEW ASTEROID DISCOVERED 
CROSSING EARTH'S COURSE 

Astronomers call them asteroids, 
meaning “little stars.” They are 
flying mountains whirling through 
the solar system — juggernauts of 
stone and metal weaving among 
the planets. 

Only rarely does one come near 
the earth. Recently, one did. 

The seventh asteroid known to 
cut across the earth’s orbit was dis- 
covered on August 31, 1951, on 
photographic plates of Palomar 
Observatory's “Big Schmidt” sky 
survey telescope, the National Geo- 
graphic Society reports. 

The new minor planet, tentative- 
ly named 1951 RA, measures only 
one to two miles across. At time of 
discovery it was about 19,000,090 
miles from earth, going away. It 
had been about 1,000,000 miles 
closer a few days before. 

Following its orbit through 
space, the asteroid is now at its 
greatest distance from the sun and 
beginning to swing back, although 
its distance from earth will con- 
tinue to increase until later this 
year. 

“1951 R A probably will never ap- 
proach the earth more closely than 
3,500,000 miles, V Dr. Leland R. 
Cunningham of the University of 
California at Berkeley calculated 
for astronomers of the National 
Geographic Societv-California In- 
stitute of Technology Sky Survey, 
now in its third year at Palomar 
Observatory. 

“Such a close approach is not 
expected for many years, and can- 
not even he predicted at present,” 
he said. 

The asteroid's next return to the 
point on its orbit nearest the sun — 
the “perihelion” point — will take 
place in November. As it shoots 
across the earth’s orbit, it will not 
come closer than about 100,000,000 
miles. Early in 1954 it may ap- 
proach to “several tens of millions 
of miles.” 

“When an asteroid’s orbit crosses 
that of the earth, it raises the ques- 
tion of whether a collision might 
be possible,” Dr. Albert G. Wilson, 
astronomer in charge of the Sky 
Survey writes in the National Geo- 
graphic Magazine. 

“The likelihood is very small. If 
a collision did take place, the des- 
tructive effect would greatly exceed 
that of a hydrogen bomb.” 

More than 1,600 different aste- 
roids have now been observed and 
recorded. Astronomers estimate 
there may be more than 30,000 in 
the solar system. The first to he 
discovered — on the night of Jan- 
uary 1, 1801 — was Ceres. With a 
diameter of about 480 miles, it is 
still the largest known.

COMING EVENTS 


One hundred and forty-six pre 
cirut members handed in atten- 
dance cards at the final session <>f 
the* Limited Town Meeting Mon 
day evening, but there were no 
where near that many left when 
the tired delegates finally com- 
pleted the warrant and were dis- 
solved by Moderator Wadsworth 
with the clock on the south balcony 
speeding toward the 11:30 mark. 
Precinct members kept slipping 
away as the discussion of the Zon- 
ing By-Law changes dragged along 
so that there could not have been 
many more than a quorum present 
when the meeting ended. As a 
matter of fact at one time while 
the Moderator was reading the pro- 
posed By-Law changes in the war- 
rant it was necessary to call a halt 
and get enough precinct members 
back into the hall to constitute a 
quorum, Mr. Hewis pointing out 
that the meeting could not legally 
proceed without one. 

At the opening of the meeting 
Captain Rush offered a resolution 
commending the Winchester High 
School football, cross-country, in- 
formal hockey and basketball teams 
for their undefeated seasons and 
extending to them, their coaches 
and their school the congratulations 
of the town. This resolution was 
hnnnimously accepted. 

The previous meeting had ad- 
journed during the consideration of 
Article 37 of the warrant, under 
which the Selectmen asked the 
town to accept the Legislative Act 
granting to the Board of Select- 
men, acting as a Board of Survey, 
broad powers in accepting or re- 
jecting plans for new subdivisions 
in the town. 

Mr. Lyman explained that the 
Selectmen felt they should have 
more authority than is now granted 
them under the by-laws to guard 
against improper development of 
land in Winchester, stating that 
aside from the right to fix grades 
and street layouts they have no 
power. 

Few went along with this think- 
ing, and after Mr. Clarke had as- 
sured the meeting that the powers 
asked are very broad and that once 
the enabling act is accepted it is 
here to stay, the meeting accepted 
a motion offered by Mr. Foley that 
the subject matter of the article be 
referred to a committee of five, ap- 
pointed by the Moderator, to study 
the proposals of the Legislative Act 
and report at the next town meet- 
ing. Previous to passing this mo- 
tion the meeting accepted an 
amendment to Mr. Foley’s motion, 
offered by Mr. Hewis, that the next 
town meeting be the next “annual 
town meeting”. 

This brought the meeting to the 
consideration of the proposed 
changes in the town’s Zoning By- 
Laws. Mr. Hatch presented the 
Planning Board’s report which was 
received, and then called upon Mr. 
Eaton of the Zoning By-Law Re- 
vision Committee which had es- 
pecially studied the Nursery School 
question in Winchester to report 
for his group. 

Mr. Eaton gave a detailed report 
of his committee’s activities, stat- 
ing that as a result of their delib- 
erations the committee had arrived 
at the decision that nursery schools 
do serve a suffeient number of town 
children to warrant their existence 
in Winchester and that in accor- 
dance with procedure in many com- 
parable cities and towns provisions 
should be made to make it possible 
for them to function under reason- 
able restrictions. 

Mr. Hatch then went through the 
entire section of the Warrant de- 
voted to the proposed Zoning By- 
Law Changes, making certain al- 
terations in the wording, in some 
instances in accordance with 
opinions expressed at a hearing 
held by the Planning Board pre- 
vious to the opening of the town 
meeting. 

A detailed explanation of what 
the meeting passed in connection 
with the proposed changes would be 
impossible in the scope of normal 
town meeting reporting. In gen- 
eral the meeting went along with 
the Planning Board, the members 
of which in general had attempted 
in their proposed by-law changes 
to clarify certain sections of the 
old by-laws which seemed not clear 
and to tighten restraining laws 
where greater restrictions seemed 
to be necessary. 

For instance, under the newly ac- 
cepted Zoning By-Laws nursery 
schools are not considered schools 
in accordance with the statutory 
meaning of the word. As a conse- 
quence they can only be established 
and maintained in single residence 
districts in Winchester by permis- 
sion of the Board of Appeal. The 
same is true of private schools, col- 
leges. libraries, museums, art galle- 
ries or “other private educational 
purpose” not conducted for profit.

The Mozart nequiem ns present- 
ed last Sunday afternoon at the 
Unitarian Church by an augmented 
Lnitarian C hoir and the* Mary Wit 
ham Singers, under the direction 
of Mary Ranton Witham, with 
Weston L. Brannon, organist, and 
Thomas Hoag, tympanist, turned 
out to be in every way an outstand- 
ing musical event. Soloists were 
Dolores Baldvga, soprano, Muriel 
Thorley, contralto, Ldgar Isher- 
wood, tenor, and George Fortune, 
bass. Rev. Robert A. Storer, minis- 
ter of the church, conducted the 
brief but effective service of wor- 
ship. 

Last Sunday was the first time 
Mozart's great work has been done 
in Winchester, and it is fortunate 
that its introduction to local music 
lovers was such a happy one. 

The Requiem was melodic and 
Mrs. Witham in her directing let 
it sing where it should, as well as 
bringing out all the drama and 
poignancy of the fine music. She 
gave an original reading of the , 
score and got a happy response 
from her singers, both chorus and 
soloists, as she brought out the I 
subtle inner melodies and let tin* i 
audience feel the musical pulsa- 
tions and magnificent climaxes j 
with which the score abounds. Not- 
able in interpretation were the 
“Confutatis,” the “Laorymosa" and . 
the glorious allegro fugal passages 
of the “Sanctus” and “Benedictus,” 
ending in the almost joyous “Gloria 
in Exeelsis.” 

The chorus sang with both bal- 
ance and pleasing tone, phrasing 
effectively and managing both very 
loud and very soft passages with 
fine effect. Explosive attacks and 
sustained releases added to the per- 
formance, and the singing of the 
group was vital, rhythmic and ro- 
bust where required and softly ap- 
pealing where this was indicated. 

Perhaps special mention should 
be made of the thrilling robusto 
attacks of the men in the “Confu- 
tatis” and the sharply contrasting 
ethereal quality of the women in 
this same number, while the double 
forte that swelled from a pianis- 
simo in the “Agnus Dei” was a tru- 
ly artistic performance. Not the 
least achievement of both chorus 
and soloists was their diction, des- 
pite the difficulty of coping with 
ecclesiastic Latin. 

The blending, as tvell as the indi- 
vidual voices, of the quartet was 
most pleasing, the members indi- 
vidually showing musical intelli- 
gence and fine sensitivity. Their 
singing of the sotto voce passage 
of the “Tuba Mirum” and the ly- 
rical “Benedictus” was outstand- 
ing. 

In his playing of the organ score 
Mr. Brannen showed himself a mu- 
sician of high caliber, giving indi- 
vidual character to the accompani- 
ments which were nevertheless at 
all times primarily in support of 
the singers. 

Mr. Hoag’s playing of the tym- 
pani was both artistic and sympa- 
thetic, adding greatly to the color 
of such passages as the magnifi- 
cent and rhythmic “Dies Irae.” The 
assistance of Miss Grace Norian 
constituted another contribution to 
the success of the afternoon.

ESKIMO ASSESSORS CLUB 


Members of the Massachusetts 
Association of Assessors, who at- 
tended the Round Table meeting of 
the organization at the Hotel Stat- 
ler despite the storm of February 
17 and 18, were so pleased with 
their accomplishment that they or- 
ganized the Eskimo Assessors Club. 
Mr. Marshall R. Pihl, who repre- 
sented the Winchester Assessors at 
the Round Table, was made a mem- 
ber of the club. 


Thieves entered four homes on 
the West Side Monday evening, do- 
ing considerable property damage 
as they ransacked the dwellings 
thoroughly, but according to the 
police getting little of value. 

Chief Charles J. Harrold of the 
Police Department made clear that 
he has no complete list of missing 
valuables, because two of the 
families whose houses were entered 
are absent from town, in Europe. 
Quirk checkups however would 
seem to reveal that for the most 
part the actual loss hv theft from 
the houses entered is slight. 

Police Headquarters was first 
notified of the breaks at 9:30 Mon- 
day evening when Walter Fish, 
owner of a new ranch-type house at 
69 Bacon street, phoned to report 
his house had been entered while 
he nnd his family were absent for 
the evening, nnd the interior wreck- 
ed by the vandals. 

Later George Folland of 45 Ever- 
ett avenue reported that his house 
had also been entered, and not long 
after this report Patrolman Archie 
T. O’Connell discovered a third 
break at the homo of Mr. John 
Munro, 35 Central street. 

The police found that the Fish 
and Folland homes had been enter- 
ed by breaking glass in the doors at 
the rear. At the Fish home the 
vandals, in addition to thoroughly 
ransacking the house had thrown 
the contents of the refrigerator 
around the kitchen, smearing the 
walls with eggs and vegetables, 
and writing on the walls the words, 
“Thanks, We’ll Be Back”. Two 
Ronson table lighters were miss- 
ing and a wrist watch with a 
broken crystal. Police believe that 
the thieves were after money and 
were not bothering to take other 
more personal effects. 

Quick checks seemed to indicate 
little of real value missing from 
the Folland home, and the interior 
was not damaged as much as was 
the ease at Fish’s. No estimate 
could he made of the things that 
may have been taken from Mr. 
Munro’s since his family is abroad. 

First reports were to the effect 
that in one house $1200 had been 
stolen, but this was later denied as 
in error, and beyond two watches, 
cigarette lighters, and other small 
articles, only eight dollars was defi- 
nitely known to be missing. How- 
ever, all three houses were thor- 
oughly ransacked, and in the ab- 
sence of Mr. Munro and Mr. Arm- 
strong, a definite check has not 
been made. 

Tuesday New Hampshire State 
Police notified local authorities that 
a Hudson sedan, registered to Rob- 
ert W. Armstrong of Curtis Circle, 
had been recovered in Madbury. 
N. H., when two fugitives, wanted 
in connection with the robbery of 
an armed truck in Danvers tried to 
ram a police road block in that 
town. 

When the Armstrong ear was 
stopped the men driving it made an 
attemnt to escane, and both were 
shot by the officers. Thev were 
Joseph W. Kelley, 32, of Woburn, 
a former Winchester resident, and 
Norman Ziele, 24, of Boston. Roth 
are in the Dover, N. H., Hospital, 
and Kelley is reported in serious 
condition. 

Immediately Officer D. Irving 
Reardon was sent to examine the* 

I Armstrong home and he discovered 
that this house too had been broken 
into. What was taken besides the 
automobile is not known, the Arm- 
strong family being in Italy. Po- 
lice however belive that the Arm 
I strong house was a part of the 
same series of breaks that included 
the Fish, Folland and Munro homes. 

The police finger-print man. 
i Officer John Murray, worked long 
! at all four houses looking for 
prints. Gloves and candle-ends 
were found in each house and in 
two of the three dwellings large 
j carving knives were found near the 
gloves and candles. In the other a 
long roasting fork was lying near 
at hand. Whether the intruders 
. had these implements ready in the 
event they were disturbed by the 
returning householders is at least 
conjectural. 

Chief Harrold, immediatelv after 
the breaks set in motion a wide net- 
work of investigation. Sgt. John 
J. Dolan spent all day Wednesday 
in New Hampshire conferring with 
New Hampshire State Police in an 
effort to implicate the two fugitives 
taken there with the local breaks. 

Meanwhile Chief Harrold was in 
close touch with Woburn author- 
ities trying to link with the breaks 
here men taken in breaks in Bille- 
i rica. 

Arrested in Billerica and 
i Chelmsford on a tip from Lowell 
police later, were Everett Taylor, 
16 years old, of Pinehurst; Francis 
! Gaudete, 16, also of Pinehurst; and 
John Anthony, 16, of Woburn. A 
fourth man was also taken into 
[custody, who is thought to be im- 
plicated in the robbery. These 
men are held at the Chelmsford 
jail in connection with breaks in 
that town. It is reported that they 
have admitted the Winchester en- 
tries and that most of the loot has 
been recovered.

WINCHESTER BEAT MILO 

Completed Undefeated ^en*»<»n With 
57-11 Victory 

Winchester High. Eastern Ma- 
achusetts Class B champion, com 
pleted an undefeated season by 
making Milo High, Class B cham- 
pion of Maine, its 25th consecutive 
victim by a score of 57-41. The 
game was played as a preliminary 
to the championship final of the 
27th annual New England Basket- 
ball Championship Tournament at 
the Boston Garden last Saturday 
night. 

The Indians displayed a concen- 
trated scoring attack that saw 
every member of the team enter the 
scoring column as the locals showed 
they have recovered from the 
effects of the virus hy scoring 
points like they have been all sea- 
son. After a close first period the 
Indians racked up points in a hurry 
as they took advantage of the op- 
portunities for a fast break, or 
set up and finished off their plays 
nicely when no fast break was 
possible, or rebounded strongly of- 
fensively for several baskets. Over 
the middle two periods the Indians 
outclassed the Black Panthers 36- 
14 as they showed the form that es- 
tablished them as the only unde- 
feated high school team in the state 
and probably in New England. 

Milo opened the scoring with a 
basket hut a foul shot hy Hawkins 
and three successive driving-in lay- 
ups hy Farrell, Hawkins, and Sym- 
mes provided the Indians with a 7- 
2 lead. The down Mainers rallied 
to close the score to 11-11 just be- 
fore the period ended hut a jump 
shot by Murphy gave the locals a 
13-11 lead which they never re- 
linquished. 

Over the next two periods it was 
all Winchester as the locals hit a 
torrid scoring pace. Ten quick 
points in the next three minutes on 
a basket by Coon, two fouls by 
Hawkins, a foul by Symmes, a foul 
hy Coon, and two successive baskets 
hy Long gave the Indians a 23-11 
lead before Milo scored again. 
Spear-headed by Coon and Long, 
the Indians outseored the Panthers 
20-6 in this period alone to build 
up an impressive 33 - 17 lead as 
they left the floor at the half. 

In the third period Farrell took 
over the point making for the In- 
dians as he threw in six points 
while setting up Hawkins and Di- 
Iorio on their scoring efforts. The 
Red and Black doubled the Milo 
score in this quarter as they con- 
nected for 16 points while Milo 
managed eight points. By this time 
the score was 49 - 25 and the game 
was turning into a rout but Milo 
began to hit again as they collected 
16 points in the final quarter to 
Winchester’s 18 points for that 
period.

WHAT IS WRONG! 

Editor of the Star: 

I would like to take a little space 
at this time to thank the voters 
who have voted for me over the 
past number of years in our Presi- 
dential Primaries. I have enjoyed 
being Vice-Chairman of the Re- 
publican Town Committee. How- 
ever, this time I am not running for 
re-election so I feel free to say a 
few things. 

I wonder if the people of Win- 
chester realize that in the 1948 
Presidential Primaries less than 
600 Republicans and only 85 Demo- 
crats voted! Now, voters, what is 
wrong? Are you not interested in 
who gets elected to your town com- 
mittee, or the delegate to the Na- 
tional Convention, or who is to be 
the next President of these United 
States ? 

In 1948 the Republican Party 
candidate was over 2,000,000 votes 
behind the Democratic candidate 
and received only 45.1 percent of 
the total vote cast. There were 
45,000,000 potential voters who Did 
Not Vote — were You one of them ? 

Things can not go on as they are 

— or can they? We have been 
fighting longer in Korea than we 
did to win World War I. There 
have been more American casual- 
ties in these first 18 months of the 
Korean War than we suffered in the 
first three years of World War 11. 
More Americans have been killed in 
the Korean War than were killed in 
the war of 1812, the Mexican War, 
the Spanish- American War and the 
American Revolution combined. 
Yet — we “are not at war.” 

There are thousands of boys and 
girls away from home, living in 
tents, trailers, strange apartments, 

— not complaining, but making the 
best of an unnecessary situation. 

1 have recently traveled over 
5,000 miles through the South and 
everywhere you go you hear no- 
thing but complaints. I have heard 
strong Democrats say, “You Re- 
publicans give us Ike and the 
Democrats and Independents will 
elect him.” Do you “Independent” 
voters feel that this is a healthy 
condition? Independent Voters, 
won’t you vote in the primaries and 
help to send the delegates to the 
convention to vote for the man You 
would like to see President of these 
United States? 

If you must be an independent 
voter, then go down and change 
your registration back to an inde- 
pendent, even the very day you 
have voted in the primaries. Sim- 
ply vote and then sign a new card 
at the Town Clerk’s Offices. Hut 
unless more people do vote in the 
primaries, they serve no useful 
purpose, are expensive and should 
be eliminated. 

Possibly the Australian method 
of lining those who do not vote 
would be the answer, but regardless 
of How you vote, Please Vote.

Editor of the Star: 

March 16, 1944, out of a “Sense 
of the meeting vote”, emerged an 
appropriation of $2,500 for the Se- 
lectmen to obtain technical services 
etc., etc., for a plan to eliminate the 
grade crossing.

IN BARBADOS THERE ARE 
NO WEEDS; SPRINGS RUN BEST 
IN DRY SEASON 

Farm workers may get aching 
hacks on Barbados, but not from 
pulling weeds. For there are prac- 
tically no weeds on this tiny sugar- 
producing British possession, east- 
ernmost of the Caribbean islands. 

More than 300 years of cultiva- 
tion of almost every arable square 
foot of Barbados has virtually elim- 
inated native weeds and woedseed, 
explains Charles A Union in his ar- 
ticle “Barbados, Outrider of the 
: Antilles,” in the March National 
Geographic Magazine. 

Despite this intense cultivation, 
A Union says, the island’s thin soil 
has not been depleted. Crop rota- 
tion and careful use of fertilizer, 
some provided by unused portions 
of the largest crop, sugar cane, as 
well as a fortunate lack of erosion 
have preserved the earth lying on 
Barbados’ limestone bedrock. 

Springs Along ('oast 

The porous limestone itself ex- 
plains the absence of erosion, Rain, 
falling most heavily from June to 
November, does not run off, hut 
• seeps into the bedrock and per- 
: eolates slowly, emerging in bubb- 
1 ling springs near the coast. Since 
this process takes about six months, 
the springs flow most abundantly in 
the dry season. 

All processed sugar exported 
from Barbados is shipped to the 
British Isles, hut some sugar pro- 
ducts suety as molasses and rum 
find their way to Canada and the 
United States. Nearly four-fifths 
of the 100-square-mile island is cov- 
ered with cane fields. 

Barbados has been a British pos- 
1 session since it was discovered hy 
an Knglish sea captain more than 
325 years ago. At that time the 
pork-chop-shaped tropical island, 
lying east of the Windward Islands 
and north of the northwest coast 
of South America, was uninhabited. 

Slaves Once Imported 

Now, with some 210,000 inhabi- 
tants, Barbados has 1,250 persons 
to the square mile, and is second 
only to Bermuda in the Western 
Hemisphere for density of popula- 
tion. The growth started with the 
importation of slaves from Africa 
to work the early sugar planta- 
tions, and at the present time 200,- 
000 of the total population is 
Negro. 

Barbados is intensely British and 
proud of its links with England. It 
is dotted with names such as Hast- 
ings, Yorkshire and St. George, and 
cricket is the most popular sport. 
A Trafalgar Square, complete with 
monument to Admiral Nelson, was 
dedicated in Bridgetown, the island 
capital, before London had its own 
Nelson memorial, and Barbados 
harbor police wear the uniforms of 
sailors in Nelson’s navy. 

Lord Nelson was a visitor at 
Bridgetown, as was George Wash- 
ington, who spent nearly two 
months in the Island capital with 
his brother, Lawrence. 

Barbados is a land in which the 
poorer dwellings have no glass in 
the windows but boast stout shut- 
ters to keep out “jumbies” and 
other evil spirits abroad after sun- 
down. It is a land where pigs are 
led to market on leashes, and 
where flying fishes do more than 
play. They are caught to provide 
a staple on the island menu.

A profusion of fragile, pink and 
white blossoms on grey-barked 
wood, draped like a necklace around 
a small body of blue water: this is 
the living picture that will lure an 
estimated million visitors to Wash- 
ington, D. C., in early April. 

Cherry Blossom Time is among 
the nation’s most popular floral 
spectacles, says the National Geo- 
graphic Society. It has inspired a 
gala National Cherry Blossom Fes- 
tival which will he held from April 
2 through April 6. 

This year the 25-year-old festival 
promises to he more elaborate than 
ever before. For the first time 
there will be a night parade with 
floats representing many of the 
48 states. Other features include 
a festival hall, water pageant, 
coronation of the festival queen, 
and an operetta depicting the 
“Story of the Cherry Blossom Seed- 
ling.” 

After 40 Years 

The 1952 celebration around and 
beneath the exquisite Oriental 
flowering trees is in marked con- 
trast to a simple ceremony held 40 
years ago this spring, when Mrs. 
William Howard Taft, wife of the 
President; a Minister from Japan, 
and a few interested onlookers 
planted the first cherry tree out of 
a gift of some 2,000 from Japan’s 
capital city. Tokyo. 

Dr. David Fairchild, the noted 
agricultural explorer, already had 
proved that the trees would thrive. 
He imported 25 varieties in 1906 
for his nearby Maryland estate, 
“In the Woods”. It was there that 
Miss Eliza Scidmore, well-known 
authority on Japan, saw the trees 
and suggested the Potomac Park 
planting that is now a Washington 
j show place. 

Return to Japan 

Oriental flowering cherry trees 
I are no longer imported because of 
the danger of bringing in diseases 
which might harm American stone 
fruits. However, the original and 
subsequent importations have pro- 
vided a source of beautiful trees 
which may be found flowering 
throughout the United States. 

In the same spirit that prompted 
Tokyo’s gift 40 years ago, Wash- 
ington has just sent 55 cuttings to 
Japan from the 11 trees still living 
of the original Tidal Basin planting. 
They will be used to restore a 
famous Tokyo cherry grove which 
was depleted for wood and war pur- 
poses during World War II.

What’s more, the boy is allowed 
a $l-a-week discount if he signs 
up before June 1st. Last season, of 
every $8 paid by the Scouts, $5 
went for food . . . which indicates 
that our Scouts get plenty of good, 
wholesome food at Fellsland! 

Recognized as one of the best 
summer camp layouts in New Eng- 
land, Camp Fellsland offers the 
boys an ideal combination of woods 
and trees, plus plenty of open areas 
for field sports and other athletic 
activities, plus an excellent sandy 
beach on the shore of the Pow Wow 
River. There are twelve screened- 
in sleeping cabins with wooden 
floors and double bunks with 
springs and mattresses. Eight boys 
and a leader can sleep in each ca- 
bin, and there are also tents for 
boys who prefer to “rough it.” 
There are modern flush toilets with 
running-water washstands, plus a 
hot-and-cold shower building, and 
an infirmary with a nurse in 
charge. At the water-front there 
are two modern wharfs and a raft 
with diving boards, a lifeguard 
tower, and a new boat dock with 
a complete fleet of rowboats and 
canoes. Outstanding landmark of 
the camp is the Memorial Lodge. 
Only a few years old, the Lodge is 
one of the finest and most modern 
buildings in the country. 

Folders describing the camp, to- 
gether with registration cards, are 
now being distributed through the 
various troops in town, and in many 
a local home these days parents are 
being subjected to an enthusiastic 
“sales talk” which undoubtedly 
winds up something like this: “So 
can I go to (’amp Fellsland this 
summer? Can I, huh? Can I?”

NAVY ONE-MAN HELICOPTER 
SHOWN TO 

NATIONAL GEOGRAPHIC SOCIETY 


The Navy unveiled the answer to 
a traveler’s prayer in Constitution 
Hall on Friday, February 15 — a 
one-man helicopter, strapped to 
the shoulders like a knapsack, 
which can lift and carry a fully 
armed man anywhere on a battle- 
field. 

A National Geographic Society 
audience of more than 3,500 people 
saw the new “Hoppi-Copter,” as it 
is called, in an exhibit of Navy fire- 
power and technology accompany- 
ing an address hy Admiral William 
M. Fechteler, Chief of Naval Oper- 
ations. 

The exhibit included a dual rapid- 
fire shipboard antiaircraft gun 
mounted on a trailer, and inside the 
Hall under floodlights, a huge 
winged missile called the “Gorgon,” 
a Navy torpedo and a turbo-prop 
aircraft engine. 

Naval weapons ranging from 
submachine guns to guided rockets, 
push-button models of anti-sub- 
marine warfare and floating dry- 
docks, plus displays of such Naval 
scientific developments as the ac- 
tual growing of crystals were set 
up in working models. 

Role of the Navy 

The exhibit was huilt and assem- 
bled hy the various bureaus and re- 
search laboratories of the Navy. 
It illustrated “The Role of the 
Navy” in national defense, theme 
of Admiral Fechteler’s speech be- 
fore the National Geographic So- 
ciety. He was introduced by Mel- 
ville Bell Grosvenor, senior assis- 
tant editor of the National Geogra- 
phic Magazine. 

Displayed on Friday evening 
only, the exhibit showed the So- 
ciety’s members: 

— A relief model of the Navy’s 
new million-watt communications 
center on Puget Sound in the Pa- 
cific Northwest, most powerful ra- 
dio station in the world. 

— The Navy’s newest pilot ejec- 
tion apparatus, which fires a self- 
contained “capsule” — pilot, cock- 
pit and all — from a plane in dis- 
tress. 

— A ram-jet rocket with the new 
shaped - charg w a r h e a d; the 
famed “Tiny Tim” air-to-ground 
missile now in use in Korea; and 
a cutaway model of the Westing- 
house J-34 jet engine used in Navy 
fighters. 

— A room-sized scale model of 
a Navy escort carrier, the USS 
Commencement Bay. 

— A display of Marine and Navy 
combat weapons, plus enemy arms 
captured in Korea, among them 
Russian-made machine guns.

INSIDE YOUR CIVIL DEFENSE 

NO. 2: COMMUNICATIONS DIVISION 


Winchester’s own Civil Defense Radio Station, W1URA, with Communications Director John 
Blanchard and Communications Chief Bob Richmond on duty. This station, which contains not only town- 
purchased equipment but much equipment privately loaned to CD to reduce town expenses, maintains 
transmitting and receiving sets to Sector HQ and also to mobile Winchester CD sets, and provides 
emergency communications in cases where normal facilities (telephones, etc.) might fail. 


Anyone who has had military ex- 
perience knows the paramount im- 
portance of communications in or- 
ganized operations. Without proper 
communications, there is, in effect, 
no organization whatsoever; and 
no elaborate “paper” plans, or 
trained personnel can work proper- 
ly. It is indeed the “nerve” system, 
the very eyes and ears, and voice, 
of every working: force, your CD 
included. 

Winchester is luckier than it 
realizes to have had experienced 
and public-spirited citizens who 
appreciated these hard facts, and 
started “digging” hard as far back 
as last spring and summer to put 
an active Communications Division 
to work for CD. 

While it’s usually pretty hard, 
in publicizing an organization’s 
work, to fairlly single out indi- 
viduals for praise, at the risk of 
slighting other deserving persons — 
everyone will agree that John 
Blanchard and Bob Richmond, pic- 
tured above, surely deserve their 
full share of appreciation, if any 
people do. 

Many of their accomplishments 
are technical, perhaps boring, to 


most laymen. But in passing, pic- 
ture the effort involved in putting 
together Winchester’s radio sta- 
tion, using private equipment 
wherever possible, obtaining au- 
thorized clearance for its opera- 
tion, properly “channeling in” with 
our local Sector 3 radio procedure, 
planning effective operation with 
the State Police radio net, with the 
Winchester Police radio system, 
establishing inter-com contact with 
Winchester Police and Fire Sta- 
tions. 

Then, administratively, the 
town’s trained radio operators had 
to be personally reached, planned 
into the CD force, and an elaborate 
Communications guide — for use 
of every CD division — had to be 
formulated and put to work. As if 
this were not enough, when opera- 
tional activity begins, John Blan- 
chard serves the Control Center as 
Communications Officer, handling 
and logging every message, and 
Bob Richmond supervises radio 
operation and assists John in di- 
recting the proper functioning of 
the telephone Message Center. 

Fuller appreciation of the work 



involved can be gotten, however, 
from a hypothetical emergency. 
Here’s what Communications is 
ready to do tomorrow, if a real 
alert comes to Greater Boston. 

On the yellow (warning) alert 
signal from the State Police Radio, 
Winchester Police contact Com- 
munications Director Blanchard, 
and through him, the rest of 
Communications personnel. John 
arrives immediately at the Control 
Center, beneath the Police Station,

If communications arc needed 
during the next period, John or 
Bob can work. But. like rno^t 
everyone else, their primary job is 
to “lay low'* and keep safe dm in- 
attack. 

When danger rs past and work 
can be done, our Control Center’s 
work can begin. Messages may 
come from stricken areas in town, 
or instructions and aid requests 
come down from Sector HQ (Cam- 
bridge) above us. These are pri- 
marily received by telephone when 
possible, and sent out the same 
way. However, against the possi- 
bility of telephone failure, the ra- 
dio is ready with an emergency 
generator to keep it going if Edi- 
son power should quit. 

A “foolproof” semi-military mes- 
sage handling procedure channels 
all information and recording of 
action taken through the message 
center, and the rest of Control Cen 
ter, with the Communications Offi- 
ter and his deputy, Arthur Schmidt, 
key figures in “keeping up” on the 
status of all messages in, subse- 
quent messages out, and checking 
on action taken. Incoming and out- 
going message operators are busy 
writing and sending. 

Inter-com contact is kept up 
with the Police and Fire Stations, 
while radio contact is kept open 
to all radio nets. When telephone's 
are working duplicate messages 
usually keep radio busy. In ease of 
telephone failure, Radio then 
reaches Sector and surrounding 
towns, and contacts Winchester CD 
through the regular Police squad 
car radio net, through portable sots 
(which should be available later 
this year) usually at Warden Area 
Hqs. in the schools, and via mobile 
radio stations in private cars. 
These mobile stations already num- 
ber two, one belonging to Bob Rich- 
mond, operated thus far by Bill 
Holdicb, and another owned by Bill 
Byers, both being licensed opera- 


tors V third . : *‘ing built by Tod 

Lincoln, Jr. All throe will bo roving 
“eye s” and ears in an emergency, 
can even become extra Police squad 
cars. 

The extent to which Winchester’s 
licensed “hams” can be integrated 
into CD is vital to Communication’s 
success. 

Besides those names given above, 
note should bo made of the interest 
shown by Bill Burton, also a radio 
operator for the Control Center 
radio. 

In case this regular station 
should become inoperative, plans 
provide for moving radio center 
operations to any of 3 or 1 existing 
“ham” stations in Winchester. Al- 
ready Bob Richmond’s own station 
has frequently functioned as the 
hypothetical “Sector 3” during our 
town’s past practice tests. 

More operators will have to be 
found among volunteers already 
licensed, or oven operators to be 
trained by Winchester CD, to ope- 
rate portable sets which round out 
our local Winchester net. All li- 
censed operators or those willing 
to train are urged to give their 
names to the CD Communications 
Director, John Blanchard, business 
hours at WI 6-3700, or home at 
WI 6-0441.

and with the addition of the new 
wing the hospital will hold 108 bods 
and 36 bassinets as compared to 
the present 81 beds and 31 bassi- 
nets. 

Mrs. Manoli then introduced the 
principal speaker of the morning, 
Mr. J. Joseph Tansey, who gave a 
most comprehensive talk on the 
subject of Industrial Arts. We 
here in Winchester have been very 
lax in the field of Industrial Arts, 
said Mr. Tansey. With a total 
school budget of $700,000 we have 
allotted only $20,000 for Industrial 
Arts and $12,000 of this amount 
goes for salaries. Industrial Arts 
is not to be confused with Voca- 
tional Training, explained Mr. Tan- 
sey. Vocational training deals with 
hand skills whereas Industrial Arts 
is a plan of education found within 
general education. Kvery student, 
Mr. Tansey feels, should take a 
course in Home Mechanics. A 
member of the Building Committe 
for Additional Facilities for Senior 
and Junior High Schools Mr. Tan- 
sey made an independent survey of 


Industrial Arts here and elsewhere 
and as a result of his findings re- 
commended a complete reorganiz- 
ation of the Industrial Arts pro- 
gram and a centralized plant with 
a composite general shop, metal 
working and auto machine shop. 
If we get the new school building 
the Industrial Arts unit should he 
included in that but until the new 
building is a reality we must build 
a strong Industrial Arts program 
from within, said Mr. Tansey. The 
present school committee is aware 
of our woeful lack in Industrial 
Arts and Mr. Tansey complimented 
it on the wonderful work it is doing 
to correct the situation and he also 
stated that Mr. Branley of our High 
School is one of the finest teachers 
of mechanical drawing in the state. 

The lively question and answer 
period that followed Mr. Tansey’s 
talk proved once again the ever 
present interest in the educational 
opportunities offered in our Win- 
chester schools.

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SECOND ADJOURNED SESSION 
OF TOWN MEETING 

Raising Trnrks for Crossing 
Klirfiination Supported 

The adjourned session of the 
Limited Town Meeting on Thursday 
evening, March ‘JO, voted 151 to 1 
to approve the plan of eliminating 
the grade crossing in the center by 
raising the railroad tracks and dir- 
ected the Board of Selectmen to 
continue with their negotiations to 
this end with the State Department 
of Public Work s. 

Previously the meeting rejected 
by almost as big a majority two 
motions introduced by opponents 
of the overhead tracks plan of elim- 
ination, the first seeking to in- 
struct the Selectmen to suspend 
further promotion of the elimina- 
tion of the grade crossing by the 
proposed overhead railroad until a 
report of progress to date, had been 
approved by the town, including 
plans and detailed statement of 
cost ; > the town. This motion was 
lost 152 to 3, though Mr. Hewis 
doubted this vote and felt the oppo- 
nents should have numbered one 
more. 

The second motion sought to have 
all work on the overhead elimina- 
tion halted for three months to give 
opportunity for alternate plans to 
be presented and discussed and to 
have the town kept completely in- 
formed of progress from time to 
time. The rejection of this motion 
was unanimous. 

Mrs. Snyder introduced the two 
unsuccessful motions, explaining 
that she was doing so for Mrs. 
Woodside, who had been called to 
I)es Moines by the serious illness of 
her sister. She also spoke for Mr. 
Mott, who has presented an alter- 
nate plan to the overhead elimina- 
tion, explaining some of the fea- 
tures of his plan about which ques- 
tions have arisen. Mr. Mott be- 
cause of his business schedule was 
unable to be present. 

Because of this fact, also, Mr. 
Hoop presented to the meeting the 
result of the grade crossing poll 
taken in Precinct 3. Of f>00 post- 
cards sent out, 297 were returned. 
181 being against raising the 
tracks, 83 in favor and 30 wanting 
further study of the problem. 

Mr. Russell wanted some ques- 
tions answered, included being how 
long raising of the tracks will take, 
on which side of the present road- 
bed will the temporary tracks be 
located and by what means is traffic 
going to be gotten through the cen- 
ter while the work of raising the 
tracks is in progress. 

Mr. Hatch, chairman of the Plan- 
ning Board, reviewed the history of 
the grade crossing elimination 
problem in Winchester since 1903, 
describing the more popular plans 
for the elimination, and recording 
the Planning Board’s support of 
the Selectmen’s decision to go 
ahead with the plan to raise the 
tracks. He told in detail of the 
various meetings that had reached 
decisions on the crossing elimina- 
tion, mentioned the hearing held in 
1945 when an overwhelming major- 
ity of those voting favored the 
overhead elimination plan, and felt 
that those now opposing the Select 
men’s plan are much too late in 
voicing their opposition. 

This opinion was shared by Ad- 
miral Buracker, former Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, who felt 
that the town really has for once 
a real chance to have its dangerous 
crossing eliminated and that it 
would be a serious mistake to miss 
this chance by any further delay 
or indecision. He reminded the 
meeting there are many other 
places where the $4,000,000 for the 
Winchester grade crossing elimi- 
nation can be spent by the State 
and urged the town to accept the 
offer of the Department of Public 
Works before it is withdrawn. 

Mr. Lyman, in reply to Mr. Rus- 
sell’s questions, said that raising 
of the tracks will take from 18 
months to two years. He said the 
Selectmen do not know on which 
side of the present tracks the tem- 
porary tracks will be placed, be- 
cause this matter has not been set- 
tled as yet. The Selectmen natur- 
ally hope they will go on the west- 
erly side of the tracks, and if they 
do, the cost to the town for land 
and property damage will be in the 
neighborhood of $63,365.00. The 
railroad, however, wants the tem- 
porary tracks to extend on the 
easterly side of the present road- 
bed, and if this plan is accepted and 
the property on the westerly side 
of Thompson street has to be taken, 
the cost to the town will be about 
$301,000. It may be. Mr. Lyman 
said, that the -town will only* have 
to pay for temporary land damages, 
in which case the cost will be “prac- 
tically nil”. When the overhead 
tracks are completed it is expected 
that only a small part of the Win- 
chester Drug Company will have 
to be taken permanently. 

Mr. Lyman explained that the 
tracks will start to go up at a point 
800 feet south of Wedgemere Sta- 
tion and will be five feet above 
grade at the station. It is planned 
to have Bacon street go under the 
tracks instead of over them as at 
present. Walls will start 200 feet 
south of Winchester Station with 


openings for traffic at the station 
and in the center, the walls extend 
ing to a point appi oximately at the 
rear of the First National Market. 

Mr. Lyman aid the tracks would 
return to grad»* about 1.200 ft. 
south of Cross street, and that 
Swanton street would g<» under the 
tracks, repeating the procedure at 
Wedgemere. He emphasized the 
fact that the walls would be faced 
with steam-faced granite and 
would be good looking, and that in 
the center at the traffic circle there 
would not be a wall, but at the 
most, three piers, permitting a view 
across the center. 

Traffic through the center, Mr. 
Lyman expects to move at all times 
during construction of the over- 
head tracks, but here again it is 
difficult to make a definite state- 
ment. Bacon street and Swanton 
streets will have to be closed dur- 
ing parts of the construction, but 
in the case of Bacon street there 
will be a traffic by-pass through 
Rangely and the former Ginn has- 
tate. 

Mr. Lyman was critical of the 
postcard ballot in Precinct 3, stat- 
ing that a question of this nature 
is very difficult to frame on such a 
ballot and intimating that the vote 
of slightly less than half of those 
who got cards did not prove much 
of anything. 

He told the meeting no one at all 
had come to the Board of Selectmen 
about the plans, either to protest 
them, or to get information about 
them. He felt that the present 
opposition should have been voiced 
much further back, and that it is 
now a question of accepting the 
State-approved overhead pass, or 
getting no elimination of the* grade 
crossing at all. He said that the 
Kellaway Plan would cost half a 
million in land damages alone, and 
that even if the town should vote 
for this plan, the State will not 
accept it. the Selectmen having had 
the positive statement from Com- 
missioner Callahan that the over- 
head tracks is the only plan the 
Department of Public, Works will 
accept. 

He stated by Police count 87 
trains go over the crossing in the 
center in 24 hours and the average 
number of automobiles going 
through the center by limited State 
count is 26,509. In any day the 
gates in the crossing are down 
about four out of 24 hours. 

Mr. Lyman asked that a motion 
approving the overhead elimination 
and authorizing the Selectmen to 
continue their cooperation with the 
Department of Public Works be 
substituted for the first motion 
offiered by Mrs. Woodside, but this 
procedure the Moderator refused 
to entertain, saying that a separate 
motion to this effect would have to 
be introduced after action on the 
previous motions presented under 
the articles. Mr. Lyman made 
clear during his remarks that the 
Selectmen had no objection to a 
referendum on the matter, but did 
feel that the vote should he clean- 
cut; is the overhead crossing want- 
ed or not. The question should not 
I be incumbered with provisions for 
reports and further study. 

Mr. Schaefer gave the Finance 
Committee’s blessing to the over- 
head plan, and Captain Rush, 
though admittedly far from pleased 
with it, felt the reasons for its 
adoption now were cogent and sup- 
ported the Selectmen. 

Mr. Freeman asked whether a 
meeting had to be held to appropri- 
ate money for damages before work 
could commence on the overhead 
tracks, and Mr. Lyman said that 
such a meeting would have to be 
held, and that the town would have 
another chance to decide upon the 
plan when the necessary funds for 
damages came up for consideration. 

Mr. Hewis wanted to know about 
damage to property in the vicinity 
of Cedar and Florence streets, and 
differed with Mr. Lyman’s estimate 
of the amount, stating he had seen 
the plans for the temporary tracks 
and talked with Public Works en- 
gineers. his own reading of the 
plans showing much more damage 


done in the vicinity named than the 
Selectmen visualize. 

Mr. Wagner was the Inst speaker, 
and felt that the plans that have 
been consideied applied to days 
long gone by, and that new plans 
-hould be w« i ked out in the light of 
present-day conditions. He felt the 
overhead tracks d<» nothing to alle- 
viate the press of traffic in the 
square, and after consultation with 
engineers at Massachusetts Insti- 
tute <>f Technology in the fields of 
traffic and public planning he be- 
lieve* that bridges should be con- 
structed to carry through traffic, in 
accordance with modern procedure, 
if not in the center, then at proper 
points to be determined by traffic 
experts and engineers. 

About two hours had been con- 
sumed in the discussion of the 
grade crossing and the meeting was 
becoming impatient for the ques- 
tion. The applause greeting the 
various speakers, and the almost 
enire lack of real opposition to the 
Selectmen’s overhead plan made 
the final results of the various mo- 
tions a foregone conclusion. 

Mr. Crockett, reporting for the 
Personnel Committee, outlined the 
study of the problems conducted by 
this group and recommended that a 
Personnel Board be established to 
consist of five members, to be ap- 
pointed by the Moderator, one to 
i»e a former member of the Finance 
Committee, one a town employee 
and the other three to come at large 
from the citizens of the town. This 
committee is to report with its 
findings and recommendations at 
the next town meeting. 

The meeting supported the mo- 
tion introduced by the Personnel 
Board, and also voted to increase 
the size and scope of authority of 
the Public Works Council. Mr. 

' Cusack, reporting for the Town 
Manager Committee, which intro- 
duced the last named motion, stated 
that his committee, as a result of 
various hearings and study of the 
question, can find no sentiment 
either on the part of town depart- 
ment heads or the public, for a 
town manager. He did, however, 
state that a minority of the Town 
Manager Committee does strongly 
favor this form of government. 

The Committee does recommend 
visual control of all town equip- 
ment and personnel for great effi- 
ciency of operation and the sub- 
mission to the Public Works Coun- 
cil by department heads of all 
major work to be done over a given 
period so arrangements can be 
made for the efficient use of person- 
nel and equipment. 

The Committee also recommends 
that town purchasing be centralized 
and carried out by private citizens, 
qualified for such action, naming 
three highly qualified citizens of 
the town with whom his committee 
had conferred. 

Mr. Cusack emphasized the fact 
that his Committee does not favor 
the creation of a paid purchasing 
agent for the town, nor does it as 
yet believe a Public Works Depart- 
ment is necessary, though future 
developments made indicate such a 
department advisable. Mr. Lyman 
said the Selectmen are not yet 
ready to accept a Public Works De- 
partment, and Mr. Cullen warned 
the meeting of the dangers of 
weakening too much the position of 
the Board of Selectmen by remov- 
ing from it powers that under the 
| Town form of government are its 
prerogative. 

Mr. Vincent Farnsworth reported 
for the Town By-Law Committee, 
offering three revisions of the laws 
under which Winchester operates 
and asking that the Committee be 
continued for further consideration 
of the question of town by-laws. 

This request was granted and the 
three revisions offered were accept- 
ed, the first making it illegal for 
anyone but a police officer in the 
- performance of his duty to enter 
private premises for the purpose 


of peeping in windows or otherwise 
spying upon occupants of private 
premises. 

The second revision makes it ille- 
gal to remove protective devices 
like gratings, manhole covers, bar- 
rio's or signs from where they have 
been placed and the third increases 
the charge and storage for cars re- 
moved under the orders of the Su- 
perintendent of Streets so that 
ways can be plowed during snow 
storms. The new charges are $10 
for removal and $1 per day for 
storage. 

Under Article 36 the report of 
the Winford Way Committee, ap- 
pointed to consider with Medford 
authorities, the possibility of doing 
something about a dangerous 
swampy pond off Winford Way in 
Medford, was received und the com- 
mittee dischoiged. Mr. Ives re- 
porting for the Names Committee, 
asked that the new road running 
from High to Ridge street be 
named “Old Farm Road” because 
this for many years has been farm 
land. Mr. Symmes found no fault 
with this name but asked that the 
motion be amended to read “Locke- 
land Road” in honor of the Locke 
family, among the earliest settlers 
of the town and public spirited 
citizens since the first days of Win- 
chester. The meeting accepted Mr. 
Symmes am e n d m en t . 

Under Article 37, asking that the 
town accept General Laws, Chapter 
41. Section 81 -K to 81-U, relative 
to municipal planning w h i c h 
strengthens the powers of the Se- 
lectmen acting as a Board of Sur- 
vey to protect the town’s interests 
in the matters of new subdivisions 
in town, no action was taken. 

Mr. Lyman had just explained 
the desirability of giving the Se- 
lectmen power to halt undesirable 
subdivisions and impractical layouts 
and easements when Mr. Russell 
took the floor. He admitted lu* had 
not read carefully all the provisions 
of the act under consideration, but 
he felt some of the restrictions set 
up under it are a bit severe, and 
asked that, because of the lateness 
of the hour the meeting adjourned. 
The tired members needed no urg- 
ing, and at 11:18 the meeting ended. 

Upon the motion of Mr. Guild the 
meeting stood for a moment of 
silence in honor of Arthur W. Dean, 
former town official. One hundred 
sixty-four members were present.
